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IN THE WIND 


Terry Thompson (BSA) and Steve 
Dresser (H-D) captured the 540 and 
800cc victories, respectively, at the fifth 
round of the AMA National Hillclimb 
Championship Series, held in Hay- 
denville, Ohio, on July 26. Thompson 
topped David Watson (Hon) and Wes 
McCoy (Hon) in taking the 540cc victo- 
ry, while Dresser was able to hold off 
the attacks of Mike DeBusk (Kaw) and 
Glen Petty Jr. (H-D) to win the 800cc 
class. 


Craig Connell (Duc) and Damon Buck- 
master (Kaw) split wins in the most 
recent round of the Australian Super- 
bike Championship, held on July 19 at 
the Hidden Valley Raceway. Connell 
beat Martin Craggill (Kaw) in the first 
race, with Buckmaster topping Paul 
Young (Kaw) in the second. Craggill 
still leads the championship over Con- 
nell, 228-219, with one round remaining 
on August 2. 


Giovanni Sala (KTM) has regained the 
World 250cc Enduro Championship. 
Sala scored 1-2 results in the latest 
round, held in Linkoping, Sweden, July 
25-26. The former 250cc champ found 
the tough, muddy conditions to his lik- 
ing and now has 194 points to second- 
placed Eric Bernard (KTM), who has 
132 points. With only 40 points available 
in the final round in Finland, Sala can- 
not be beaten. In the 125cc class, Roman 
Michalik (TM) leads Stefano Passeri 
(KTM), 210-204; Bjorne Carlsson (Hbg) 
leads Cyril Esquirol (Hon), 221-206 in 
the 400cc Four-Stroke class; in the 80cc 
class, Gianmarco Rossi (Hon) leads 
Joakim Johansson (Hon), 218-210; and in 
the 600cc Four-Stroke class, Anders 
Eriksson (Hus) leads Kari Tiainen 
(KTM), 222-209. In the FIM overall Cup, 
Sala leads with 170 points, followed by 
Bernard with 149 points and Stefano 
Passeri with 117 points. 


Australian road racer Anthony Gobert 
entered an in-patient program for sub- 
stance abuse in Southern California 
upon his return from the Mid-Ohio 
round of the AMA Superbike National 
Championship on July 20, according to a 
press release issued by Gobert. "I wish I 
could go back in time and take back 
what's happened," Gobert said in the 
release. "I should've figured out the toll 
my conduct would take on everybody, 
including my family, my fellow racers 
and, most of all, my team - because they

Tortelli won the first moto with more than 13 seconds to spare over Radson 
Honda's defending champion, Stefan Everts of Belgium. Third place went to Ger- 
many’s Pit Beirer, on the Pamo Honda, while American Tallon Vohland, on the Rinaldi 
Team Yamaha, and Belgian Marnicq Bervoets, on the Winfield Suzuki, rounded out the 


top five. 


In the second moto, Tortelli finished just two seconds ahead of Bervoets, with Voh- 
land finishing five seconds behind the Belgian. French rider Yves Demaria took fourth, 


followed by Sweden's Joakim Karlsson. 


Everts did not score any points in that second moto. The champ was involved in a 
first-turn pileup in which his bike was run over, resulting in a broken silencer. Everts 
got back up and finished fourth in the moto but was later protested by the other teams 
for his machine being too loud. Everts was eventually DQed from the moto, which 
resulted in him picking up only 17 points on the day, compared to Tortelli's 40. 

Tortelli now owns the series lead with 387 points, followed by Everts with 377. Beir- 
er is third with 281. There are still five rounds left in the series 





were counting on me. I know I've let 
everyone down." Gobert's attorneys, 
meanwhile, have lodged an appeal of 
the AMA's suspension of his racing 
privileges and are hoping the AMA will 
allow him to return to action once he 
demonstrates that he is drug-free. "It 
would be great if I could salvage this 
season and race a bit more," Gobert 
said. "I reckon I have a lot of work to do 
off the track right now. Racing is the 
easy part." 


Regarding his suspension for the 
remainder of the season for having test- 
ed positive for marijuana in a test given 
on July 16, Gobert is distraught, think- 
ing that what he calls "voluntary disclo- 
sure" would have eased the penalty. "I 
'fessed up to making a mistake after 
Loudon, and I've stayed totally clean 
since then," Gobert said in a press 
release issued prior to going to the reha- 
bilitation center. "I really thought the 
AMA was encouraging voluntary dis- 
closure so I could get their help and 
keep racing. So I'm totally blown away 
by how severe the penalty is. I feel like 
they encouraged me to come to them 
and then ignored their own rules when I 
did. Also, they used the most vigorous 
testing device out there, which is gonna 
show residue even if I haven't touched 
the stuff for weeks or months. I feel like 
I’m being damned over and over again 
for one mistake I made months ago. 
Any rider out there could have the same 
problem." 


The AMA issued a press release to 
counter Gobert's release on July 22. 
"AMA officials were made aware of 
Gobert's failure to pass the FIM test 
through an FIM communication to AMA 
officials at the July 11-12 Laguna Seca 
World Superbike round," the release 
states, “and later read of Gobert's own 
admission (through a release he issued 
on July 12) to smoking marijuana after an 
AMA Pro Racing event. On July 15, a 
representative for Gobert contacted 
AMA Pro Racing and informed officials 
that Gobert wished to participate in the 
Voluntary Disclosure program. At that 
time, AMA officials advised Gobert's 
representative that he would be given the 
benefit of being considered under the 
Voluntary Disclosure policy, and would 
not be immediately suspended based on 
the FIM test results alone. AMA officials 
then informed Gobert that, should he 
choose to enter the Mid-Ohio race, he 
would need to test before he would be 
allowed on the racecourse. Gobert's rep- 
resentatives indicated that he intended to 
enter the Mid-Ohio race. AMA officials 
then made every effort to arrange and 
expedite the testing process." The AMA 
release, totaling some 18 pages, outlined 
the Voluntary Disclosure portion and 
Substance Abuse Policy portions of the 
AMA Pro Racing rule book as well as the 
testing procedures used by the AMA at 
the Mid-Ohio round where Gobert again 
tested positive for marijuana metabolites. 
"The board and staff of AMA Pro Racing 
are saddened by Anthony Gobert's 





Honda takes the Suzuka 8 Hours 


ith their second consecutive win, Shinichi Ito and Tohru 
Ukawa gave Honda its 13th victory in the Sprite Suzuka 
8 Hours, held at the Suzuka Circuit in Suzuka, Japan, on 





July 26. 

And even though Kawasaki finished with two bikes in the top 
five, it was really only Yamaha that was able top put up a real 
fight against Honda. But after bad luck hit the YZF-mounted rid- 
ers, everything fell into place for Honda and it claimed the top 
three positions. 

The days leading up to the most important race of the year 
were again at least as exciting as the actual race. Several teams 
were reshuffled at the last moment, due to injuries (Akira Yana- 
gawa, Piergiorgio Bontempi) or other reasons. On top of that, 
rain spoiled the fun in the majority of the practice sessions. After 
the infamous Attack & Jump Up qualifying stages, all of the com- 
peting manufacturers got at least one bike into the top five, with 
Itoh/Ukawa leading the way from Noriyuki Haga/Simon Crafar 
(Yamaha), Neil Hodgson/Hitoyasu Izutsu (Kawasaki), Yuuichi 
Takeda /Daijiro Kato (Honda) and Keiichi Kitagawa/ Akira Ryo 
(Suzuki). 

On Sunday, when the weather finally cleared, it also became 
obvious after just an hour that only a Honda or a Yamaha could 
win. Ito and Ukawa took the lead almost from the start, with the 


identical bike of Takeda /Kato, the Castrol Honda of Colin 
Edwards II and Tadayuki Okada, and the fastest Yamaha of 
Haga/Crafar in hot pursuit. As expected, the Yamaha team was 
in the biggest hurry, especially when Haga was on board. The 
fight at the front was joined later in the race by the Honda- 
mounted team of Sete Gibernau and Alex Barros, who had 
fought back after a poor start. Their fight over third turned into a 
fight for second when the second Lucky Strike Honda, ridden at 
the time by Takeda, retired in the third hour. 

On lap 99, things went wrong for Haga: He missed the chi- 
cane and then the bike started slowing down. Five laps later he 
came in, and the team changed the ECU box. When Crafar went 
out again, their Marlboro Yamaha was ninth and three laps 
behind. In addition, overshooting the chicane cost the team dear- 
ly, as they were penalized two laps. As Haga and Crafar dropped 
down the leaderboard, the BP Yamaha pairing of Scott Russell 
and Norihiko Fujiwara started their own charge - but then their 
YZF started to suffer similar electronic problems. They finally 
dropped back to eighth, with Haga recovering to finish sixth. 

Up front, nothing much had changed after the Yamahas lost 
ground. Ito/Ukawa took the checkered flag in front of Giber- 
nau / Barros and Edwards /Okada.

Yamaha Team Rainey's Jean-Michel 
Bayle looks to be set to make his racing 
comeback in the Czech Republic Grand 
Prix in Brno on August 23. The French- 
man, who has missed the entire season 
with post-concussion syndrome, had a 
successful two-day test at Brno, July 22- 
23, posting the quickest times of the test. 
Bayle lapped at 2:02.2, just outside Luca 
Cadalora's lap record, set in 1995, and 
four-tenths quicker than Mick Doohan's 
1997 lap record. Bayle was the only rider 
to record sub-2:03 laps. "I felt very good 
on the bike and I’m very happy with my 
time," Bayle said. "I know what I have 
to do now to be ready for the race. I’m 
going to have to be fitter, so I'll be train- 
ing hard and riding my motocross bike 
between now and then. I've also con- 
vinced the team to let me do a downhill 
mountain-bike race. It's a bit different 
from a GP, but I feel that it's important 
for me to get into race mode before I 
come back." Five Yamaha riders were 
on hand in the test - Bayle, Norick Abe, 
Regis Laconi, Niall Mackenzie and Kyoji 
Nanba - trying new chassis and engine 
parts, and they were joined by Marlboro 
Honda's Max Biaggi. Biaggi ended up 
with the second-quickest lap, followed 
by Abe, Mackenzie, Laconi and Nanba. 


The latest version of the Modenas KR3 
went well in a test at Thunderhill Race- 
way in Northern California, July 21-22, 
according to tuner Bud Aksland. Both 
Kenny Roberts Jr. and Kenny Roberts 
Sr. tested the new engine, completing 
some 150 miles without incurring any 
engine problems. The bike will undergo 
more testing in England and also possi- 
bly at Willow Springs Raceway in Rosa- 
mond, California, prior to the next 
round of the World Championship 
Road Race Series in the Czech Republic 
on August 23. 


Revised results have been issued from 
the AMA 750cc Supersport final at the 
Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course from July 
18 - and the two HyperCycle Suzukis 
have been disqualified again. Race win- 
ner Nicky Hayden and his teammate 
and runner-up Jason Pridmore were 
both disqualified from the race based on 
"illegal frame modifications" on their 
Suzuki GSX-R750s, according to the 
AMA. The disqualification gives the 
race victory to championship points 
leader Steve Rapp, with everyone else 
also moving up two places in the official 
race results. This disqualification marks 
the third time this season that the 
HyperCycle team has run afoul of the 
rules, and it has basically eliminated 
defending champion Pridmore from this 
year's championship. "Basically, I feel 
bad for the team and sorry for my 
mechanics," Pridmore said. "We've all 
been working hard to win this champi- 
onship and it's not going to happen. I 
also feel sorry for my fellow competi- 
tors, because I've been riding a bike that 
wasn't up to standard. I really don't 











know what to say. I'm deeply disap- 
pointed and I'm trying to figure out 
what to do for the rest of my career." 
According to sources, the steering-head 
angle on both GSX-Rs were altered. 
HyperCycle team owner Carry Andrew 
is already under suspension from the 
AMA for his earlier infractions. 


World 500cc Motocross Champion Joel 
Smets has signed a three-year contract 
to race Husabergs in the World Champi- 
onship 500cc MX Series. Smets, who has 
ridden for Husaberg for the past three 
seasons and brought the company two 
World Championships, had the option 
to move to the 250cc class with Suzuki, 
yet decided to stay with Husaberg. "I 
had a two-year deal with Suzuki, or a 
three-year deal with Husaberg. I took 
the Husaberg deal, as they are like fami- 
ly to me,” said Smets. 


Multi-time AMA National MX and 
Supercross Champion Jeff Ward finished 
second in the VisionAire 500 at the Char- 
lotte Motor Speedway in Charlotte, North 
Carolina, on July 25. The Indy Racing 
League race was won by Kenny Brack. 


Mark Tuttle has been elected chairman 
of the board of directors for AMA Pro 
Racing, succeeding Cary Agajanian, 
who will become vice chairman of the 
board. Agajanian had served as the 
AMA. Pro Racing chairman since AMA 
Professional racing activities were spun 
off into a subsidiary organization in late 
1994. That organization, officially called 
Paradama Productions, does business as 
AMA Pro Racing. "I'm excited about the 
challenge of chairing the AMA’s profes- 
sional racing subsidiary," Tuttle said. 
"Mr. Agajanian has guided it through a 
difficult start-up period toward stability 
and profitability, and I am pleased he 
will continue as vice chairman of our 
leadership team in our effort to develop 
professional motorcycle racing as a 
respected motor sport and a top-quality 
form of entertainment." Tuttle served on 
the AMA board of trustees from 1992 to 
1995, and has held a position on the 
AMA Pro Racing board since 1997. Prior 
to 1996, Tuttle was vice president of 
engineering at the Harley-Davidson 
Motor Company, where he had been 
employed for 26 years. Also elected as 
officers of the AMA Pro Racing board 
were Patricia DiPietro (as treasurer) and 
Ed Youngblood (as secretary). The elec- 
tions took place on July 16 during a 
meeting at the AMA headquarters in 
Westerville, Ohio. 


Motocrosser Kenny Morris sustained a 
severe neck injury during round four of 
the Yamaha Dealer Series at Glen Helen 
Raceway on July 12. Raffles and auc- 
tions will be held at most major Glen 
Helen events through December to raise 
money for him and his family.

Kentucky's revised helmet law, which 
took effect on July 15, has caused a great 
deal of confusion among both in-state 
and out-of-state riders, leaving motor- 
cyclists uncertian as to who must wear a 
helmet and who is exempt from the new 
law, according to the AMA. The uncer- 
tainty is a result of two different inter- 
pretations of the new statute - one put 
forth by the Kentucky Motorcycle Asso- 
ciation (KMA), the organization that 
supported the passage of the law, and 
the other from Kentucky State Police, 
who are enforcing the helmet law. Jay 
Huber, the president of KMA, maintains 
that out-of-state motorcyclists who can 
show proof of heath-insurance coverage 
can ride helmetless in Kentucky. He also 
says the statute, as written, is unenforce- 


| able. However, those views appear to be 


in contrast to those of state law-enforce- 
ment officials. Legal counsel for the 
Kentucky State Police say that the only 
people eligible to ride without a helmet 
are Kentucky residents over the age of 
21 who have more than one year of rid- 
ing experience - and who have shown 
proof of health insurance and obtained a 
helmet-use exemption sticker to display 
on their license plate. 


Kawasaki's Akira Yanagawa will not 
take part in the next round of the World 
Superbike Championship on August 2 at 
Brands Hatch in England. Yanagawa, 
who was injured in a crash at Laguna 
Seca on July 12, will be replaced on the 
team by Japan's Hitoyasu Izutsu. Yana- 
gawa is expected to be fit for the follow- 
ing round in Austria on August 30. Izutsu 
teamed with Neil Hodgson to finish sev- 
enth in the Suzuka 8 Hours on July 26. 


Honda of Troy owner Phil Alderton 
announced that his team would run 
Yamahas in 1998, according to Cycle 
News correspondent Rupert X. Pellett. 
"At about 9:30 this morning, we official- 
ly signed a two-year deal with Yama- 
ha," Alderton said on Sunday, July 26, 
at the Troy, Ohio, round of the AMA 
125/250cc National MX Series. "It's 


pretty lucrative, and we're very excited. 


We will be a 125 team only with two 
East Coast riders, two West Coast riders 
and four for the outdoors. Keith 
McCarthy, Erik Kehoe and I just signed 
the deal - we will be Yamaha's only 
125cc team." Alderton didn't announce 
who his riders will be, though he said it 
is in the works and that there will be 
some surprises. 


With Honda of Troy becoming Yamaha 
of Troy, what effect will that have on the 
Chaparral Yamaha team? Apparently, 
none. According to Chaparral owner 
Dave Damron, things are progressing 
well with negotiations with Yamaha for 
the team to run YZ250s again in 1999, 
"We have the basic paperwork on my 
desk right now to run Yamahas again," 
Damron said on Monday, July 27. "We 
had some problems we had to work out, 
but everything seems to be taken care 
of." When told of the rumors surround- 
ing a Chaparral Kawasaki team, Dam- 
ron said, "Yes, I talked to them, but 
most of that talk probably centers 
around me acquiring a Kawasaki dealer- 
ship in town." So does Chaparral have a 
deal with Jeremy McGrath for 1999? 
^We have a verbal with Jeremy and 
everything is going forward," Damron 
said. "Things will likely continue as

Granted, anyone who 
misuses this or any other drug is look- 
ing for trouble, but in reviewing the 
actions of the two racers previously 
mentioned, a truly objective observer 
would have to conclude that drinking 
the night before mounting a factory 
superbike is clearly more dangerous 
than lighting up afterwards. 

Nonetheless, one can drink like a 
fish, and in a relatively short time this 
substance will no longer show up in his 
system. Pot, on the other hand, stays 
around long enough to be problematic 
for someone who is likely to be tested 
(even though he is less likely to be 
“under the influence" than the guy with 
the hangover). For this reason, Gobert 
was dumb.

ill Davis is a man. 

If ever there was any doubt that 
dirt-track racing’s “pride of the 
Carolinas” didn’t possess some of the 
biggest cajones in a form of motorcycle 
racing that absolutely demands that its 
riders come with an ample supply, then 
the 32-year-old Davis proved it again in 
front of a 5000-strong crowd at the most 
terrifyingly fast half mile that he and the 
rest of the men on the AMA Grand 
National tour face each year: Earl Baltes’ 
high-banked thunderdrome, Eldora 
Speedway. 

Ol’ Eldora, the track that once again 
hosted the F&S Harley-Davidson Eldora 
Half Mile, is a throwback to all motor 
racing’s pre-World War 11 barnstorming 
days of yesteryear, its 19-degree banked 
turns and 11-degree banked straight- 
aways designed to facilitate one thing: 
speed, and lots of it. Sub-20-second lap 








times are the norm, and Eldora is 
rewarding only to those willing to meet 
her challenges head on and run wide 
open in the face of potential disaster. 
The TCR/Michigan Harley-Davidson 
Dealer's Association-backed Davis and 
17 others had it what it took to take on 
Eldora, but Davis was the one who 
reaped the biggest reward, as he put his 
Tom Cummings-tuned Harley-Davidson 
XR750 out in front of the rest and stayed 
there, leading from start to finish in a 
Grand National feature that appeared to 
go by so quickly that it gave the decep- 
tion of being run in fast-forward. In 
doing so, Davis became the first rider 
ever to tame Eldora twice, adding this 
win to his '97 victory to go back to back 
at the race promoted by his mentor, 
friend and fellow Grand National com- 
petitor, Steve Morehead. The win was 
career Grand National number 19 for 
Davis, and only his second of the year, 
but it fortified his position in the series 
points standings; he now sits fourth, 
with 113, some 31 one ahead of fifth- 








place Geo Roeder, who has 82. In fact, 
thanks to some bad luck on the part of 
series points leader Scott Parker, who 
finished dead last, every one of the 
eight-time and defending champion's 
immediate pursuers got a great opportu- 
nity to put a serious dent in his points 
lead. It was just the break that Davis was 
looking for, even if he was using some 
strange methods to find it. 

"Every time we check into a motel 
room, I'm always looking for a room 21 
or 121 to kind of tell me what it's gonna 
be like for me that weekend," Davis told 
the crowd from atop the victory podi- 
um. “Well, when we checked in this 
weekend, my wife handed me the keys 
to the room and we had 242. I said, ‘Uh 
oh, what's that mean for Morehead?’ 
But my wife said, ‘Hey, two for two. I 
thought that was really neat.'" 

Neat, maybe. But it was no walk in 
the park. While Davis concentrated on 
not being launched into the earth's 
atmosphere by centrifugal force, Corbin 
Racing /Supertrapp's Rich King was

bearing down on him from the second 
spot. After Davis grabbed the holeshot 
and jumped out to a seemingly insur- 
mountable lead, the 34-year-old Iowan 
better known as "Mr. Consistency" shot 
around early race runner-up Steve Beat- 
tie and took up the hunt for both Davis 
and a second Grand National win in as 
many weeks. King had his Honda 
screaming around the banking, and he 
was clearly the fastest man on the race 
track as he steadily cut into Davis' early 
20-plus-bike-length advantage and drew 
right onto the leader's rear wheel just as 
AMA starter Steve Faraci threw the 
white flag. But a slip-up by King as he 
came off turn two decided his fate, giv- 
ing Davis just enough breathing room to 
eke out the win by a mere bike length. 





“I was trying a bunch of different 
lines out there," King said. "I had turns 
three and four dialed, but I was strug- 
gling through one and two, and I just 
came up short. I gave it 110 percent, but 
when Will Davis gets out front, you 
know he's going to run like a dog. I just 
couldn't catch him. I thought I was 
going to catch him on that last lap, but 
that shows you how smart Will is - he 
knew my line, and he didn't ever look 
back." 

As if the Davis/King battle wasn't 
enough to digest, watching the battle for 
the next three positions was like 
watching a poker-game card shuffle. 
Let's see - at one time or another that 
deck included Harley-Davidson's Scott 
Parker, Mike and Eddie Adkins/Win- 
chester H-D/KK's Geo Roeder II, Davey 
Camlin on the Team Saddlemen/ 1-800- 
FASTHOG Harley-Davidson, USC Rac- 
ing /Lancaster H-D/Dodge Brothers’ 
hot-handed rookie Bryan Bigelow, Cozi- 
ahr Harley-Davidson's Paul Morgan 111, 
Stylemaster Custom Motoréycles’ Beat- 
tie and H-D of Missouri/Burks Motor- 
sports rider Joe Kopp. So who got it? 

Chris Carr. Long overdue for a win 
on his Kenny Tolbert-tuned Harley- 
Davidson of Sacramento/Phoenix Rac- 
ing XR, Carr, the road racer-turned-dirt 
tracker, the Californian-turned-Pennsyl- 
vanian, became a rim rider-turned-pole 
hugger as he forged through the pack 
from the last row and ran the bottom to 
perfection, chipping away at the compe- 
tition. He was 11th after the first lap, 
and continued to hack and slash his way 
to the third spot by lap 21, the prize- 
"winning pass coming at the expense of 
Camlin. That was as good as it would 
get for the "92 Grand National Champi- 
on in the space of 25 laps. 

“All I know is that I was in the back - 
I had no idea where I was (in the run- 
ning order)," Carr said. "I saw Scott, 
and I knew that if we're going to have a 
chance at this championship, then we 
needed to beat him. This is the type of 
race track that lends itself to a lot of dif- 
ferent lines. You've got to be cautiously 
aggressive to go fast. Well, I just threw 
caution to the wind." 

Roeder 11 used a similar method on 
the last lap to victimize Camlin with an 
outside pass in one and two for fourth. 
It was a fine move by the hard-charging 
Ohioan, who proved that he is still 
growing as a rider under the watchful 
tutelage of tuner Eddie Adkins. 

"| was trying to be patient," Roeder 
said. "I got to third, and I seen that those 
guys were getting away, but I wanted to 
keep a steady pace. I was having trouble 
getting off of two, and it was rough in 
four, and then those guys caught me. 
Camlin caught me, and then I passed 
him back; then both Camlin and Carr 
got me. I got Camlin back, but I couldn't 
catch Carr. He was movin'. It would 
have been nicer to finish on the podium, 
but we'll take fourth tonight after how it 
started. Ol’ Eddie's got us rollin’. He 
keeps talking to me and tweaking on the 
bike. Every little bit helps.” 

After the main event, Camlin the 
mile ace seemed to be at a bit of a loss 
for words. 

"I'm happy,” he said. "I could've got- 
ten off the line better, but man, I like this 
place. Last year I got fourth, and the 
year before that I got sixth. It's awe- 
some. It is scary fast. We average about 
95 mph around here." 

And what of Parker's bad luck? Well, 
he was in the hunt for a podium finish, 
if not for the win. But it all came undone 
when the champ finished dead last after 
being sidelined by a flat rear tire - one of 
the few things on his factory Harley-

Davidson that 10-time AMA Grand 
National tuner Bill Werner doesn't nec- 
essarily modify for greater reliability. 
That said - and due to the fact that Park- 
er still retains a seven-point lead over 
King in the series points standings at a 
time when he usually trails by at least as 
much - there wasn’t a lot of crying going 
on in the Parker camp. 

“Just gotta deal with it,” Parker said. 
“You can’t worry about spilled milk. We 
can deal with that kind of problem.” 


HEATS 


Davis was both first and fastest in the 
opening 10-lap heat race, bolting off the 
line from the inside pole and tucking in 
behind Bartels’ Harley-Davidson/RC 
Trucking-backed Jay Springsteen, who 
only lost the point after sputtering down 
the back straight on lap three when one 
of his carburetors liberated itself from 
an intake manifold. Davis set sail up 
front, while Carr ran low in second, 
Beattie high in third, Koelsch 
Farms/Arai/Motion Pro rider Danny 


. Koelsch low in fourth and S&B Racing's 
Bret Beyer high in fifth. That group 


commanded a lot of attention, as Carr 
chose to go higher on the track on lap 
eight, only to have Beattie put a slide job 
on him for second, leaving the former 
champ susceptible to the flying Koelsch. 
The three then ran nose to tail until the 
last lap, when Koelsch tiptoed around 
the outside of Carr in turn four and got 
the better drive to win the drag race for 
third and the last direct transfer spot. 
The win, however, belonged to Davis, 
who posted a time of three minutes, 
23.130 seconds to earn the $200 pole 
award and first pick of the gate in the 
main event. 

“The race track was great,” Davis 
said. “You’ve just got to work the banks 
and keep your momentum up. That's a 
lot easier to do out of traffic than in traf- 
fic. You just gotta get out front and go." 

That's exactly what King did in heat 
two, despite early threats from Parker 
and Team Saddleman/1-800-FASTHOG's 
Mike Hacker, who got a flying start and 














unceremoniously bounced the champion 
to third before the first lap. Roeder also 
figured into the heat's outcome, as he was 
clearly on the move after getting a poor 
start. King continued to click off laps in 
the lead, while Parker dogged Hacker 
and finally drove back around him for 
second in turns one and two on lap six. 
As Parker pulled clear, Roeder came 
knocking on Hacker's back door next, 
and the fearless Ohioan motored by the 
young Virginian off turn two on lap 
eight. That was how they finished, with 
King, Parker and Roeder heading to the 
feature, and Hacker and the rest making 
plans for the semis. Despite the victory, 
all was not well in the King-dom. 

“First five laps I felt good, but the last 
five I wasn't feeling so hot," King said. 
"It might have been what I ate. The 
bike's working good, so if I can run like 
that for 25 laps in the main event with- 
out getting sick, we'll run good. We 
have been running good like that at 
every race, but our results just haven't 
shown it. Last week we broke the ice 
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“we DIRT TRACK 


and got on the box. I think we'll run 


good again tonight." 

Heat three was probably the favorite 
of the partisan Ohio crowd, as their boy 
Morehead followed the example set by 
the other two and claimed the win. 
Unlike the other two heats, however, the 
F&S Harley-Davidson/KK Shepherd & 
Dragoo-backed veteran had company in 
the form of '97 Peoria TT winner Kopp. 
Early on, Morehead led a pack that 
included Kopp, Bob Norfleet Racing's 
John Nickens IIT, Bigelow, TCR part- 
timer Nicky Hayden and Gardner Rac- 
ing/Walters Brothers H-D's Dan Stan- 
ley. Kopp was all over Morehead by the 
fifth lap, but he simply could not figure 
a way to get around the cagey veteran 
and take the lead. Meanwhile, Bigelow 
shook free of a three-man joust that 
included Stanley and Hayden to finish a 
solid third. Morehead beat Kopp by lit- 
tle more than a bike length for the win. 
Afterward, Morehead retired to his 
transporter, conferring with his crew on 
the setup for the main event. 

Camlin earned the win in the last 
heat but, as in the other races before his, 
the best action went on behind the win- 
ner. After Camlin passed holeshot mas- 
ter Morgan, he broke away from a fray 
that had developed among Flamingo 
Lounge/Supertrapp-backed Paul 
Lynch, Morgan, USC Racing /Lancaster 
H-D/Dodge Brothers' Dan Butler and 
Schmulbach Racing's Johnny Murphree. 

"Man, this place is awesome," Cam- 
lin said. “I tell you, Steve Morehead did 
a hell of a job with the race track once 
again. It is so fast, it feels like you're on 


the mile out there. But it's short." 


Lynch put Morgan away early and 
secured the second spot for his third 
main-event appearance of the year, and 
Morgan led on for third place, but Mur- 
phree was the man to watch. The Cali- 
fornia kid was all over the fourth-placed 
Butler and constantly flirted with disas- 
ter in his search for a way around the 
Michigander. Murphree jumped the 
cushion in both sets of turns on succes- 
sive laps, barely saving it each time 
before Eldora apparently had had 
enough and bit him big-time. Murphree 
tried too hard in turn three on the last 
lap and sent his machine into no man's 
land. But this time, there was no recov- 
ering, and Murphree was forced to lay it 
down and be prepared to eat straw. 
Murphree's bike hit first, sending him 
over the bars and hard onto his face as 
he skidded headlong onto the groove. 
Fortunately, Murphree remained alert 
and was able to get to his feet and out of 
harm's way as the last few riders round- 


ed the bend to take the checkered flag. 


SEMIS 

As always, semi time was do-or-die 
time for the heat-race underachievers. 
Carr made it into the show, running 
from wire to wire for the win. Behind 
him, Rose Racing's Kevin Varnes over- 
took Team Undo's Brett Landes on the 
back straight on lap four and also 
clinched a main-event berth. The night 
went from bad to worse for Springer, 
who dropped out again, this time with 
ignition problems. 

Nicky Hayden took to heart the 
advice that teammate Will Davis had 
given him between the heat races and 
the semis, and it showed. Hayden and 
the much more seasoned Hacker diced 
hard for the win in the second semi, and 
Hayden threatened leader Hacker for 
the entire eight laps. Hayden took his 
shot going into turn three on the final 
circuit, shooting in below Hacker, only 
to slide just high enough to allow Hack- 
er to square it off and drive back under- 


neath him for the win. Both were in the 
main, however. 

If there had been an award for the 
pass of the evening, then maybe that 
should have gone to Butler, who thread- 
ed the needle and went from third to 
first when leader Shaun Russell got his 
Bartels' Harley-Davidson a little too 
high off turn four while TLC Racing's 
Chris Evans ran it in too low early in the 
third semi. After that, Butler ran practi- 
cally unchallenged for the win. Stanley 
overcame a terrible start and fought his 
way into second, only to let Team Pow- 
ell's J.R. Schnabel rob him of the transfer 
spot with a sneaky low-side pass off the 
last corner.

After being the last man to leave the 
main stage, where all the riders were 
lined up and announced before the 25- 
lap final, Davis strolled over to his start- 
ing spot and climbed on his machine, 
which had been positioned one spot 
from the outside pole per his choice of 
starting positions. As Davis later said, 
there was only one thing on his mind: 
nothing. 

“At this place, you just have to keep 
your adrenaline going and your mind 
clear," Davis said. "You don't want to 
let anything get in your head. You 
don't think about.nothing else except 
you hope that the front end stops 
pushin’.” 

The thought process - if you can call 
it that - worked. Davis was the first to 
turn one, followed by Parker, Beattie, 
King, Morgan and Roeder. Parker 
appeared to be in trouble right from the 
start, as he rode high and quickly 















dropped back to fifth, but, he says, that 
was all part of the plan. 

“It just took me a while to get my 
pace goin’,” Parker said. “They were 
just faster off the start. After a while, I 
felt like could handle the guys I was rid- 
ing with. The next thing I knew, flat 
tire.” 

Not yet, though, as Parker’s ride 
would end around lap 21. Instead, as 
Davis and King left the field behind, 
Beattie dropped to third, ahead of Roed- 
er, Parker, Bigelow, Camlin and Mor- 
gan, who fanned out across the race 
track in the corners, looking for a good 
spot to run. Beattie seemed to be having 
the most trouble finding one, and the 
Canadian steadily slipped backward, 
ultimately finishing 10th. 

"Fogged shield," Beattie said. "I was 
second for a lap, then third for two 
laps... Fourth, fifth, sixth, on back to 
10th. Needless to say, I'm pissed." 

While Beattie was dropping back, 
Carr was coming forward, the two 
crossing paths on lap eight, when Carr 
shot by on the low line for eighth place 
and continued to run on the bottom as 
he chased down the pack ahead of him. 

“I knew that I had to try something 
different, because everyone was going 
to try and run up high," Carr said. "I 
found out that I was able to cut off a lot 
of race track down there and still get it 
gathered up and get the wheels in line 
to come off the corner. Moisture was 
coming up down there, but the biggest 
thing was that it was smooth, and I was 
able to go in deep and scrub off speed. I 
went in low and came off high. We 
teach just the opposite of that at our 
American Supercamps dirt-track school,

but sometimes you just have to race the 
race track." 

Camlin was now battling back and 
forth with Roeder for third, Parker was 
still hanging tough in fifth, and '95 
Rookie of the Year award winner Mor- 
gan was showing probable 1998 Rookie 
of the Year award winner Bigelow a 
thing or two just before problems set in 
for the Coziahr rider. 

"We had a chain tensioner come 
loose and get messed up on us earlier,” 
said Morgan, who soldiered on to finish 
eighth. "We caught it just before the 
main event and tried to tighten it down 
and hope that it would hold, but it came 
loose. And then our brakes went away. 
But I like this place. We improved one 
spot here. We finished ninth here last 
year. We knew we needed a top-10 fin- 
ish here for sure, because we were just 
barely hanging inside the top 20. Now 
we're five points out of 13th." 

Bigelow ran between eighth and 
sixth for the rest of the race, cutting 
smooth laps as he diced with Parker. 
Sixth was where he'd finish when the 
frenzied shuffling was all done, just 
ahead of Morehead. 

“I can't really say who I passed out 
there because that was the quickest 
main event I’ve ever been in,” Bigelow 
said. "We had some good lines that 
were working, but we just didn't get up 
front quick enough. I'm learning so 
much out there, I can't comprehend it 
all, but we're finishing consistent. It's 
pretty good when I'm coming in feeling 
bad about getting sixth. Johnny Goad 
builds me a hell of a motorcycle." 

Back up front, King, who had kept 
Davis in sight for most of the main 
event, really turned up the steam when 
the five-lap sign was given, and it 
appeared as though it only took the 
lowan three laps to catch the leader. He 
shadowed Davis when the duo came 
under the white flag, and made his run 
going into one and two. But King's 
Honda slued sideways coming off of 
turn two, and by the time he recovered, 
Davis was already getting a good drive 
down the back straight. King kept the 
pressure on, hoping for a mistake that 
would never come. 

"Will was getting through one and 








two better than I was," King said. "I 
wanted it bad, and I just slipped the tire 
enough off of two. I don't know if I'd 
have had him even if that hadn't hap- 
pened. He knew that I was there, and he 
wasn't going to give up without a fight." 

After Davis took the win, he reflected 
on the differences between this year's 
win-it-from-the-front effort and his 
come-from-behind charge to victory last 
year. 

“It was harder from the front," Davis 
said. "Last year I was able to watch 
Kevin (Atherton) and see where he was 
making mistakes, and then adjust for 
that. That's what Rich was doing behind 
me. But I knew not to try and ride hard- 
er. I just tried to stay smooth. If he had 
shown me a wheel, then we would have 
had to do something different. But man, 
this is great. I’ve repeated at two differ- 
ent tracks this year - Parkersburg, and 
now this one. That's pretty cool."

Whether or not Davis can keep his win 
streak alive at the next round remains to 
be seen, as the tour heads to the oldest 
track on the circuit for the Peoria TT. But 
it’s safe to say that Davis is not as big a 
threat for the win as, say, former winners 
Kopp and Carr, or Parker, who wants to 
add a Peoria win to his career tally. Who 
will win? The answer is just a hop, skip 
and one bad-ass jump away. €N

Although they were racing for a standard $35,700 half mile purse 
and not the big $50,000 purse like they did the last two years; the 
Grand National racers were once again treated to a fair amount of 
bonuses put together by promoter Steve Morehead, who did his 
usual fine job of promoting the event by offering $100 bonuses to 
the heat winners, $200 for fast time and $100 per lap. split up 
among the first- through third-place contenders on each lap in the 
main event. New Goodyear tires were also awarded to all heat- 
race and semi finishers, and the top three finishers in the main 
event picked up new Bulova watches. Still, some of the racers 
pushed the issue by complaining in thé riders’. meeting that they 
weren't properly notified of the purse change. prompting More- 
head to get-more than a little ornery. "Hey," Morehead. told the 
whiners, "you guys have run everywhere else for $35,700, why 
the heck not here? | did the best that |.could.” Later, a much more 
relaxed Morehead said that he was happy with the way that things 
went, both for himself and the night. "Boy. did | get a shitty start,” 
Morehead said after finishing seventh. "| just sat there. | was 
comin' through 'em. But | enjoyed the racing. The race track 
turned out great. Everything turned out great.” 





Though it may have taken him a little longer to get up to speed 
than some of the other young up-and-coming riders on the AMA 
Grand National circuit, Paul Lynch is apparently starting to get 
the hang of it. Lynch finished 13th in the main event after flogging 
his Mike Wheeler-tuned XR to a strong second-place finish in his 
heat race - and all this at a place as imposing as Eldora, "The 
faster they are, the better | like 'em," Lynch said of his track pref- 
erences. "| haven't done worse than fifth this year in my semis. 
It's all about finally coming up to the mental level with them other 
guys and knowing that | can run with them. It's just a. matter of 
going out there and doing what | know | can do." Lynch has quali- 
fied for three main events already this season. He made five in 
1997. 


Kevin Varnes was sporting a rather large bandage on his throt- 
tle-hand ring finger after. breaking the tip in half across the width 
. when he. was. struck by.a rock at Oklahoma City. “The doctor said 
it may not ever heal," Varnes said. 
. anymore. Still, maybe | should just wear a helmet on my hand." 
Varnes' Chico Bednar and Barry Krill-prepped Rose Racing XR 
~was sporting a rock guard over the throttle, and Varnes chose to 


cut the ring finger off his right glove to make room for the ban- . 


dage. Varnes wound up 14th in the main event. 


Jay Springsteen wanted to clarify the statement that he'd 
made regarding his problems in Oklahoma City, where he blamed 
his. performance on faulty. brakes. "It wasn't necessarily the Per- 
formance Machine brakes," Springsteen said. “We found that 


"It doesn't even hurt too bad 


some fittings had come loose, and there was a crack in the line 
that third time. It had nothing to do with the quality of the brakes. 
I'm sorry if'| caused any. hard feelings, but it wasn't directed at 
them (Performance Machine) anyway. It was just frustrating 
because we'd had three brake problems in a row. 


Speaking of frustration, Jay Springsteen experienced another 
double dose at Eldora. After two perfect starts in both his heat 
race and semi, Springer wound up pulling off with one gremlin or 
another; making for a short night. "A carb fell off the first time, 
and | think that 8 coil went bad the second time," Springsteen 
said. “| think it was.a coil because. it don't run bad when it's idling. 
Then, when | give her the gas, it just cuts out and runs on one 
cylinder. It's too bad because | was feeling good. and | would have 
been up there. It was just a bad day at the office, but hopefully we 
got all that over with tonight." Then, Springsteen eu with a 
smile, "Hey, my brakes worked fine today!” 


Canadian hot shoe Chris Evans could relate to Springsteen's 
spark problem, as both of his TLC Racing Harley-Davidsons 
were suffering similar troubles, causing Evans’ team to tear their 
hair out: "She just ain't wantin' to run," Evans said. "It's just 
some kind: of electrical gremlin that seems to affecting both bikes. 
A couple of times (one has) jumped onto two cylinders and 
seemed like it was all right, and then it just starts acting up 
again." Evans missed the main event, ves appearing to run 
decently early in his semi. 


It might seem surprising to. most that Chris Carr has failed to 
capture a main-event victory since his return to the dirt-track wars 
for 1998, but it might be even more surprising that the former 
Harley-Davidson factory. star is. not the least bit surprised that he 
hasn't won. "No, not really," Carr said. "These guys are tough - 
every bit as tough 85 | faced in road racing.

AMA/MAZDA TRUCK NATIONAL 
CHAMPIONSHIP 250cc MX SERIES '-

TROY, OH, JULY 26 | 
aybe the "Fro" really is back. 
For the third race in a row, 
defending 250cc National MX 
Champion Jeff Emig pulled down the 
win in the 1998 AMA /Mazda Truck 
250cc Nationa! Motocross Champi- 
onship Series. The Kawasaki factory 
rider put in a solid 1-1 performance at 
Kenworthy's MX Park near Troy, Ohio, 
to keep his undefeated month of July 
intact - after stumbling through the first 
six months of the '98 indoor and out- 
door season without a single race win. 

"I'm just doing everything right, 
keeping focused, and letting the races 
come to me,” said Emig, who also won 
Red Bud and Unadilla this month to re- 
establish himself as a premier 250cc 
rider. “I’m just really happy to be win- 
ning again. My concentration and my 
confidence are really high. I get more 
joy out of winning races than anything 
else in the world, so I’m working hard 
to win every time out." 

Finishing second overall was current 
series points leader Doug Henry, who 
briefly led the first moto and much of 
the second outing before settling for a 5- 
2 tally on the YZ400F. But even though 
he did not win, Henry saw his points 
lead extend for the third race in a row. 











Henry added seven more points to his 
lead gap on the jump-filled Kenworthy 
course. 

"The day went good, but I really 
wanted to do better," said the ever-opti- 
mistic Henry. "I had a good start in both 
motos but little mistakes hurt me. I was 
riding real consistent, especially in the 
second moto, but the little mistakes cost 
me. It would have been nice to win here, 
because I was really looking forward to 
winning here. I guess second overall is 
not too bad for the day." 

Third overall after another painful 
afternoon was Team Honda's Ezra Lusk, 
who continues to ride through what 
should have been a six-week convales- 
cence period for the arm he broke at 
Budds Creek late last month. Lusk felt 
the pain on every landing but hung 
tough for a 4-3 score for third overall, 
keeping his slim title hopes alive. 

Frenchman Mickael Pichon was 
fourth after a 2-6 day, which included a 
fierce first-moto battle for the win with 
Emig. The Suzuki factory pilot led much 
of the first moto before the embattled 
Emig fought his way past. A poor start 
in the second moto dashed Pichon's 
hopes of winning his second race of the 
series. 

Factory Connection/]ack in the 
Box/Scott/O'Neal-backed Mike LaRoc- 
co made the podium in the first moto 


‘with third, but, like Pichon, a poor start 





the second time out left LaRocco with 
little hope of repeating his top-three 
effort. 

Henry's lead grew from 37 points 
over Suzuki's Greg Albertyn (seventh 
overall with a 6-5 score) to 43 over 
Albertyn's teammate Pichon with four 
250cc Nationals to go, meaning that the 
countdown can start to the time Henry 
might ride into the record books as the 
first four-stroke rider ever to win the 
AMA outdoor National Motocross 
Series - in any class. Henry holds 316 
total points, compared to 273 for Pichon 
and 272 for Albertyn. LaRocco is fourth 
with 264 points, followed closely by 
Lusk and Emig, who are tied for fifth in 
the standings with 262 points each. 

"Any time you can come out and 
gain points, it's not a total failure," said 
Henry, who seemed genuinely disap- 
pointed in not winning for the Kenwor- 
thy fans. "There's four races to go and 
anything could still happen, so I’m tak- 
ing it one race at a time. I’m driving out 
to Washougal this week, and that's the 
track where I got my first win in a while 
a couple of years ago (after his career- 
threatening back injury). I really want to 
win there, and ] think the four-stroke 
will work really well. I want to win, not 
just be consistent." 

"| m so far away in points, it's just 
stupid," joked Emig. “I’m just out here 
trying to win as many motos as I can,

and if I win them all, maybe that means 
I can catch Henry, but I got so far 
behind at the beginning that it's going to 
take more than just that to keep this 
title," he reasoned, implying that his 
only real hope would include winning 
from here on out as well as seeing a 
Henry DNF somewhere down the line. 
"I m riding hard and working hard and 
everything is finally clicking, so my goal 
is to now just win as much as I can and 
look forward to the U.S. Open of Super- 
cross in October and the 1999 AMA 
Supercross Series. But it does feel good 
to be back." 

Speaking of supercross, that's what 
many riders felt the flat Kenworthy 
course resembled. As in years past, 
there were many comparisons of the 
Kenworthy course to stadium racing, as 
the long, flat course is filled with jumps 
of all varieties: doubles, triples, whoops, 
tabletops, and step-ups. That's just the 
lay of the land in that part of Ohio, and 
promoter Don Kenworthy and the Ken- 
worthy GP Motocross Club did their 
best to keep the course dust-free and 


tacky. While the well-groomed track 


may have a lot of jumps, it also had a 





record crowd, as 21,2211 people came out 
to enjoy the close racing in both classes. 

At the start of the first 250cc moto, 
Emig got a great jump off the starting 
gate on the Jeremy Albrecht-tuned 
Kawasaki KX250, but, as expected, it 
was Henry, aboard the Pete Steinbrech- 
er-tuned Yamaha 400, in the lead at the 
end of the longest start straightway on 
the National circuit. Filling in right 
behind the two was Pichon, but after 
getting out of the right-handed turn 
quicker, Pichon found himself in the 
lead by the end of the second straight. 
Henry, Emig, Suzuki's Larry Ward, 
Yamaha’s Kevin Windham, Albertyn, 
LaRocco and Kawasaki privateer Jimmy 
Evans all followed. 

Windhamv's first moto would not last 
long. By the end of the first lap he was 
fading back, and after two laps he 
would pull into the mechanics’ area to 
have spanner Alley Semar check out his 
fading rear brake. 

“Someone hit me on the first lap and 
knocked the hose loose and caused the 
brake line to bleed,” said Windham, 
who would try to ride one more lap 
before quitting altogether. “This is not 
the kind of track that you want to ride 
without a rear brake, so me and Alley 
just went back to the pits to get ready 
for the second moto.” 

Pichon would lead at the front of the 
pack for the first half of the moto, while 
Henry and Emig would battle for the 
runner-up spot. For much of the time, 
Emig was eating the healthy roost of the 
big four-stroke. 

“The roost is really bad here, and it 
really hurts, and when Henry wicks up 
that four-stroke, it will knock you off the 
bike,” laughed Emig later. “You have to 
hold on tight when you get behind him, 
because the dirt comes back at you 
hard.” 

Emig didn’t have to stay behind too 
long, as Henry made a mistake on the 
fifth lap and fell down over.by the 
"Dirty Dozen" whoop section, leaving 
Emig to chase after Pichon alone. Ward 
inherited fourth, about 10 seconds 
behind Emig, while LaRocco and Lusk 
battled with Henry and Albertyn for 
fourth. 

With 10 minutes to go in the race, 
Emig made a pass for the lead on 
Pichon, who was aiming for his first 
moto win since the series opener back in 
early May. At about the same time, 
Ward made a mistake and fell back to 
eighth, leaving the third-place position 
open to whomever emerged from the 
four-way tiff between LaRocco, Lusk, 
Henry and Albertyn. The latter fell off 
the pace, making it a three-way battle to 
the finish. 

On the last lap, Henry tried to cut 
inside of LaRocco for third on the take- 
off of the Dirty Dozen whoop section, 
but he could not get over the first three 
whoops in one bound, leaving LaRocco 
the position and allowing Lusk to jump 
past him on the outside. The three riders 
would battle to the finish line, but, in 
the end, LaRocco held the advantage. 

“Tm pretty happy that I was able to 
work my way up into third, but I obvi- 
ously need a better start to win one of 
these," said LaRocco,of his surging per- 
formance. "We were all fighting for 
(third) at the end, and I’m not sure 
where Lusk got Henry, but I think it 
was a good race." 

“I was trying to pass LaRocco, but I 
ended up getting passed by Lusk in the 
meantime," said Henry of the three-way 
skirmish. “I really wasn't too happy 
about that, but I tried." 

Up front, the rock-solid Emig pulled 
away from Pichon, opening himself 


enough of a gap to cruise the last lap of 
the race. 

"I was a little bit anxious at the 
beginning, because I couldn't get past 
Doug Henry for a while, but then I 
calmed down, and the race, as they say, 
came to me," said Emig in the winner's 
circle. "When I got up behind Pichon 
towards the end, he made a little bobble 
and I got him as. well. I was trying to 
just keep focused on the lead, and Mick- 
ael gave it up." 

"It was a good race for me, and I had 
a good start, and I was pulling away a 
little bit at the beginning, but I don't 
know if I was riding tight or what, but I 
got arm pump," admitted Pichon. "After 
15 minutes, I had to slow down a little 


bit in the breaking bumps, and Emig 








passed me. We were running good lap 
times (2:26) and I'm pretty happy about 
that, so I think that I'll be good for the 
second moto if I get a good start." 

Unfortunately for Pichon, he did not 
get a good start, and he would not be a 
factor on a track where passing is diffi- 
cult. Pichon started just outside the top 
10 and ended up sixth at the checkered 
flag, ruining his chances for an overall 
podium finish. Yamaha's Windham did 
not get a good start, either, after lining 
up on the far inside due to his 39th pick 
on the gate. He would finish seventh, 
one spot ahead of the poor-starting 
LaRocco. 

Out front, when the pack roared 
down the long straight, it was Henry 
again, only this time the series points

leader would keep it tight around the 
first turn and hold the lead once the 
pack settled in. Emig was right there 
behind him, once again followed by 
Ward, Lusk, Albertyn, Kawasaki's Ryan 


Hughes and privateer hero Jean- ` 


Sebastien Roy. 

Henry and Emig immediately tried 
to make a break, and the distance 
between the two went from one bike 
length to a half-dozen, depending on the 
sections. Ward gave chase early, looking 
much faster the second time out, just as 
he had at Unadilla a week ago. Howev- 
er, the Suzuki rider slipped up, which 
allowed Lusk to roll past for third 
before settling in for a fourth-place fin- 
ish at the flag. Albertyn and Pichon 
approached their older Suzuki team- 
mate toward the end, but Ward hung 
tough for fourth. — . 

At the front of the pack, it was obvi- 
ous to everyone that Henry was not 
going to give in to Emig's pressure, even 
though the Kawasaki rider really is far 
behind in the point standings. The big 
Yamaha kept plugging away even as 
Emig upped the ante by showing some 
wheel in a few corners. 

“It was getting down to crunch time, 
and I didn't want to throw away the 
overall, but at the same time, I wanted 
that moto win," said Emig. "Getting sec- 
ond place isn't going to do me a damn 
bit of good in the points standings when 
I'm this far behind." 

Before Emig was forced into desper- 
ate measures, Henry's efforts were tor- 
pedoed by some debris he picked up 
when landing off a jump. 

“I’m really not sure what happened, 
but I jumped way out in the back section 
off one of the jumps, and I landed really 
hard," explained Henry. "I think a rock 
or some mud might have got stuck up in 
the brake - I'm not really sure - and I 
was a little hesitant to jump after that. 1 
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took it easy for a little while and made 3 


good lap before I decided to pick it back 
up. Then I went down for a moment, 
but that happens." 

With Emig quickly gone with the 
lead, Henry was forced to withstand a 
late attack for second by Lusk, who was 
close enough at the finish line to take an 
outside stab at the points leader's posi- 
tion, only to almost crash before rolling 
across the line in third. 

"You know, once I get back to 100 
percent - to where I was before - I think 
I'll be back up there at the front," said 
Lusk of his decent but painful third 
overall. "With my arm still hurting, it 
seems like it takes me half the race to get 
going." 

When asked about the blood on his 
face after the moto, Lusk pointed to 
Henry's rear wheel. 

"When I got behind Doug, he almost 


killed me," Lusk said. "I was crisscross- - 


ing back and forth, but he got me in the 
face with something. I’m not sure what 
it was, but it sure did hurt." 

. Emig concurred. 

“I was catching so much roost from 
Doug’s bike that it was crazy,” he said. 
“I felt like I could go faster than him in 
the turns and come out of the corners 
fine, but I could not get by him on the 
straights because he goes so fast. I was 
trying to crisscross and duck the roost, 
because this track is so tacky, he throws 
back lumps at you, but you can't miss 
them all. I was really glad to finally get 
around him."

Finishing in the top 10 in a moto for the first time this year was 
Yamaha Japan rider Takeshi Koikeda, who pulled down a 10th 
in the first moto. According to his mechanic, Jim Holley Sr. of Hol- 
ley Racing, Koikeda has been in America for the last two years, 
riding the U.S. Nationals and Supercross events in an effort to 
improve his speed and stamina. When that is accomplished, 
Koikeda will return to Japan in order to compete for his own coun- 
try s National title. Presently 15th in the series standings, Koikeda 
is also backed by Bridgestone, Arai, RK Chain, O'Neal, PJ1 Oils, 
and Alpinestars, among others. 


"Factory" Phil Lawrence was a no-show at Kenworthy after 
departing the country to spend the next six weeks racing Down 
Under in Australia. Lawrence had been receiving support from 
Tecate/Kawasaki of Mexico to this point but was. not running in 
the top 10. Lawrence is said to be planning a return to the U.S. 
National tour for the last race of the season at Steel City on 
Labor Day weekend. 


A surprise entrant at Kenworthy was Yamaha privateer Jeff 
Dement, who, after Unadilla, spent last Sunday night in the hos- 
pital with a dislocated hip. "He was in a lot of pain, but once it got 
put back in, he wanted to ride, - said his mechanic. “He dislocated 
his.hip and pulled some of the ligaments off of the top of his 
femur, but it was external of the joint, so they didn't have to cut it 
out, He stayed off the bike all week but then rode practice on Sat- 
urday and decided he could. go today." The Whiteknuckle 
Grips/ESE Racing/Shoei/Pirelli/Xtreme-backed Dement toughed 
it out at Kenworthy for a solid 11th overall, via 12-12 moto 
Scores. 


With Jeff Emig now seemingly back to his old self. the topic of 
Team USA at the 1998 Motocross des Nations was raised 
again after the Kenworthy race. After six straight years on the 
squad, Emig was left off this time when the lineup was announced 
before Unadilla. Instead, Ricky Carmichael, Ezra Lusk and Doug 
Henry will carry the Stars and Stripes in the. 125, 250cc and 
"class optional" divisions. respectively. But one insider made a 
good point about Lusk's selection: "Because they live so close 
together and ride together all the time, you know that Lusk and 
Carmichael will spend the time between the last National and the 
MX des Nations working hard every day," said Scott USA's Bevo 
Forti. "It looks like Emig is definitely back on track, but can he 
keep it-up for three weeks in California once the season is over 
and everyone is taking it easy?" 


It's no secret that.a lot of riders refer to the Kenworthy National 
as the "17th round of the AMA Supercross Series." With all of 
the elements. of supercross in place, the riders and mechanics 
were vexed with the question of how to set up the bikes: for 
supercross or motocross? According to 125cc riders Jimmy 
Button (Chaparral. Yamaha) and Mike Brown (Honda of Troy), 


the secret was to use outdoor suspension with super-stiff set-

As five-time AMA Supercross Series Champion Jeremy 
McGrath continues to heal up at his home in California, it now 
appears that the Chaparral Yamaha rider will not compete in any 
of the remaining AMA National MX events. McGrath, the early 
points leader in the series until he parked his bike with a broken 
wrist in early June, is now eyeing a mid-September return at the 
annual Fastcross in Italy. As for what McGrath will ride next year, 
Yamaha team boss Keith McCarty was adamant that McGrath will 
wear the number-one supercross plate aboard a Yamaha. 


Making his first. appearance back on the National circuit after his 
vicious Budds Creek crash was Honda of Troy s Mike Craig, 
who was limping around the mechanics' area with the aid of a 
cane. Craig broke his femur last month when his front wheel col- 
lapsed on one of the Budds Creek downhills. (Craig had lost 8 
few spokes early in the race when he tangled with another rider.) 
Craig was thought to be out for the season, but his recovery 
seems to be going quicker than expected. "| was up and walking 
in one month, so | figure that | can be riding in another month, and 
then 1 can race,” said Craig. "| want to come back for the last two 
Nationals at least; so we'll see what happens." Craig is said to be 
unsure of who he will be riding-for next year, joining Ryan Hughes, 
Damon Huffman and Steve Lamson on the open market. 



















KTM riders Lance Smail and Jim Neese switched over to 
125cc machines for Troy. Smail decided to give a 125cc a try. 
“I'm doing this series on my Own and just wanted to give it a try,” 
Smail said before a preliminary qualifier. "Next week l'm going to 
ride the Husaberg at Washougal."

first set of motos, Carmichael remount- 
ed his ride in fourth and worked his 
way back up to the front for the win in 
front of 20,200 fans. A good start in 
moto two, along with smooth, tireless 
riding, saw Carmichael pull away for 
his sixth National win of the year on a 
track on which he had never won in the 
past. 

“I didn't win here last year, but I 
won here this year," Carmichael said of 
his performance. "I need to win Steel 
City to say l've won on all the National 
tracks." 

Honda of Troy's Mike Brown, who 
was a front-runner all day, netted a 
strong second overall. Good starts and 
consistent riding paid off for Brown, as 
he finished second in the first moto after 
leading briefly when Carmichael went 
down. Brown backed up his perfor- 
mance with a third in moto two, and he 
looked to have that spark of brilliant 
riding that he had in 1996. 

“I feel better and my bike keeps get- 
ting better," Brown said of another fine 
ride. "I hope I can finish out the year 
like this - top three every week and be 
consistent." 

Pro Circuit/SplitFire/Kawasaki's 
Casey Johnson topped his four-race 
streak of fourth-place finishes with a 
third overall at Troy. The supercross- 
style track suited the likable Californ- 
ian's style as he rode to 3-4 moto finish- 
es, rounding out the podium. 

"Three-four for third overall - I'm 
totally pleased with that," Johnson 
explained of topping his streak of 
fourths. "Hopefully, I can continue a 
new trend of thirds or better. My bike is 
working so good, I really believe I can 
keep it going." 

Primal Impulse Suzuki/Bill’s 
Pipes/Answer-backed Robbie Reynard 
had another decent weekend, finishing 
fourth overall. An uninspired ninth in 
moto one woke up the Oklahoman, who 
passed his way through the pack up to 
second in moto two. 

“I just want to go out there and ride 
the best I can, because Ricky is riding 
really good and hopefully I can win 
some more." 

Finishing fifth overall was Noleen 
Yamaha/K2/Thor's Tim Ferry. For a 
rider who has not had much luck in the 
past at Troy, a fourth and a sixth were 
good enough for fifth overall. 

"This was my best one so far and the 
best I’ve ever done at Troy, so I’m 
happy," Ferry said. “The last couple of 





















years it's been so hot, it has been tough, 
but I had a good day." 

Ferry also received a check from 
Copenhagen for $750, as he was the top 
privateer in the 125cc class. 

Sixth went to Chaparral Yamaha's 
Jimmy Button, as he rode to 6-5 moto 
finishes, and received $250 for being 
second-highest privateer. ` 

Team Yamaha's John Dowd brought 
his "Troy curse" with him, as he took 
seventh overall with a 7-8. 


“I don't know what it is about this ` 


place,” said Dowd at the conclusion of 
the day. “I’ve never even been on the 
podium here. I have some sort of dark 
cloud over me hére." 

Honda of Troy's Casey Lytle netted 
eighth overall, while his teammate 
Stephane Roncada finished ninth. Pro 
Circuit/SplitFire/Kawasaki's Nick Wey 
rounded out the top 10 for the second 
time in a row. 

With four rounds remaining, 
Carmichael has a 33-point lead on 
Dowd - who lost 23 points to 
Carmichael at Troy - 357-324. Johnson is 
comfortably in third with 266, while 
Brown sits in fourth with 220. Button 
holds down fifth with 211. 


MOTO ONE 


The 40-rider field rocketed down the 
long, flat start straight, and it was Tecate 
Kawasaki's Shae Bentley who came out of 
the first turn in the lead. Brown, Reynard, 
Ferry and Wey quickly fell into order as 
they dived into the tight, left-handed sec- 
ond turn. Carmichael, Johnson and Dowd 
came next as they headed into the south 
part of the track. As the riders jumped the 
enormous "Widow Maker" jump for the 
first time, Brown passed Bentley for the 
lead, and Carmichael and Johnson would 
soon attack next. 

By the second lap, Carmichael was 
on the tail of Brown, pressuring him, 
and he soon found his way by with an 
inside corner line. Johnson motored by 
Brown later that lap to take over second, 
while Ferry was on the gas in fourth. 

Carmichael was stretching his lead 
on lap four by jumping four jumps into 
the long rhythm section, with Johnson 
and Brown in tow. Dowd, Reynard and 
Button were back in the middle of the 
pack, moving up slowly. 

With nearly half of the moto over, 
Carmichael tried his maneuver again 
into the "Dirty Dozen." Carmichael 
landed abruptly and uncontrollably 
motored through the next few rockers, 
eventually hitting the deck. Johnson 
quickly moved by Carmichael, along 
with Brown and Ferry. Carmichael 
quickly remounted. 

“I made a rookie mistake out there, 
doing something I shouldn't have been 
doing," Carmichael said of the move 
and ensuing crash. "I was taking a 
chance, and I won't do it again." 

Once again gunning for the leaders, 
Carmichael got rolling, but it took a lap 
to catch up to Ferry in third. Johnson 
looked good out front for a few laps but 
made a slight bobble and Brown moved 
into the lead as a result. 

Brown now had the point, as Johnson 
had Carmichael breathing down his 
neck, while Ferry watched from fourth. 
The two Kawasaki riders battled for a 
lap until Carmichael moved by over the 
"Banzai Tabletop." 

With only a few minutes and two 
laps remaining, Carmichael was gun- 
ning for Brown as Johnson had slipped 
back to a comfortable third. Carmichael 
used the same inside line on Brown as 
he had done earlier to regain the lead, 
but he was now jumping only three 
deep into the rockers. 











"| had a bad line through there, and I 
know what to do next time he gets near 
me through there," Brown said of the 
troublesome corner. "I kept taking that 
same line and didn't want to mess up 
my rhythm.” 

With the white flag waving, 
Carmichael was in control, while Brown 
had dropped a bit off his pace. Johnson 
cruised the final laps, as did Ferry, who 
rode in fourth. Roncada worked 
through the field and would finish 
behind them in fifth. 

"Once you lead, your expectations go 
a little higher," Johnson said of his fine 
ride. "I know I can ride with these guys, 
but I was kind of riding their race and 
not focusing on myself. I learned some 
lines from them, though, and I want to 
end up with a podium finish today." 

"That was the best start l've had in 
the Nationals, and I felt good out there,” 
Ferry sdid. "That was my best ride all 
year." 


MOTO TWO 


Brown nailed the start of the second 
moto, with Johnson, Lytle, Roncada, 
Carmichael, Ferry, Reynard and Brock 
Sellards next. Dowd was once again in 
the middle of the pack, and he had some 
ground to cover. 

Brown, Johnson and Carmichael 
railed around the track for a lap until 
Carmichael made his move by Johnson 
into second on the second lap. Brown 
was still in control on lap four, with 
Carmichael closing in, but Brown would 
wick it up a bit. The two battled for two 
more laps until Brown came up short on 
a small triple and Carmichael took 
advantage. The two bumped a corner 
later, but Carmichael put the. power to 
the ground and gained the advantage. 

Johnson was still in third, watching 
the action up front, but the man on the 








move was Reynard, as he was into 
fourth behind Johnson and pressuring 
as the race reached the halfway point. 

A lap later, Reynard moved by John- 
son into third and had his sights set on 
the leaders, just as he had done a week 
earlier. With three laps remaining, Rey- 
nard was on Brown's tail, and he moved 
by soon thereafter. Carmichael had 
some fun on the final lap, whipping it 
over the massive Troy jumps as he 
closed in on his sixth National victory of 
the year. 

Reynard was still on the gas but was 
not close enough to Carmichael to make 
any attempt at the lead.

Brown rode well enough to hold down 
third, and Casey Johnson crossed the line 


fourth. Button. worked through traffic to ' 


finish fifth, ahead of Ferry in sixth. Lytle, 
Dowd, FMF/Honda’s Scott Sheak and 
Sellards rounded out the top 10.

" ከር rumor went something like 
this: Kenny Roberts was meeting 


with Ducati and no one was quite 
sure why. One theory was that he was 
making a pitch to run their World 
Superbike team. 

Britain's Motor Cycle News ran with 
it, ^presuming," in Roberts' words, that 
he had met with them. His answer, on 
the record, was ambiguous. 

However, Ducati's worldwide direc- 
tor, Federico Minoli, said at the Laguna 
Seca round of the World Superbike 
Championship that he had indeed met 
with Roberts. He also said that the per- 
sonalities involved were too large, and 
that there likely wouldn't be a connec- 
tion between the two parties. 

There is a sea change afoot in the 
many worlds of motorcycle road racing, 
and Roberts wants to be ready to take 
advantage of any opportunity that aris- 
es. He won't rule out World Superbike, 
nor will he rule out continuing in the 
500cc World Championship. Having 
attended this year's Daytona 200, osten- 
sibly to watch his son Kurtis race the 
Erion Hondas, Roberts sees an opportu- 
nity in America. 

What is most apparent after speaking 
to Roberts is that he's feeling unwanted 
in the GPs, his home for most of the past 
20 years. He has, almost from the start, 
railed against the system from within. 
The changes he's brought to the sport 
are unparalleled. 

But there is a new regime entering 
GPs with the sale of Dorna (which holds 
promotional rights to the GPs) to the 
CVC group, and Roberts, as of the 
British GP, had not met with thé new 
owners of GP racing. His belief is that 
those who run Dorna are in no hurry to 
introduce him to the new owners. He 
may be right. The Modenas project has 
been stymied by a lack of funds and is 
underperforming by his - and others' - 
expectations. Given its ambitious send- 
off, he wanted to be winning races by 
now, not finishing at the bottom half of 
the top 10 on a motorcycle which hasn't 
been significantly upgraded since its 
inception. 

The frustration is apparent. During 
this conversation he was at times argu- 
mentative, belligerent, contradictory. He 
has many questions, but less answers. It 
was clear, at times, that he was making 
it up as he went along. A typical 
exchange: "I'm looking at all proposals. 


I look at everything - people wanting to . 


buy the bike, people wanting to buy the 
engine. I don't think I would sell the 
bike, I'd sell engines. 1 wouldn't sell 
engines. At this point, I wouldn't do any 
of that, right now, because this sport's 
not friendly to that." 

The day after the interview he 
seemed to have calmed down slightly, 
though he again revealed his discrepant 
nature. One day after denying that he'd 
met with Formula One boss Bernie 
Ecclestone after Ecclestone's initial 
involvement in bike racing, Roberts said 
that he'd spoken to him again last year, 
when the ISL group, a Swiss concern, 
was looking to buy the World Champi- 


onships. It was, he felt, a defining : 


moment which slipped away. 

The sport isn't where he thinks it can 
be, where it should be, and he wants to 
make it right. Some of his motives are 
undeniably selfish, but they help others 
also. Whether you agree with him or 
not, Kenny Roberts will not be ignored. - 
Did you meet with Ducati, as has been 
reported? 

I can't deny that I met with them or con- 
firm that I met with them. It's that sim- 
ple. The magazine (Motor Cycle News) 
took it upon themselves to think it's all 
done. I didn't let on to that. And they 
said, "We know you have met with 
them." And I said, "Look, I meet with a 
lot of people. I meet with Honda. I meet 
with a lot of people." He just assumed 
that, is all; it’s just his assumption of 
what went on. This year, I have been 
saying that I'd like to look at the super- 
bike deal. I’ve said that for quite a while. 
Why? 

I think that it's coming up. I think that 
they're doing a lot of the right stuff. 1 
said that in Daytona. I think that Flam- 
mini (which runs World Superbike) 
understands what he has and how to 
sell it. 

What's the attraction for you? 

At the beginning of the year I set up a 
company for engineering, for motorcycle 
engineering, like Cosworth or any other 
engineering company. And if I’m going 
to build chassis, if I’m going to build 
engine components - like I built a whole 
motorcycle - I can sell them to street peo- 
ple. There's not much market for 500 
Grand Prix (bikes) and the way this pad- 
dock is going doesn't seem to be much. 
There's no direction going on here. Basi- 
cally, it'S run a team here and look for 
other engineering projects to do. 

Would you keep your team here? 


If the sponsorship is available to keep 
the team, I would look at that. I’m look- 
ing at all proposals. I look at everything 
- people wanting to buy the bike, people 
wanting to buy the engine. I don’t think 
I would sell the bike, I'd sell engines. I 
wouldn’t sell engines. At this point, I 
wouldn’t do any of that, right now, 
because this sport’s not friendly to that. 
They still get Hondas and Yamahas and 
privately owned teams and all the 
bullshit. For me, I don’t see an avenue 
for that right now. It just doesn’t seem to 
me to be going the way it ought to be 
going. That’s my opinion, obviously. 
How important is the new-generation 
Modenas engine to this project? 

I think it’s important to show it can be 
done. I think we've already shown it can 
be done. We're not Honda, we're not 
HRC (Honda Racing Corporation). But 
the bike, actually, wheels go around in 
it, the engine goes vroom, vroom, it runs 
for whole Grands Prix already, and it's 
not even the engine we want. We know 
it can do better - a lot better. So it's a 
viable package for these guys to look at 
if this industry would say, "Why are we 
spending all this money to lease all this 
stuff when we could be building our 
own teams up?' If anybody decided to 
do that, then it is a viable deal. 

You were hoping for more from the 
bike when you began the project. 

I want to win races, there's no question 
about that. But, take that aside, to build 
our industry, to build our little cottage 
industry, what we need, it's viable to do 
that. In years to come, I think it's a 
viable, winning motorcycle. But take 
that apart, right now it's a viable deal. 
How committed are you to the deal? 

I want to see the (second-generation) 
engine run because I started it last year - 
I started this project. This (Modenas 
KR3) project I started two years ago to 
look around and 1 started a year ago to 
build another one. And that's coming on 
stream. That's stuff I’ve already done, 
already paid for, and I want to see it 
run. 

What's holding you back? 

What held us back is the money com- 
mitment and time commitment. It's like, 
when do you get the commitment of the 
money? Do you get it in December? Do 
you get it for one year? These are the 
problems that we have, is the time com- 
mitment. We've just been hit by-unfor- 
tunate circumstances - like a slowdown 
in Asia. Put us right in the middle of 
getting contracts done. So we just 


stopped everything, because we didn't 
know if they were going to live up to 
the deal or not. And luckily they did, 
but it's still taken a lot of time to get 
contracts done. And time delays. If this 
were a team to run for five years, or a 
team that had some interesting backers 
from the industry, it wouldn't be a prob- 
lem. Because they're interested in the 
project being successful, but that's not 
the way it's come down. It started out 
that way with Dorna - they were all 
keen, keen, keen - but all of a sudden it 
was hands-off. 

Dorna hasn't delivered on their 
promises? 

l've been working with Dorna on this 
project for a long time. And when it 
came down to doing it, the commitment 
just somehow - between me flying to 
Madrid and going back to England in à 
span of about two weeks - they just 
didn't do it. Basically the way I saw it is 
that I could help these teams that were 
leasing bikes with a motor and start to 
build up the industry. But that also: 
needs help with funding, and the part 
that needs help with funding on this 
project is the tooling costs. If the tooling 
costs were covered by a company that 
was interested in building Grand Prix 
racing, then I could sell this motor so 
reasonable that it would be financially 
feasible and financially beneficial for 
teams to start buying it and putting 
their own motorcycles together. And the 
way I envisioned it was to be something 
like the Cosworth, so that the company 
wouldn't actually make money to speak 
of, it would be supplying the engines to 
young teams, to new teams coming into 
this industry. That's how I saw it all 
happening. And that's the way I think 
they saw it happening until the time 
came to make that commitment - not 
only commitment by talking about it, 
but actually paying for it. But that's a 
business decision to them. They chose 
not to enter into the deal. I’m sure it's 
not any one person's fault, because the 
bank owns it (Banco Santander in Spain 
owned Dorna at the time). At the end of 
the day, the bank probably made the 
decision not to do it. 

What reason did they give for not mak- 
ing the commitment? 

Whatever the reason I got, it doesn't 
make sense. The bottom line is that 
there's not a company in this little pad- 
dock that cares about it. It doesn't mat- 
ter, the reason they give me. There's not 
a company that cares about the other 
teams or this project. 

What do you mean by another company? 
A motor company to supply. Not a 
motor company, someone who has con- 
trol of this industry to guide it in the 
direction that they think it should go. 
Dorna. GPMA (Grand Prix Manufactur- 
ers Association, the Japanese manufac- 
turers plus Aprilia) I don't think is inter- 
ested in this project because they all 
lease motorcycles. IRTA (International 
Road Racing Teams Association, which 
administers the GPs) doesn't have the 
financial capability to do that. It would 
have to be someone who really wants 
these teams to grow up and prosper and 
become their own identity. So what's 
been chosen other than that is one-rider- 
owned teams. That's what we've got as 
a result of the lack of commitment, the 
lack of a guiding force, which I think is 
not a good direction for this industry to 
be in. 

Wouldn't there be a conflict if Dorna 
helped you out? 

Is there a conflict if Bernie (Ecclestone) 
helped Cosworth out or helped another 
team out? It's the same thing, yeah. 
There's a conflict of interest: There's 








actually an interest in getting something 
going. They don't have to be part of the 
deal, all they have to do is say, ‘Yeah, 
that's a good idea.' They can give 
money to any one of the teams. They 
don't give special teams to Marlboro or 
Honda? Of course they do. Every deal's 
another deal. It'S not ^you come in and 
you race, you pay this much money." 
Have you been in touch with Bernie 
Ecclestone? 

The only thing that I did with Bernie is, 
back when I sold this whole thing with 
Bernie, me and (Suzuki team manager) 
Garry Taylor met with Bernie. Me and 
Garry sold him on getting this deal 
when he first started Two Wheel Promo- 
tion and took it away from the FIM. In 
that meeting he asked me what was 
wrong with this sport, in my opinion, 
the biggest thing. I said we have three 
Japanese companies and we have noth- 
ing else. We do exactly what they tell us 
to do. I said, "I think we need a base 
motor," and he said, "Exactly." "Can 
you build one? Why isn't one built?" I 
said no one wants to do it. "Can you do 
it?" "Yeah we can do it." "Forget the 
costs, do it." It was done at that point. 
That's what it needs. He saw the bene- 
fits of that. And, of course, after that, 
Dorna got involved and I had this same 
conversation with Richard Golding (of 
Dorna) and the fact that we need this, 
this, this, in this sport. We need to guide 
our own future, not just have three com- 
panies in Japan telling us what to do. I 
don't know of any racing that survives 
like that. It’s not bad for Japan. I’m not 
saying they do a bad business; they do a 
great business - unbelievably great busi- 
ness. Me and Richard Golding had 
knocked that deal out and it wasn't too 
long after that that the whole thing fell 
apart because the bank went broke. I've 
had this conversation back then (in the 
early 1990s), and it's progressed all the 
way back to here. He knew what had to 
be done. Then Golding left. I even met 
with Carmelo (Ezpeleta, CEO of Dorna). 
We were trying to sell this project then. 
We even went to Harley-Davidson, it 
was rumored, to try to sell an engine 
deal. (Roberts has confirmed he met 
with H-D.) Someone needs to build a 
motor. It'S not new to anybody, it's just 
that nobody wants to pay for it, so I did 
it myself. And now, doing that - show- 
ing that it can be done, it does carry 
sponsorship, it does last Grands Prix - I 
want to prove that maybe when Dorna 
sees a new one, and if it runs, you say 
we should probably help this project. 
Maybe they will. I have no way of 
knowing. 

Do you know why you haven't met 
with CVC, the new owners of Dorna? 
He's not somebody that Carmelo 
(Ezpeleta) would lead down the pit road 
to see me. I’m going to watch my new 
motorcycle run and I'm not going to do 
anything. Sponsorship is going to come, 
or I’m going to sell the team to some- 
body, or sponsorship's going to come 
and I'm going to run another racing 
team. All my options are open. I guide 
my own future. Next year looks really 
good for us. I've got 10 engines being 
delivered this week. That's all paid for. 
The future's really right for this. Right 
now it doesn't look so bright as a total 
package. 

Other than assisting your team, what 
needs to be done to elevate the sport? 

I think - and I've always thought - that 
we need to build up some teams. Rider- 
owned teams, in my opinion, is not only 
counterproductive but it shouldn't even 
happen. You've got most of these teams 
here starving to death. If you talk to Erv 
(Kanemoto, the owner of Marlboro 





Kanémoto Honda), it's not real rosy 
down there. If I was running this sport, 
I'd be very concerned that my base 
needs to be built up a little bit. It's the 
base of these teams that needs to be 
built up. And it can be built up in a lot 
of ways. And it doesn't have to be finan- 
cial, it just has to be recognized that 
something has to be done. It needs to be 
done. It doesn't have to be done. Guys 
can lease Hondas and race a Honda cup. 
I don't care. Or Yamaha or Suzuki. It's 
not going to make or break Grand Prix 
racing. It's just that if everybody can 
rent a bike, why do we even have 
teams? 

So why do you continue to race? 

I only stay here because I can pay my 
light bills and the people who work for 
me. If I can't do that, I'm not staying 
here another hour, not another hour. I 
shouldn't really be worried about every- 
body else - I shouldn't be worried about 
the small teams - but that's what I’m 
worried about. Me, by myself, I don't 
have a problem. I can stop tomorrow. 
Can you go at it full tilt again? 
Absolutely. I don't see a problem with 
that. I have a deal for next year already, 
with Petronas and Modenas. Enough to 
be here and do the deal with my new 
bike, if I want to. If I want to. 

What does it take to make you want to? 
It has to be financially more feasible and 
the bike has to be competitive and all 
these things have to happen. If the sport 
turned around and started to look like 
they were going to do something with 
it, long-term - if this guy that buys it - 
wanted to say, you know, "That I want 
to make this a bona fide business and 
growing thriving industry, cottage 
industry, thriving sport for everybody, 
not just the Japanese" - I'd be over the 
moon. Over the moon. 

You say that superbikes are on the way 
up. In what way? 

There are new manufacturers coming in 
- Aprilia's coming in, they've got MV 
coming in. The TV's on Eurosport, same 
as this one. Live. It actually is no differ- 
ent than this. If this is a certain level, 
then that one's gaining. This one's not 
getting better, that one's gaining. 

They don't get the crowds the GPs get. 
Crowds don't make me any money. If 
your sponsorship is for a crowd at the 
races, you're not going to have enough 
money to run a race team. If everybody 
at the races gave you $10, it wouldn't be 
enough money for you to run a racing 
team. All the things that we thought that 
sponsorship needed was TV. You've got 
to get more TV, more TV. It's a myth. 
We've gotten more TV. We have TV. 
What we don't have is sponsors. Wayne 
(Rainey) has been trying for three years 
to get a sponsor. It's a myth. Big crowds 
and TV is a myth. It hasn't produced the 
results we want, so we've got to look at 
everything - not just, "Okay, we've got 
better TV and we've got better crowds 
than superbikes." Right now, take 
superbike and Grand Prix, which are 
about the same level with TV - which is 
the big decider with sponsorship. | 
make a motorcycle, so I build every- 
thing for that motorcycle. Every piece of 
it I either have made, or make myself. If 
I made, let's say, the chassis in quantity, 
the cost comes way down and I can sell 
it if l'm in superbike. I could make a 
whole motorcycle and sell it to those 
guys. In this arena, I don't - so this arena 
depends a lot more on sponsorship for 
this company. Not for Sito (Pons of 
MoviStar Honda Pons), because he rents 
a Honda. Not for (Max) Biaggi, because 
he rents a Honda. I’m not arguing with 
that. Great, because that's what they 
want. 


If you want to be in superbike racing, 
you'd have to build more. 

If I had a Ducati team, if I built a Ducati, 
I could still build the chassis for it. You 
can still sell that chassis. If I made some 
modifications, which you can make, I 
can sell that. If I make a fairing, I can sell 
that. If I made a wheel, I can sell it. 
There are things you can do. Here, 
there's nothing you can. So there's 
things you can do there, there's nothing 
you can do here. Bits and pieces, but if 
you're talking about engineering, and 
you're talking about keeping people 
employed in the motorcycle industry. 
Or do I have to do a race-car deal? 
which I'm tired of seeing race-car deals 
with more money, more money, more 
money, with less television than we're 
getting. We've had these studies done. 
How much television we're getting vs. 
the dollar, and we're hugely over every- 
body else. Sponsorship's not coming. 
And when it does, I'll be the happiest 
guy in the world. And we're not doing 
anything to prevent it from coming in. 
Maybe we are. 1 don't know. When I try 
to explain it to Carmelo (Ezpeleta), he 
just says everything's fine. 

What isn't fine? 

What do you think saved this sport? 
Last year was a downturn of a lot of 
people. What saved it? What did this 
industry do to bring the sport back up? 
What did the people in this paddock do 
to bring the people in here and make it 
look so good? The single thing that 
made this whole thing turn around was 
that Max Biaggi could lease a Honda. 
And I find that a little bit hard to swal- 
low - that this sport has turned around 
because Max Biaggi - Max Biaggi, no 
one else in this industry - was able to 
scrape (together) enough money, almost 
enough, to lease a motorcycle. Now, I 


find that just a little bit odd, that that ` 


can happen. I don't understand how we 
think this is all wonderful. I’ve said it 
before: Max Biaggi won the 250cc World 
Championship last year as a privateer. 
Who's running it? Who's saying that's 
good or not good? Is anybody? 

What difference does it make if that's 
good or not good? 

It makes a big difference to these teams 
or the people in this industry. If you 
have a little team like Erv's (Kanemoto), 
and you're starving to death, and the 
only way you can be in this arena is to 
lease another one for too much money, 
is that good? As a business, as someone 
guiding this sport, is that good? 

What you're saying is wrong with the 
Biaggi deal is that he had to do it? 
Absolutely. Should or would (Ferrari 
Formula One driver) Michael Schu- 
macher, with all his millions, lease a 
McLaren and go racing next year? 

If he could make money with it. 

But could he do that? No, he couldn't do 
that. 

It depends on the commitment of the 
sponsors. 

Schumacher doesn't have enough 
money to buy a racing team. Here, you 
just lease a Honda. Wait a minute. 
There's something wrong with that. It's 
not right. There's no rules against not 
doing it. 

What about the switch to unleaded 
fuel? It seems to have made racing 
more competitive. 

That's a great rule. Whoever came up 
with that - that's a great rule. It 
shouldn't have been imposed on me for 
building a new motorcycle in one year. 
Someone should have said, “This is too 
much for you to handle," and if they 


wanted to see this project (be) success- 
ful, they would've said, "Waive that gas 
rule, because you're a little behind; 





you're building a brand-new bike to 
help everybody," but no one has the 
power to make them kind of decisions. 
Who makes the rules? The Japanese fac- 
tories, the GPMA made that. 

It’s made racing better. 

I don’t think so. I don’t see where the 
gas rule made it any better. Biaggi 
bought a motorcycle and he can beat 
(Mick) Doohan and (Carlos) Checa, and 
them guys are doing better. 

Doesn't it make it easier to ride the 
500s? 

I don't know. 

That's what Mick Doohan seems to 
think. Because of the unleaded fuel, 
you don't need as much skill, therefore 
they can chase him. 

Then that's great. Then someone in this 
organization - whoever's guiding this 
racing - needs to say to me, "Forget the 
gas rule, but it's made the racing clos- 
er." If it brings the three-cylinder up to 
the race, it’s even better yet. Is there a 
boss here or not? Is someone saying 
what's good for this show? God, it'd be 
nice to see the three-cylinder up there. 
The switch to unleaded fuel seems to 
be a lucky accident. 

That's all this whole sport is: a lucky 
accident. We're just real lucky that in 
this sport Biaggi is able to lease a motor- 
cycle. Next year for example, he could 
say: "You know what? I'm tired of 
spending all my money to lease a bike. 
I'm going to go ride superbikes." Where 
does that team go? Do they go out and 
get another rider? I think not. When 
you've got a factory Suzuki with zero 
sponsorship, when you've got factory 
Yamahas with zero sponsorship. You 
think Wayne (Rainey) just quit because 
he was tired of it? 

He quit because he didn't have any 


power or control. 


Who does? This whole thing's an acci- 
dent. This whole thing's been an acci- 
dent. I hope that these guys get it 
together. I hope the new guys who buy 
it go, "Hey, it doesn't take a lot of 
money to lay out a plan. Where's the 
plan?" It's like the four-stroke thing. 
Everybody thinks I’m against that. I’ve 
never said that. I’ve never said I’m 
against the four-stroke thing. I said: 
“Bring me a plan. Bring me a plan that 
makes sense.” Or should we just lease 
engines from Honda? 

What's the plan that needs to be done 
here? Are there marketing problems? 
What needs to be done? In my opinion, 
whoever sells this circus needs to look at 
it like a business. And their business is 
selling strong racing in teams and filling 
this paddock up with people that actual- 
ly make money and can guide the 
equipment and racing into the future. I 
don’t believe that begging someone to 
get equipment should determine 
whether this sport is successful and 
healthy or not. I think we should have 
someone should have control, some- 
one’s who’s smart, that has vision, who 
needs to say we need to guide this thing 
a little and not have it so hit-and-miss. 
Because if Biaggi was not able to come 
up with the money to lease the bike, this 
sport would still be in the downturn, in 
my opinion. 

You’ve turned 180 degrees on your 
opinion on superbikes over a period of 
time. 

Yes, I have. They’re more reachable; 
they’re more like race bikes now. You 
can’t deny that it’s a good show. But I 
still believe in the same thing. I like full- 
blown racing. I love this sport. I also love 
the motorcycle business. And I think 
there’s probably room for both of them. 
And places for both of them simultane- 
ously? 
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because of the engineering exercises that 
I’ve had to go through. Years ago I 
wanted to get involved in the 8 Hours 
with Yamaha. I said the way to do this 
thing properly is to give me a few of the 
machines and let me build the bike and 
that would be the Roberts entry from 
Yamaha from America. That would 
make it so much better than just these 
three factories going at it every year. So 
it's not that I hate four-strokes. It's quite 
the opposite - I love four-strokes. 

Do you think that all of the talk of 
switching to four-strokes is something 
of a conspiracy? 

The only thing I heard, late last year, 
was that Honda wasn't going to build 
two-strokes after 2000, which would 
leave a few of these people that rent 
bikes out. So I don't know. If you look at 
it like that, you'd have to say that it 
probably made some people nervous 
that there wasn't going to be any equip- 
ment for them to lease. I heard it from a 
reliable source in IRTA, that that was 
what was said. The only thing I know, 
in a board meeting somewhere in 
Honda, someone said we're going to 
quit making two-strokes. Now, I heard 
that late last year. And then I hear, 
when I get to the first Grand Prix, that 
there's somebody drumming up busi- 
ness about four-strokes, which made 
sense. Thàt's all I know., I didn't say it 
was true. I said it was a rumor. Then 
another rumor pops up: We've got to go 
four-strokes. So I say, ‘Why?’ I don't see 
the difference of four-stroke, two-stroke, 
you lease it, you don't lease it. I don't 
understand what the problem is. 
Sponsorship is almost nonexistent in 


- World Superbike. Only the Castrol 


Honda has backing. 

I can sell fenders, I can sell fairings. For 
my company, and for every team here 
that's not factory, it's a better deal. 
That's a better deal. Sorry. Take the 
other shit out - that's a better deal. 
You're fully committed to your compa- 
ny in Banbury, England - long-term. 
It'S a struggle to take on the Japanese 
factories with no rules to do it or rules 
that actually hurt me to do it. I started 
the whole project to help everybody but 
the factories. And then, of course, I 
made the commitment. Then things 
didn't happen with Dorna. Okay, that's 
business. I don't care. Not a problem. I 
made the commitment. Now it just 
seems that instead of support and help, 
you get shit on. If the Japanese deal is 
what these guys want and they want 
three factories with no sponsorship, 
we're doing a hell of a job. 

It's not that they don't want sponsor- 
ship. They just haven't found anyone 
to promote it. 

Who hasn't promoted it? 

Dorna. 

Well, why don't you write that? I can 
tell them that until I’m blue in the face. 
It doesn't make any difference. 

Was that a problem because there 
wasn't any money there to do it? 

I don't know. You're a journalist. Go ask 
them. Mr. Carmelo (Ezpeleta) said this 
bike wouldn't make any difference in 
the World Championship. So I suppose 
that's why it's not on TV. I don't know. 
It doesn't make any difference whether 
this thing's here or not here. All the 
teams that have to rent Hondas - I 
thought it was very important for this 
thing to be here and they still tell me 
that. Do you like to run a company and 
you beg for equipment and then pay for 
every part and give it back to them and 
you end up with no money? It's like, 
"Wait a minute - is there something 
wrong with this picture?" Do you know 
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Absolutely, and I've had to do that how many successful racing organiza- 





tions in the world allow that to happen? 
Is that the way it is in NASCAR, CART, 
Formula One? Don't even mention For- 
mula One, that's light years. CART, go- 
kart even. Because they're on the same 
TV programs we are in America. Go- 
karts are on as much as motorcycle rac- 
ing. This whole paddock has to help 
itself. The industry has to help itself. 
There are people who can actually come 
in here, build a motorcycle and sell it, 
without any other involvement. I don't 
really think that's healthy. Marketing is 
money, really. It’s having enough 
money, then having the right people to 
spend the money properly. And I’m not 
in charge of marketing. I was just trying 
to help this team situation so when you 
do market it, it’s a much stronger busi- 
ness, everyone’s making money. If you 
go to a Formula One race and you see 
all the jets leaving, it looks more like a 
business, and I was just trying to help. If 
you didn’t have to drive the trucks, you 
could drive cars and sometimes you 
could even fly an airplane. Someone 
should be. It was like this before Bernie 
Ecclestone took over Formula One. It 
was fragmented, it was all screwed up. 
He took it, he went, “Look, this is what’s 
got to happen.” When I sold him this 
deal, he said, “Look, go do an engine 
right away." He didn't ask; (he said,) 
"Just do it." 

Why did he get out of bikes? 

He made so damn much money, he 
couldn't turn it down. And he said there 
was too many people involved. That's 
what he said when he left. There was 
FIM, there was Dorna, there was IRTA, 
and the factories. Maybe there's too 
many people involved, I don't know. 
All I’m saying is, I’m trying to help, and 
it doesn't look like it's going in the right 
direction. 

Are we going to see him again? 

There's a role for anyone who can lead a 
championship to a better situation - any- 
body, Dorna or IRTA, anyone that càn 
lead and help this industry. There's a 
place for them. There's a place for a bet- 
ter magazine in Britain, I can assure you. 
I know that there's a better thing than 
Motor Cycle News, or should be. Tech- 
nically speaking, it's not very much, but 
we're getting it weekly. But that's anoth- 
er person's problem. That's not my deal. 
I just feel I'd like to see a better thing. 
There's probably room for someone 
who knows how to do it better, I don't 
know. There's probably room for some- 
one like Bernie who could guide a bet- 
ter-engineered product. I really don't 
think that what we have at the moment 
is what we need to take us into 2000. I 
don't think it's even going to get there if 
we don't start to look at what we've got 
going. 

Why do you think the CVC people 
haven't approached you yet? 

If Carmelo's (Ezpeleta) leading him 
around the pits, I know he's met with a 
few teams; he hasn't met with my team. 
It just won't happen. Because I don't 
agree with the system. I’m sort of an 
outcast. I don't agree with what's going. 
I agree only that someone has to run this 
total sport. IRTA can't run their part. 
The FIM can't manage their part, the 
factories shouldn't be allowed to man- 
age their part. Someone has to take over 
this. l've said that for 10 years now. I 
hope for everybody's sake that we get 
one one day. I'm tired of waiting. So I 
just kind of spoke out. 

Which is why you're here, addressing 
your contact with Ducati. 

Dorna is not opposed to having deals 
with Flammini; why should I be? They 
run some of Flammini's races. They 





organized the one in (Albacete,) Spain. 
They're not going to tell me that I can't 
go run a superbike to expand my busi- 
ness, and nobody's ever said that. It's 
not a competition with Grand Prix, it's 
another thing. You've got CART with 
(Roger) Penske; he also runs a stock car. 
It's the same thing. I don't see why 
everybody's so, "You gonna go to 
superbike?" Well, of course I'd like to 
run a superbike - that gives me another 
weekend of sponsorship. Makes sense. 
If I’m selling sponsorship, which I have 
to do to make money, I can-séll sponsor- 
ship for twice as many weekends. 

Are the sponsors to whom you've spo- 
ken interested in superbike? 

Why aren't they here? Motorcycles are 
just starting to happen again, for what- 
ever reason. Max Biaggi could lease a 
bike. It has all the possibilities for the 
whole thing to turn around and make it 
better. It may take a little longer than I 
want it to. But I hope we start to actually 
direct this company so that when it hap- 
pens, we're all better off for it. And I'd 
like to stop all these one-rider teams. We 
need to build the whole thing, not just 
have Honda cup or Yamaha cup. I came 
to Daytona. I wouldn't mind doing 
something back in America. I’m in the 
motorcycle industry. Things are picking 


-up a little bit. It looks like you could 


make some money. I'm interested in 
making money, too. I’m not just interest- 
ed in working for a Japanese manufac- 
turer to make bookings for a hotel, like 
some of these teams do. I'm not interest- 
ed - never have done that and I never 
will do that. What interests me in Ameri- 
ca is some younger riders. l'd like to see 
more young American riders. I'd like to 
see them on the world stage, and I'd like 
to see the.riders that can go from here 
back to there. I’m tired of hearing of the 
Aussie national anthem played. I want 
to hear the American anthem. That's 
what I want to do. But I’m never going 
to lease a Honda to do that. Sorry, that's 
not my deal. Never has been, never will 
be. And if I had to lease Yamahas way 
back when, with the Marlboro deal, I 
wouldn't have done that. 

Have you talked to anyone in the Unit- 
ed States? 

We talk daily on what the possibilities 
are in other parts of the world, like 
America. Should we get in that, should 
we not? I run a fairly big company. 
There's a lot of money turnover and 
we're always looking for expansion. We 
make our own pieces. We're trying to 
look for different ways to expand the 
motorcycle business. And because I'm 
butting heads in this industry, it's strict- 
ly because I have a vision and a view 
and they don't share that. I just don't 
think that Formula One would work if 
Michael Schumacher would lease a 
McLaren. It wouldn't work; there's rules 
against it. I think this has to be team- 
motivated. I thought that in Open Duca- 
dos (originally a Spanish 250cc series) 
and Open Ducados was going very well 
with teams involved. As soon as it frag- 






mented down to the FIM, I pulled out - 
couldn't run it anymore. 

There was a story circulating that 
you're thinking of closing the training 
ranch in Barcelona. 

What I did was, I gave it three years for 
the industry to get involved in it. I 
showed them how to do it. (Alex) Criv- 
ille trains there. Alex (Criville) said the 
reason he won the Spanish Grand Prix 
was that he went there and rode a dirt 
tracker. I happen to fly them dirt-track 
tires in there from America. I paid for 
the gasoline that he used and the motor- 
cycle that he used - myself. Repsol 
(Criville's sponsor) has never given us a 
gallon of gas and I’ve asked millions of 
times. Honda never gave us nothing. 
We bought all the 100s - at a discount, 
but I bought them all, at dealer cost. I 
did all that. I did it for three years like I 
said I would. I sent a letter out recently 
that said, "Okay, I've done this for three 
years. Now, if the situation continues 
with no support..." The only support we 
get is, we get a little support from 
Dorna, Marlboro, and the involvement 
of Dorna allows Criville to do what he 
did. Alpinestar's helped us; Arai has 
helped us; Garibaldi leathers is one of 
the the ones that helped us originally to 
get started. I did it. There's the letters - 
they all went out. If this continues at the 
end of the year, I'm pulling the plug. 
Now, if the industry wants this to hap- 
pen, it's no problem for me. 

I sent a letter out warning that it was 
going to be shut. I don't know if any- 
body cares if Alex trains there or not. I 
don't know. All I said is, it’s not going 
to happen and other people aren't going 
to be trained there as well. It's up to 
them. It's up to the industry. I'm tired of 
paying my money, time, and personnel 
and people, to let other people race 
against me. I started it so they could 
improve themselves. I think that Alex 
(Criville) and (Carlos) Checa have 
proven that they can do that, and Sete 
(Gibernau) has proven that they can do 
that, but not at my expense. I would 
think Honda winning the Spanish 
Grand Prix with Checa would make 
them interested. I mean, in a normal 
business environment, wouldn't you? 
It's turned out not to be a viable com- 
mercial endeavor. You can't charge rid- 
ers enough to make it profitable. 

Never could. Never wanted to. I don't 
want to charge riders. Asia dried up. 
That took a third of the business away. 
There's plenty of people that go there. 
It's on the rise. There's like 30 percent 
more people that go there. The industry 
has to support it so I don't have to 
charge the riders so much money so 
they can go there. If you charge a young 
rider what it would actually cost to have 
an organization like that, you could 
never make any money. And I told 
everybody that. You could not make 
money with riders. Someone has to pa 

for the base to run the deal. I did that. I 
put in my three years. There's nothing I 
can do about it. | €N

hen you talk about heritage, 
tradition and an air-cooled V- 
twin, the conversation usually 
leads you to Milwaukee. And while it is 
true that much of the reason that the 
conversation goes that way is precisely 
because of those very things, the sa 
and aggressive marketing of all things 
Harley-Davidson surely hasn't hurt. 
Well, there's this little town called 
Bologna, a sort of Milwaukee of Italy, 
where changes have been taking place 
with one of Italy's most fabled names in 
motorcycling, changes that just might be 
affecting your - and even your non- 
motorcyclist friends' - conversations 
about Ducati in the very near future. 
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For while Ducati has always focused 
on its motorcycles - many of them air- 
cooled V-twins steeped in their own 
unique tradition - since the time that 
TPG laid out the capital that brought the 
Italian company back from "the emer- 
gency" (as it is called within thé compa- 
ny), there have been some major move- 
ments on the marketing side of Ducati's 
business. They took what Ducati was 
firmly established as - a company of 
motorcycle people who thought mostly 
about motorcycles - and changed it to 
something more, well, modern, a com- 
pany now focused both on the art and 
the business of making motorcycles. 

It is the best of the old with the best 
of the new. The Supersport 900 is that 
philosophy in the metal. 

At the U.S. press introduction - held 


in Monterey the same week that the 
World Superbike Series made its stop at 
Laguna Seca Raceway - we got our first 
Stateside taste of what Ducati considers 
the third generation of the Supersport 
line. Images of Paul Smart's 1972 Imola 
200 win on what evolved into the 750SS 
were evoked, and the historical connec- 
tion of the new Supersport to that bike 
was underlined. The win is, of course, 
significant in and of itself, putting 
Ducati and its booming desmo V-twin 
on the map in the larger-displacement 
range. But is was the fact that the racing 
success began with a bike that wasn't 
necessarily the most powerful in the 
paddock that Ducati says is also signifi- 
cant. So, no, the power wasn't overly 
abundant, but it was eminently usable, 
and allying that with a fine-handling,

stable chassis gave the burgeoning big- 
bore arm of the Italian company a bike 
that was a well-balanced and highly 
entertaining tool for covering ground 
quickly. It made beautiful music, too. 

It was precisely that kind of bike that 
has built Ducati’s reputation. And the 
old 900SS - up to last year’s FE, or Final 
Edition model - was very much a 
machine in that tradition: a rangy-feel- 
ing, stable sportbike, simple and ele- 
mental, that didn’t make all that much 
peak power but laid on the leap with a 
big fat twist of torque with the classic 
booming Ducati soundtrack.

The tradition has been maintained, 
but with a healthy dose of modernity 
thrown in. 

And while it is certainly difficult to 
ignore the changes made to the air- 


cooled 904cc two-valve desmo motor . 


that have brought more power and 
quicker revs (though a muted song with 
those big, quiet silencers), perhaps more 
than anything about the new bike that 
makes it so different from the old one is 
the way that the chassis feels and 
behaves. 

Just taking a seat tells you a lot about 
the new 900. It is a riding position that is 
much more in line with the way modern 
sport-riding positions have evolved, and 
as a result it places you higher and 
much closer to the front of the bike. The 
bars feel lower and angled more sharply 
downward. And though they feel as 
though they have been moved closer to 
you, what has really seemed to have 
happened is that your body has been 
shoved a good bit more toward them. 
This change in riding position wasn't 
just for the feel of it, either, but was part 
of a larger chassis-improvement plan to 
get more forward weight bias and 
quicker, more precise steering. 

To that end, the rake on the shorter, 
stiffer steel-trellis frame was pulled in a 
degree to 24, and the wheelbase was 
shortened to a stubby 54.9 inches - a full 
six-tenths shorter than before. But in an 
effort not to lose the stability that 
Ducatis have become famous for, the 
trail was only shortened slightly - 3mm - 
to 100mm. A new, more rigid, fully 
adjustable Showa 43mm inverted fork - 
of the same type that is on both the 916 
and ST2 - is used on the 900, replacing 
the 41mm unit of the previous model to 
further enhance the steering feel. 

The result of all these changes is that 
there is indeed a lot more precision - 
and quickness - in this front end than in 
the old one, and the cornering attitude is 
dead neutral. On the old bike, you 
stayed on your line by holding a mild 
degree of pressure on the inside handle-

bar - and forget about tightening that 
line, at least not without some major 
planning ahead. 

Full lean is now just a quick flick 
away - as we found out with our four 
laps around Laguna Seca Raceway on a 
foggy Thursday morning. Trail-braking 
didn’t make the bike stand up and the 
feel from the rigid front end was fantas- 
tic. There isn’t much more fun to be had 
than flicking through the Corkscrew on 
a Ducati. 

On the road, you'll find that steering 
lock is better than on the old bike 
though still somewhat limited - even 
backed all the way out on its adjust- 
ment, you'll may have to make a three- 
point turn on a narrow two lane road to 
pull a U-turn. 

Playing their part in the quicker- 
steering nature of the Supersport are the 
new wheels. Use of a different alu- 
minum alloy has allowed less material 
to be used, resulting in a loss of a half a 
pound at the front and a pound and a 
half at the rear, the bulk of the weight 
loss coming at the perimeter - where it 
matters most. Strength wasn't lost, says 
engineer Andrea Forni, due to the fact 
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that the wheels are now heat-treated 
after casting. 

Damping rates at the front with 12 
clicks out on the compression side (of 
about 16 - we checked and the number 
of clicks varied from 13 to 20 depending 
on the bike) worked well for us, even on 
some of the less-than-smooth roads we 
used at the Monterey, California, press 
introduction. 

The single rear shock is the tradition- 
al linkageless cantilever design, but 
travel was increased to 136mm, mostly 
on the extension side of the stroke to aid 
stability under heavy braking loads by 
keeping the wheel in contact with the 
pavement - always a boon to stability, 
keeping the rubber down! The compres- 
sion setting on the shock as delivered 
was too stiff for the rough roads we 
were riding, and backing it out an addi- 
tional full turn (a total of two turns out 
from full hard) made it a lot more liv- 
able, though it then started packing, 
particularly on bumpy corner exits. 
Eraldo Ferracci was along on one of our 
rides (he rails!) and he thought it was 
packing a bit at the rear, too. Ferracci 
tweaked around with it, relaxing the 





rebound and eliminating the packing. 
Hey, when Eraldo sets up your Ducati, 
you stick with the setup. After our final 
fiddling, the back of the bike stayed on 
the firm end of the spectrum and never 
really felt plush - you're always aware 
you're riding a bike without a linkage. 

Though not quite as big a departure 
as the chassis feel, the changes to the 
engine are nonetheless dramatic in their 
own way. There are, however, some 
inevitable limitations that come with 
using a two-valve-per-cylinder, air- 
cooled engine that ultimately show 
themselves in the same area: peak 
power output. Ducati naturally did its 
best to up the power, using better - and 
more accurate - fuel-delivery /engine 
breathing, and better strategies for heat 
dissipation. 

On the heat end of the equation, the 
two main items were the use of a more 
efficient oil-cooler and a pair of ducts 
that bring air from the front of the bike 
directly to the rear cylinder, dumping 
the cooling charge in the spark- 
plug/exhaust-valve area for what is 
claimed to be a roughly 85-degree drop 
in running temperature.

But the big deal about the new 
desmodue is the way it revs. Largely we 
have the Weber Marelli fuel injection to 
thank for this. The 43mm throttle bodies 
feed straighter intake ports (the curved 
intake manifolds necessary to fit 38mm 
Mikunis are gone), while increased 
duration on the cams lets the engine 
take the best advantage of the bigger, 
straighter intakes by letting it breath 
that much more deeply. Couple these 
changes with a roughly 20-percent 
reduction in flywheel inertia and you 
get much quicker throttle response and 
longer-lasting, more vivid acceleration 
than before. 

Power, says Ducati, is up to 80 hp at 
7500 rpm, an increase of roughly 5-7 hp. 
A trip to the White Brothers DynoJet 150 
dyno revealed a peak rear-wheel num- 
ber of 77 hp, coming at 8100 rpm. More 
important than this, however, is the 
torque figure of 57 ft.-Ib. at 5900 rpm. It 
ain't no powerhouse, but the torque 
(and 450-pound wet weight) at least 
keeps you from getting smoked by a 
good 600cc Supersport bike, as well as 
making the Ducati a very entertaining 
machine to ride. 

Mostly, we liked how the bike 
worked with the fuel injection: The bike 
behaved nicely and consistently hot or 
cold except for an occasional pop 
through the intakes at around 3000 
rpm, and off idle once in a while. There 
are no external mechanical adjustments 
to the engine-management computer 
like on the ST2, but there is a plug 
under the seat that lets the factory 
adjust the fuel delivery with a laptop 
computer. At this time, the program 
isn't going to be made available to deal- 
ers, but you can bet tuners around the 
world will be working hard to figure 
out how to reprogram what is now a 
sealed engine-management computer 
(no chip to replace anymore). Maybe we 
can try to get our hands on that pro- 
gram... 

The new CPU for the system is small 
enough that it is now placed between 
the cylinders, sandwiched by the battery 
and airbox. Ducati says the system is the 
first one it has used that was designed 
specifically for use on a motorcycle, 
rather than being modified from an 
automotive application, and it features a 
"limp home" mode should one of the 
four sensors fail. 

A lot of the classic Ducati sound is 
lost with the big exhaust canisters, but 
as the rider, you get a good earful of 
intake noise that keeps the symphony 
alive. That nature of the powerplant is 
such that it never seems like it's work- 
ing very hard - even just before you run 
into the rev-limiter at 9000 rpm - and 





testers often found themselves cruising 
on the highway in fourth gear. For a 
sporting pace through the bends (or 
when you're trying to keep up with Fer- 
racci), you'll want to keep the revs hov- 
ering at around 6000 rpm, though the 
breathing is so improved over the old 
bike that you get a lot more response 
from the engine as the revs rise. 

There has also been a significant 
improvement when it comes time to 
slow your torque-inspired forward 
progress, thanks to a new brake master 
cylinder. It is the same diameter as the

one it replaces, but a different leverage 
ratio and altered internals (not to men- 
tion braided stainless-steel lines) mean 
that the sponginess of old - à la ST2 - is 
gone. There is even a bleed nipple incor- 
porated into the new master to ease the 
process of removing air from the sys- 
tem. The 900 benefits from the same 
rigid four-piston differential-bore Brem- 
bo calipers and 320mm stainless discs 
found on the ST2, but with the changes 
on the pump side, feel was improved 
without a detectable loss of outright 
power. As for the rear brake, let's just

say it does a pretty good job locking the 
wheel as long as the bike isn't moving. 
Visual appeal has always been para- 
mount in Ducati's world, and anyone 
who rates himself a sportbike enthusiast 
has probably had his share of lust for 
the Pierre Terblanche-styled Super- 
mono. Terblanche has returned, and the 
family resemblance between the Super- 
mono and the Supersport is obvious. It's 
the sort of shape that makes you want to 
get the lighting right in your garage,

ale Carnegie wrote a chapter 

about it. Airline promotions focus

That pretty much explains the whys 
and wherefores of the first of the several 
new '99 models Triumph will be launch- 
ing over the next few months - the 
entry-level 900 Legend TT cruiser, latest 
member of the Thunderbird family to 
hit the highways, and especially those 
of the U.S. of A, where Triumph Ameri- 
ca executives have long campaigned for 
such a low-cost, lead-in model. 


It's here. At 5999 pounds in 
British showrooms - against 
7979 pounds for the Thunder- 
bird it effectively replaces (as 
the model that sired Tri- 
umph's retrocruiser family is 
gradually phased out) and 
8169 pounds for the '99 
Adventurer, now sold com- 
plete with leather sidebags - 
the Legend TT represents a 
hefty reduction on the cost 
of entry to the fraternity of 
Triumph owners. Well, 
um - make that sorority, 
because the low-rider 
Legend is unashamedly 
targeted at the female 
rider, with its dramati- 
cally reduced 28.5-inch 
seat height, obtained 
primarily through a 
lower chassis sub- 
frame and 
redesigned seat, as 
well as the repositioning 
of the side panels closer to the frame. 
Compared to, say, the 31-inch saddle 
height of the Thunderbird Sport, that's a 
big reduction, accompanied by new 
widespread yet pulled-back handlebars 


that deliver an incredibly comfortable 
and relaxing riding stance, even for a 6- 
footer like myself. Anyone much taller 
than that is going to feel cramped in the 
legs, even though the footpegs have 
been moved low enough to touch down 
rather easily if you get remotely enthusi- 
astic about leaning the Legend over in 
turns. But for midsized riders, the seat- 
ing position of Triumph's lady-rider 
answer to the Harley Hugger and Cus- 
tom 53 is miles more comfortable than 
the T-Bird Sport's stretched-out stance, 
and on the new bike there's also no 
problem riding it in jeans if you have 
longer legs, since you won't get toasted 
by making friends with the right end of 
the cylinder head, as happens on the 
Sport. 

This is no pseudo-flat-track hotrod, 
but a chilled-out cruiser triple in a way 
no other member of the T-Bird family 
has thus far been, yet one with the accent 
on ridability rather than show, shorn of 
the chromed reference points to Tri- 
umph's yesteryears that its sister "Birds 
boast in the interests of cost-sav ing. 

While the Legend TT (Why'd they 
call it that? No bike looking remotely 
like this ever raced on the Isle of Man 
nor on the Ascot/Peoria TT flat-tracks!) 
doesn't look cheap, it is stripped down 
compared to its three-cylinder counter- 
parts, as the matte-black side covers and 
lack of chrome adornment on the radia- 
tor, instrument backs, taillight or other 
components attest, while the chrome 
air-filter covers look like they each lost a 
badge that vibrated loose. 

But there are neat touches, nonethe- 
less, such as the megaphone exhausts 
(one a 2-into-1, the other r a single pipe), 
Akront alloy rims to the wire wheels, 
the trademark T-Bird retro horn (loud 
enough to wake the doziest car driver) 
and especially the understated plain 
paint job in a choice of red or black. And

on our pre-production test bike, there 
was a classy cream stick-on tank badge, 
one that all the potential female owners 
I spoke to voted unanimously in favor 
of compared to the much butcher-look- 
ing metal Triumph badge that will 
apparently adorn the customer bikes. 
Think again, Mr. Bloor: One of your key 
target markets thinks you got it right the 
first time - even if the result isn't so 
heavy on corporate identity! But so 
what - which other bike manufacturer 
makes a three-cylinder street bike? 

Slinging a leg over a Triumph of the 
modern era has never been easier than 
on the new cruiser, because even com- 
pared to the 29.5-inch seat height of the 
Adventurer and base Thunderbird 
cruisers, the Legend is as low-slung and 
compact-seeming as a Ducati Monster, 
and that's with 17-inch wheels at both 
ends, rather than the 18/16-inch combo 
of its kin. 

Shod with Bridgestone's grippy 
round-profile BT57 rubber, these deliver 
progressive, predictable turn-in to cor- 
ners, as well as a bit less understeer than 
the T-Bird and Adventurer if you accel- 
erate hard banked over (though steering 
geometry is the same as the other two 
bikes, with the T-Bird family's stock 27- 
degree head angle and 105mm of trail), 
and a .2-of-an-inch shorter wheelbase, at 
60.8 inches. With the considerable lever- 
age of the wide bars, you do have to be 
careful not to oversteer into turns when 
you first ride the bike. 

Steering lock could be a little better, 
too - three-point turns are a must even 
in quite wide roads. Maybe it's the arm- 
chair riding position, with added luxury 
supplied by the well-padded seat (pas- 
senger space is good, but there's no 
grab-handle - surely an unnecessary and 
unwise economy, though there's a 
rather inaccessible strap on the seat) and 
thick rubber footpeg pads, but most 
likely it's the incredibly smooth and 
torquey engine that gives you the dis- 
tinct impression of riding the two- 
wheeled version of a Buick sedan - and 
an automatic one, at that. For even 
though Triumph insists that the new 
bike's engine package is completely 
unchanged from the Thunderbird and 
Adventurer, you have a hard time 
believing it because the laid-back Leg- 
end encourages a different kind of rid- 
ing style. 

Hey - life's a cruise, so go with the 
flow: Use ratios two through four on the 
five-speed gearbox as a means of getting 
from bottom to top as conveniently as 
possible. Once you're in fifth gear, just 
leave it there until you have to come to a 
dead halt - and only then. For the flexi- 
ble friend that is the Legend's 885c 
three-cylinder motor (here fitted in 
detuned, 69-bhp Thunderbird mode 
rather than the mildly powered-up 
Sport version) pulls like an electric train 
from literally off idle, allowing you to 
drop engine speed as low as 1000 rpm, 
then ride cleanly away with minimal 
clutch slip - all in top gear. In practice, 
this means the Legend will pull from 15 
mph to well over three figures (likely 
top speed is around 120 mph, but if you 
want to go that fast on a three-cylinder 
motorcycle, buy a Daytona) without 
slipping the clutch or changing gear, all 
with a seamless, smooth and ever-so- 
seductive power delivery that's accom- 
panied by one of the most unique 
exhaust notes in motorcycling today, 
and vibration so minimal - thanks to the 
gear-driven counterbalancer - that what 
little remains adds character without 
being a chore. 

Honestly, you only find yourself 
changing gear out of force of habit, but 








it's really unnecessary unless you want 
to truly maximize acceleration. All you 
have to do to take advantage of a gap in 
the traffic or lay on a bit of a blast of 
acceleration is gas the Legend wide open 
- as low as 2000 rpm - and there isn't the 
slightest sign of transmission backlash or 
hiccup from the three 36mm flat-slide 
CV Keihins Triumph has now adopted 
across its to replace the former Mikunis. 

This is the easiest-riding motorcycle 
l've ridden for a very long time, with its 
cruiser credentials enhanced by the 
extra margin of safety that the Tri- 
umph's handling package brings on 
board. This means each road cruise is a 
voyage likely to have a happy ending, 
because you know that whatever unex- 
pected circumstance fate can sling at 
you, the Legend has capability in hand 
to deal with it. Not like, say, a wannabee 
Harley like the Suzuki Intruder... but 
then, the Triumph isn't pretending to be 
something it isn't, with dynamics sacri- 
ficed in favor of The Look: It's an honest 
bike, and an honest ride. 

So though the 43mm forks are com- 
pletely nonadjustable, their triple-rate 
springs give good ride quality and soft 


. low-speed compliance that stiffens up 


and becomes more assertive once you 
start pushing harder, or find yourself in 
a tight corner - literally, even. 

Rebound damping is well chosen, 
because the front end doesn't pogo back 
and forth if you hit a bumpy patch of 
road cranked over, and this - together 
with the torquey, forgiving engine and 
relaxed riding position - makes the Leg- 
end a great country-roads bike. 

Cruising the Warwickshire lanes on a 
sunny summer day at around 60 mph 
with the sun glinting off the (unlock- 
able) chrome filler cap is a recipe for 
relaxation on two wheels, savoring the 
sound of the engine and the smell of the 
countryside, secure in the knowledge

power if you find yourself 
having to share a narrow 
road with an oncoming 
tractor. Panic stops are 
okay, too, for those times a 
loose cow wanders inex- 
orably out of a field and 
onto the road - but here 
you have to stamp on the hefty 285mm 
rear disc as well, in which case, even 
with a passenger on board, you've got 
stopping potential to spare, helped mar- 
ginally by the Legend's slightly lower 
dry weight of 473 pounds compared to 
the Adventurer's 495 (and the T-Bird's 
484 pounds). See - it is stripped down! 
That passenger comes in useful in 
making the rear suspension work better 
in terms of ride quality than it does 
when ridden solo, a sure sign that the 
rear shock is oversprung on the stock 
settings - a criticism I’ve leveled before 
at the Thunderbird, though the Legend 
does offer an improvement in compli- 
ance over that, at least. This is probably 
because the rear link has been altered to 
take account of the modified rear chassis 
and 17-inch wheel, and in any case it's 
not stiff enough to spoil enjoyment at 
the speeds at which the Legend asks to 
be ridden. The rear end is adjustable for 
preload (though I'm not sure how easi- 
ly, outside of a workshop) but not for 
compression or rebound damping. 
While it's worth noting that there's 
no center stand, the sidestand is easily 
pulled out while sitting on the bike, and

when you engage gear with the engine 
running, though you can warm the bike 
up on the choke without sitting on it. 
Hey - some of the Italian marques have 
even started copying this, at last. 

l'll admit that when I first saw the 
Legend TT in photos, I didn't think T'd 
enjoy riding it much: A stripped-out 
budget bike, selling on price rather than 
personality or performance. Well, much 
to niy surprise, I was quite wrong. The 
Legend is different from other bikes in 
the Triumph family, exactly the kind of 
practical real-world cruiser that epito- 
mizes the pleasure of motorcycling, yet 
with built-bin safety margins and 
reserves of performance that you may 
only tap occasionally, but which are 
there when needed to enhance your rid- 








ing enjoyment. 

The riding position has very appar- 
ently been carefully tailored to deliver 
comfort as well as control, with the 
important provison that the wide han- 
dlebars aren't too high and are pulled 
back just far enough so that at speeds up 
to 80 mph you don't have to risk suffer- 
ing rigor mortis of the forearms holding 
on tight. Above that, you may have to 
grip a little harder - but, really, this is a 
bike that asks to be ridden in a relaxed 
manner, so cool it and chill out. 

This is Triumph's living Legend - a 
bike that proves that less can indeed be 
more, and in doing so represents a 
potent first step on the three-cylinder 
loyalty ladder. €N

ver since the Katana 750 emerged 

on the scene in 1989, it has been 

one of Suzuki's best-selling 
sport/standard bikes. It has not, howev- 
er, enjoyed quite the popularity of the 
Katana 600, but it has been a good 
mover for Suzuki nonetheless. The rea- 
sons the 750 (and the 600, for that mat- 
ter) is liked by so many are numerous: 
good overall! performance, distinctive 
styling and pleasing ergonomics, to 
name a few. But, perhaps the main rea- 
son of all is how easy the Katana is on 
the pocketbook. For just about $7000, 
you get a lot of motorcycle. 

The Katana 750 hasn't changed much 
throughout its nine years of dependable 
service - until now. Suzuki finally decid- 
ed that it was time to give the dated 
Katana a more modern look and feel, 
and gave it a complete make-over. 

At one time, the Katana's air/oil- 
cooled, inline four-cylinder engine was 
the hottest thing between two wheels, 
but that was some 10 years ago, when it 
powered the first-generation GSX-R750. 
By today’s standards, the Katana’s pow- 
erplant is mildly exciting, but minor 
tweaking of the crankcase, new valve 
timing, a longer-stroke crankshaft, and 
slightly more displacement (from 748cc 
to 749cc) have combined to improve the 
Katana's low-to-midrange performance 
and give it a more spunky feel. 

But perhaps the single most impor- 
tant change to the motor is the new-style 
Mikuni BSR carburetors, which feature 
the same throttle-slide design as is used 
on the GSX-R600 and the 1997 GSX 
R750. These carburetors have a different 
slide shape that: helps create more stable 
negative pressure around the jet needle 
and slide vacuum holes for improved 
fue! atomization and better throttle 
response. 

Completing the combustion cycle is a 
new and lighter 4-into-2-into-1 (rather 
than the original 4-into-2) exhaust sys- 
tem, which includes a new muffler. 

These changes, of course, did not turn 
the Katana 750 into a GSX-R killer, no: 
were they meant to; rather they were 
intended to make riding the Katana an 
even more pleasurable experience. Rol!

the throttle on and the Katana responds 
nicely while pulling strongly through 
the GSX's six gears - but just how strong: 
ly? We had to find out. 

Our friends at White Brothers offered 
us the use of their dynamometer, where 
our test bike registered 87 horsepower 
(measured at the rear wheel) at just over 
10,000 rpm. That's nothing to write 
home about (unless you are a 600), but, 
in the case of the Katana, quality is more 
important than quantity. 

The motor is typically inline-four 
smooth, with only a slight hint of buzzi- 
ness sprinkled throughout its super-linear 
powerband. It pulls well off the bottom 
but isn't what we would call a torquey 
motor; instead, the meat of the power- 
band starts making its presence known at 
around the 6000 rpm mark, but you'll find 
yourself usually hanging out, cruising 
down the highway somewhere between 







































the 4500-6000 rpm range. Top gear is a lit- 
tle revvy at 65-70 mph. You'll find your- 
self constantly searching for that "sev- 
enth” cog as you're blasting along, 
seemingly stuck in second gear. 

Shifting the Katana is typically Suzu- 
ki-smooth. The shift-lever throw is very 
short and precise, and the clutch pull is 
light with excellent feel. 

Our Katana started just fine without 
the aid of the choke, which is a good 
thing because the handlebar-mounted 
choke is, well, a joke - it's either off or 
on. Leave the choke in the "on" position 
for more than a few seconds after start- 
ing and you might float the valves; turn 
it in the "off" position and the engine 
usually turns off. There's no real happy 
medium. We found it best to ignore the 
choke altogether and simply blip the 
throttle a couple of times after it lights. 
After a very short warmup period, 
you're off. A hot motor requires a 
healthy dose of throttle when you hit 
the starter button. 

Even though the Katana's engine 
took on many subtle changes, it's the 
updates to the chassis that really 
improves this motorcycle. A new gas- 
charged shock - with a remote reservoir 
- a wider and longer swingarm, new 
forks, and slightly wider tires improve 
the Katana's overall ride and cornering 
prowess tremendously.

Both the fork and shock feature 
rebound-damping adjustments now, 
and the action of both are impressive. At 
speed, the Katana tracks straight and 
true, offering a solid - yet slightly plush 
- feel. 

It has been a while since we last rode 
the Katana 750 and we certainly don't 
remember it cornering as well as this 
one does, as it is not far off the pace of 
some of the more expensive and higher- 
tech sportbikes. The new Katana leans 
into the corners with very little effort 
from the rider; all you have to do is just 
pick your line and go there. The Katana 
will not argue. 

The Dunlop D205 tires seemed to 
stick well. Previous Katanas came with 
Metzler rubber. 

Most of the braking on the Katana 
can be handled solely by the new 
290mm, pin-slide, two-piston front disc 
brake. There's plenty of stopping power 
up front and, once again, there's excel- 
lent feel. 

If comfort is your thing, then you'll 
love the Katana's ergos. This bike is 
made to be ridden long distances with- 
out pain, and it does just that. The han- 
dlebars are positioned just high enough 
so that the pilot isn't hunched over too 
far but still feels as though he's on a

sportbike. The footpegs are mounted in 
just the right spot, and the Corbin-look- 
ing seat - dimples and all - is extremely 
comfortable. 

The aerodynamically shaped Katana 
punches through the wind with ease. 
The rather small windscreen produces 
no buffeting (at least none that we could 
feel), and the rider’s legs fit well into the 
contour of the fuel-tank/fairing area. 
Suzuki claims the Katana’s bodywork 
was developed with the aid of a wind 
tunnel. 

The Katana is a handsome motorcy- 
cle - it always has been - but some peo- 
ple still grumble about the funny holes 
in the sides of the fairing. These holes, 
however, serve an important purpose - 
the hot air coming off the air/oil-cooled 
engine must exit somewhere. 

When Suzuki dealers heard about 
Suzuki's plans to give the Katana a face 
lift, they basically said, “Just make sure 
it has dual headlights,” as their voice is 
basically that of the customer. Obvious- 
ly Suzuki listened, although the two 
lights sort of blend in together. 

The new tailsection is kind of weird, 
as it tapers down to a cone-shaped tail- 
light. Whether or not you like, one thing 
is for sure: It’s a great conversation 
piece, and no one can keep their hands

off of it. Under the seat, Suzuki made an 
effort to provide some storage area. 

It certainly doesn't take a private 
investigator to locate the fuel 
on/off/reserve switch on the Katana, 
which is marked with big letters and a 
large dial, located smack-dab in the 
middle of the left fairing for everyone to 
see. Even bigger are the chrome Katana 
scripts on both sides of the fairing - dif- 
ferent, but neat. 

The instrument panel has a clean and 
uncluttered look, and the electronic 
speedometer has twin trip meters, simi- 
lar to those on the GSX-R600/750 and 
TL models. 

As you can probably tell by now, we 
thoroughly enjoyed riding the new 
Katana 750 and are not ashamed to 
admit it. This bike looks good again and 
has the performance to match, especially 
in the handling department. 

And, despite all the changes, the 
Katana 750 did not go up all that much 
in price - only $100. At just $7199, the 
Katana GSX750 is an absolute bargain, 
just like it always was. 

Let's just hope that when it's time 
for another make-over for the Katana, 
Suzuki doesn't wait another nine 
years. CN

f. 4 ost of the current generation

Cw up have been at least sporting, 
but strictly speaking, even about the 
current R1100RS, none could be called a 
sportbike. 

This appears to no longer be the case. 
A year after the introduction of BMW's 
first over-100-hp motorcycle - the 130-hp 
K1200RS - comes the most powerful 
Boxer-twin-powered BMW ever, the 98- 
hp R11008S. The "S" is tor "Sports." 

Despite the pure "Sports" moniker, 
BMW still bills this machine as a sport 
tourer - like its stablemate, the 90-hp 
R1100RS - but the 75-year-old German 
company strove to make the S model 
closer to the spirit of the R90S, the bike 
with which BMW won the inaugural 
AMA Superbike Championship in 1976. 

At the core of this more sporting focus 
is the more powerful engine. Though 
maintaining the bore and stroke figures 
of the 99 x 70.5mm 1085cc Boxer engine 
fitted to the RS, compression was raised 
by using new pistons, and a new, more 
freely breathing, plate-type air filter 
replaces the round element found on the 
RS. Maximum engine speed was 
increased to 8400 rpm - up from 7900 - 






























with forged connecting rods fitted to han- 
dle the extra revs. Updated Bosch 
Motronic engine-management system 
(MA 2.4 vs. the 2.2 used on most of the 
other Boxers) was further modified to 
match the character of the retuned 
engine. And while all these things did 
their part to up both the horsepower and 
torque (now 98 hp and 71 ft.-Ib., respec- 
tively), the gains were largely attributable 
to the tucked-in, 916-like twin silencers 
and new larger-diameter stainless-steel 
low-pressure exhaust system (still fitted 
with a catalytic converter, naturally). 

Further enhancing the sporting char- 
acter of the S is the addition of a close- 
ratio six-speed gearbox, a gearbox that 
retains a single-plate dry clutch. 

Great efforts were made to make the 
R11008 lighter - in both look and on the 
scale. From the wheels to the magne- 
sium head bolts (“a weight saving of 800 
grams") and carbon-fiber front fender, 
most of the components on the S were 
examined in an effort to make them 
lighter. The net result is a bike that 
weighs 505 pounds wet.

Suspension front and rear was 
upgraded to match the handling of the 5 
to its intended sporting role, with a 
rebound-damping adjustment added to 
the front shock, the knob for which 
pokes up from behind the steering head. 
The Telelever system was made a little 
over two pounds lighter, and it retains 
the anti-dive characteristics found on 
other BMWs. The rear Paralever suspen- 
sion features spring-preload and 
rebound-damping adjustment. 

The frame on the S model is unique in 
the BMW line. Though the engine is still

frame links the rear sus- 
pension (no longer 
mounted to the engine 
cases) directly to the cast- 
aluminum steering head. 
Interestingly, the wheel- 
base of 58.19 inches is just 
about .2 of an inch longer 
than on the RS. However, 
trail was reduced 11mm 
to 100mm, and head angle 
is a .5-degree-steeper 25 
degrees. 

The floating, 305mm brake discs at 
the front of the S are the same as on the 
RS, but mounted directly to the wheel - 
just as on the K1200R5, from which 
come the rims - in an effort to reduce 
unsprung weight. Four-piston solid- 
mounted Brembo calipers now receive 
their push from a new master cylinder, 
the diameter of which has been reduced 
to decrease required lever pressure. In 
true BMW form, ABS is available. 

But as important as making bike feel 
light was making it look light.

BAKERSFIELD, CA, JULY 18 

he weather was hotter than the 
1 on the race track, though 

not by much, as former AMA 
Grand National Champion Gene 
Romero brought his brand of flat-track 
motorcycle racing to Bakersfield just as 
the San Joaquin Valley was plunged into 
the throes of a summer heat wave. 

But the racers not only survived, they 
thrived, as Northern California rider 
Steve Mayfield rode a perfect race to 
capture the 15-lap, 12-rider 600cc Expert 
main event aboard his Mayfield Broker- 
age/Arai/Hap Jones Rotax. Mayfield, 
who also sometimes wears a promoter's 
hat when he teams up with friend and 
fellow dirt tracker Chris Carr to host 
special events at the Lodi Cycle Bowl, 
was all racer, leading the main event 
from start to finish on the dry, narrow- 
grooved Bakersfield Speedway third- 
mile. 

“I just got the lead and rode as 
smooth as I could, and tried not to make 
mistakes," Mayfield said. "It was a pret- 
ty narrow groove. It was fast, but there 
wasn't a lot of room to pass. I'd already 
had a pretty good night, but a good start 
was the key (to winning)." 

Mayfield finished at the head of a 
three-rider freight train that included 
two more Northern Californians - for- 
mer full-time AMA Grand National 
campaigner Lonnie Pauley, on his Bullet 
Racing Engines /Tuff Plates Wood- 
Rotax, and Nor Cal short-track veteran 
Paul Iwanaga, who was aboard a brand- 
new Rod Lake Racing Rotax. 

Three eight-lap Expert heats whit- 
tled the field down to 12 finalists. May- 
field was the man to beat in the first 
Expert heat. Quickest off the start, 
Mayfield jumped ahead of a pack con- 
taining Iwanaga, John Garcia and 
Michelle DiSalvo. As the field began to 
string out, Mayfield began to stretch his 
lead, coming underneath AMA starter 
Scott Zimmerman's checkered flag a 
good two lengths ahead of Iwanaga, 
who remained second. Garcia finished

third, gaining the only other available 
direct transfer to the main event. 

Randy Bereman scored the win in 
heat number two in much the same way 
as Mayfield. Bereman eased his Rotax 
off the line ahead of Ronnie Reimer and 
L&R Husaberg-mounted Rob Damron 
and stayed there, clicking off eight clean 
laps for the win. Behind him, Damron 
and Reimer engaged in a heated battle 
for second place. Damron got the nod 
after diving under Reimer in turns three 
and four and emerging with the second 
spot, which he held to the finish. 

Pauley launched his Billy Fagundes- 
tuned Wood-Rotax out in front of the 
pack to start heat three, leading Bob 
Seay and Jesse Sanchez around the fast, 
dished oval. Pauley's lead was never in 
jeopardy, and he crossed the line in first, 
completing the eight-lapper with a fast 
time of two minutes, 18.21 seconds. Seay 
hung on for second place, finishing 
about four bike lengths behind Pauley. 
Sanchez was third, and he earned the 
last direct ticket to the feature. 

The 600cc Expert semi was the only 
avenue left for the remaining nonquali- 
fied riders, Washington TT and short- 
track hotshoe J.P Simonsen among 
them. But Simonsen nearly ruined his 
chances to make his long trek from the 
Pacific Northwest worthwhile as he 
jumped the start with two other riders 
and was placed on the penalty line. It 
was no problem for Simonsen, however, 
as he quickly blew through the field to 
settle into third behind winner Steve 
Johnson and runner-up Michelle DiSal- 
vo by the time the checkered flag was 
thrown. 

As the 12 fastest riders of the night 


staged for the main event, Pauley and 
Mayfield used their low draws to select 
starting spots up near the wall, closest to 
the groove. Lined up to their right on 
the front row, from the inside pole, were 
Damron, Iwanaga, Seay and Bereman. 
When the light flashed green, Mayfield 
reacted the quickest and jumped onto 
the groove with the lead, followed by 
Pauley and Iwanaga, the latter some- 
how managing to find traction on the 
dusty low side of the track and make his 
way past Damron into third place. 

As the race progressed, it was clear 
that Mayfield, Pauley and Iwanaga 
were hooked up better than the rest, as 
they pulled away and created a three- 
rider battle for the win. The trio ran 
nose to tail, with Pauley pressuring 
Mayfield early, probing for a way 
around him. 

"He was real consistent," Pauley 
said. “If I'd have had just one more foot, 
I could have wheeled by him. But I 
didn't want to take him off the groove to 
do that." 

Pauley backed off slightly when the 


race neared the halfway point, and then 


came at Mayfield again. 

"I could feel the pressure from him 
for the first seven or eight laps," May- 
field said. "Then he backed off, and then 
I felt him again. I kept running it in 
harder and harder, but I'd start skidding 
up (the track). I was like, ‘No way am I 
giving it to him." There was no sense in 





































trying to pass guys who were already 
behind me when I’m leading the race." | 

As the last few laps ticked off, May- 
field simply hugged the bottom, forcing 
Pauley to use the high side if he wanted 
to make the pass. In the meantime, 
Iwanaga continued to run a competitive 
- but rather quiet - third. 

"If I'd have gotten to the groove 
quicker... I don't know," Iwanaga said. 
“I just put this new motorcycle together. 
It's got a J&M Racing frame - this is the 
first time I’ve ridden it, and we only 
made one adjustment to it all night. 1 
really want to thank Joe Carrera and 
Bob White for helping me build this 
thing all last week. 

"As a race, I enjoyed this," Iwanaga 
continued. "It was slippery, and it really 
allowed us to run wheel to wheel. But 
I’m more of a cushion rider anyway. | 
like steering with the rear wheel." 

Runner-up Pauley was less than sat- 
isfied with his finish, but more than sat- 
isfied with tlle fact that it allowed him to 
retain the series points lead with just 
one round left to be run. 

“I think I'm still in the points lead, 
but I'm not too worried about that," 
Pauley said. "I come to these races to try 
and win them. I came up a little bit short 
tonight, but second is better than third."

Damron went on to finish fourth, 
with Sanchez rounding out the top five. 

The 600cc Pro Sport main event 
looked to be a shootout between veteran 
Ronnie Brown and perhaps the hottest 
kid in AMA Pro Sport racing of late, 
Kenny Noyes. Brown grabbed the lead 
off the start of the 12-lap, 12-rider fea- 
ture, with Noyes hot on his tail. But it 
wasn't long before Noyes made a mis- 
take, running too close to Brown in a 
corner, tagging Brown's rear wheel and 
nearly high-siding. Noyes dropped back 
off the pace, but fellow Lodi Cycle Bowl 
racer Toby Jorgensen stepped it up and 
challenged Brown to the finish. Unfortu- 
nately, there was no way around Brown, 
and Jorgensen had to settle for second 
place. Tony Souza was third, Rick 
Pearce fourth, and Noyes salvaged fifth. 

A.J. Herrera had absolutely no prob- 
lems in the six-rider 883 main event. 
Herrera, who has plied his trade in the 
Harley-Davidson Sportster Series from 
time to time, quickly ran away from a 
chasing pack containing Norm Francis, 
Ruben Malaguarnero and Ken Schloss- 
er, among others. In fact, as Herrera 
continued to run out front, perhaps the 
most interesting spectacle on the race 
track was that of vintage Triumph- 
mounted Jeff Johnson, who gave the 
crowd a thrill as he tried to reel in the 
pack after starting the race on the back 
straightaway. Though he was technical-

ly not scored in the race, Johnson made 
a show of it as he came from behind and 
overtook all but winner Herrera during 
the main event. Officially, Francis was 
second, and Malaguernero was third, 
but the crowd appeared to applaud 
Johnson the loudest. 

"We had a problem with a magneto 
in our 750cc heat race," said Johnson, 
who rides his Hanvey /Dennis-backed, 
stock-framed Triumph in vintage races 
throughout California. "We asked if we 
could just come out with the 883s to test 
it and see if it ran. Gene Romero just 
told us to go on out and see what we 
could do. We were havin' a ball out 
there - no pressure." 

"Master showman" Johnson came 
back in the 750cc Modern Vintage main 
event, which was perhaps tainted by a 
decided lack of entries - especially when 
vintage dirt track appears to be quite 
popular in California - and led the race 
from wire to wire. Craig Haas came up 
and challenged Johnson during the mid- 
dle portions of the race before Johnson 


turned up the wick again and took an 


easy win over Haas and third-placed 
Clyde Dennen Jr. CN

oel Smets marched relentlessly on 

toward his third World title with 

a double moto win at the French 
track in Ernee, but what a good job for 
the Belgian that the more conservative 
members of the FIM were not present to 
censure him for playing to the gallery 
after the race. 

The amiable Belgian, so popular with 
the fans in every country, was followed 
to Brittany by a large contingent of his 
supporters, and he just could not resist 
showing his joy after the win which, 
barring disaster, has effectively sealed 
his third World title. (He now leads by 
50 points, with only 120 more up for 
grabs.) 

Slow laps carrying a national flag are 
a compulsory part of 250cc GP racing 
nowadays, but Smets puts some zip into 
his occasional victory laps, and, in 
France;.he was pulling wheelies while 
standing on the Husaberg seat. And - 
horror of horrors - he wasn't wearing a 
helmet! 

Fortunately, the jovial FIM delegates 
who had been teamed up for the week- 
end in France for the 250cc GP "didn't 
see anything."

And right behind him at the finish 
was Andrea Bartolini, who was initially 
sixth. Not even the Italian found it easy 
to pass on the spectacular but narrow 
and winding track in front of the 15,000 
in the gallery.

The second race was again all about 
Smets, but what a fight 32-year-old Aus- 
trian privateer Erwin Machtlinger put 
up for 15 minutes after taking the 
holeshot. Even the champion took a rest 
from his persistent attempts to pass in 
the early laps before eventually charg- 
ing the Austrian and surprising him 
after a quarter of an hour. And even 
after that, Erwin only lost one more 
position to record the first two-stroke 
podium finish since Rob Herring did it 
in Spain. 

The other man to pass him was Peter 
Johansson, who was setting faster lap 
times than in the opener once he got a 
clear track. 

“I might even have been able to chal- 
lenge Joel, but I slid sideways where 
they had watered the inside of the first 
turn, and that let Darryll King in front of 
me," Johansson said. "I needed 20 min- 
utes to pass him, and then had to pass 
Machtlinger. By the time I was second, 
Joel was long gone."

FIM World Championship 250cc MX Series 
Round 10: Venezuelan GP

MARACAY, VENEZUELA, JULY 19 
r the fourth time this year, Stefan 
Everts and Sebastien Tortelli trad- 
ed moto wins, as the World 250cc 
MX Championship moved to South 
America for round 10 of the series, but it 
was the defending champion, Everts, 
who came away with a smile on his face, 
as mistakes cost his French rival dearly: 
Tortelli saw his points deficit grow to 13 
after a crash-induced fifth in the first 
moto. 

Thirteen points may not seem like an 
awful lot, but at this point it could mean - 
to take the title away from Everts - that the 
Frenchman must win nine of the remain- 
ing 12 motos if no one else in the motos 
can head the champ. Since round three of 
the series in Holland, when a collision 
with Tallon Vohland kept Everts down to 
fourth in the first moto, the Belgian has 
only been headed home once by anyone 
other than Tortelli. That defeat was at the 
hands of Pit Beirer in the Czech Republic, 
where Everts spent 45 minutes all over 
but never in front of the German on a ter- 
ribly single-grooved track. 





None of the GP regulars really 
seemed to enjoy the tropical heat of 
Venezuela, and lone American Vohland 
suffered more than most. He proved in 
practice that he was as fast as anyone by 
setting the best time for most of the day, 
but his lack of racing in recent months 
showed as he tired to seventh during 
the second half of the first moto after 
holding third early on. 

A twisted ankle, caused when a local 
ran into him at the first turn of race two, 
handicapped the Yamaha factory rider 
yet more in race two, and he came home 
a painful 15th. CN

Chiodi 
turns the 
screw

OSS, HOLLAND, JULY 12 
while back, defending World 
125ርር Motocross Champion 
lessio Chiodi had not been the 
luckiest rider, as engine failures, a bro- 
ken chain and two first-turn crashes had 
left the little Italian thinking his title 
reign was coming to an end. 
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But his luck seems to be changing as 
of late. 

With the determination that took 
Chiodi to the championship in 1997, the 
reigning king of European 125cc 
motocross has seemingly turned the cor- 
ner in this year's championship chase 
and is now back on track and back in 
control of the series points chase follow- 
ing his second GP success in a row, his 
latest win coming in Holland. 

Qualification for the Dutch GP was 
surprisingly dominated by Yamaha- 
mounted Carl Nunn. The British rider 
had never finished with the top qualifi- 
cation spot and was obviously not dis- 
appointed. 

“It’s another milestone," Nunn said. 
"| had my first holeshot in San Marino a 
few weeks ago and now my first num- 
ber-one qualification position; a moto 
win would be nice." 

Another to shine in qualification was 
another Yamaha rider, David Vuillemin. 
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The 21 -year-old Frenchman was looking 


to win his fourth GP of the year. 

“It’s important to perform tomor- 
row,” Vuillemin said on Saturday,.”but I 
feel good on this track - many jumps, 
and that’s nice.” 

Chiodi, who had finished only .04 of 
a second behind Nunn, was looking to 
spring a surprise on the two Yamaha- 
mounted riders. 

"] want to win every moto here and 
every moto in the last two rounds,” 
Chiodi said. 

While pouring rain had turned the 
qualification into a wet affair, the same 
was not the case on race day, as 80- 
degree temperatures made the long, 
sandy and bumpy Dutch track exhaust- 
ing to ride. | 

As the riders made their way up the 
slightly uphill starting straight at the 
start of the first moto, it was Italian 
Yamaha rider Claudio Federici who 
took the lead in front of local rider 
Roche Mezenberg and Chiodi. 

Chiodi was soon past Mezenberg and 
sniffing at Federici's back wheel, and 
Federici knew it. 

"The first few laps, it was okay," Fed- 
erici said. "Then I started feeling tired. It 
was not arm pump; I just did not feel 
good." 

Chiodi had his side of the story. 

“I wanted to win and had to fight to 
get past Claudio, but I found some spots 
on the track that were good for passing 
and picked one of those to get him," 
Chiodi said. "It was a sweeping turn 
with some jumps coming up, so I kept it 
on and made a pass." 

Further back, other riders were in all 
sorts of trouble; one of those riders was 
Vuillemin. He was suffering from what 
has been his problem the past few 
weeks: bad starts. He gated in about 
25th place and was forced to make 
another one of his charges. 

"The first corner, you must get a 
good start here, and I did not," 
Vuillemin said. "I could not see any- 
thing until about the third corner (some 
200 yards down track)." 

Frederic Vialle was nearly in last 
place, while Nunn's quick Saturday 
time was wasted, as he trailed in 22nd 
place.

As the moto wore on, Chiodi turned 
up the heat, moving away from Federici, 
who in turn dropped into the trap of 
another Dutch rider, Remy Van Rees. 

Van Rees, who rides factory-backed 
Kawasakis for Jan de Groot in the 250cc 
Series, was brought in as the locally 
seeded rider, and he knew his way 
around the thick sand. By lap 13, he 
passed Federici for second, while 
Vuillemin was already in fourth place, 
and former 125 and 250cc motocross 
champion Alessandro Puzar was in 
eighth place. 

Chiodi cruised to his third moto win 
in as many tries, extending his champi- 
onship points lead over Vuillemin, who 
finished behind Van Rees and Federici. 

“I rode very well, but I lost points on 
Chiodi, and that’s not good,” Vuillemin 
said. “If I can gate well in the second 
moto, I can get them back.” 

Nunn had finished in 18th place.

“First I crashed over a 
jump,” Nunn said. “It just 
flicked me off. Then I could 
not get going again.” 

Another British rider to 
find some form, though, was 
James Dobb, who had fin- 
ished in fifth place. 

“It’s about time,” he said. 


“I finally feel I'm getting it - 


together.” 

While Vuillemin played with his 
throttle at the start gate, Chiodi looked 
relaxed and prepared. Vuillemin, how- 
ever, gated well, only to have riders 
pass him in all directions by the first 
corner. 

Chiodi was chasing Finnish rider 
Miska Saarenkoska, who had positioned 
himself at the front of the second moto. 
Chiodi was again ready to pounce, and 
by half-distance he was already gone. 
Vuillemin, now out of the top 10, was 
using energy at a rapid rate, as he 
fought past slower riders on the now 
deeply rutted track. 

“This track was getting more difficult 
as the moto went on,” Vuillemin said. 
“It’s one of those tracks that take your 
strength; you must fight with it.” 

While Vuillemin showed his talent to 
pass, his gating had let him down. 

"It's a problem I did not have all year 


- just the past few weeks," Vuillemin 
said. "I need to get starts. Giving Chiodi 
and the others such a huge lead is stu- 
id." 

i Chiodi again dominated from the 
front, winning by 10 seconds over 
Vuillemin and 18 seconds over Federici. 
Further back were Puzar in fourth and 
Alessandro Belometti in fifth. 

"| had some bad luck, and it's time 
for me to show that I can get over that," 
winner Chiodi said afterward. "I felt 
very strong. The problem with my bike 
has gone away, and we are winning 
again." €N

nless you're name is Matt Hines, 
B... aren't too many occupa- 
ዘመ tions more frustrating these days 
than being an NHRA Pro Stock Bike 
racer. Hines continued his stranglehold 
on the class at the Mopar Parts Mile 
High Nationals in Denver, where the 
second-generation prodigy won for the 
seventh time in eight races and 





improved ከ15 win/loss record in 1998 to _ 


an astounding 28-1. 

Hines, who now has 17 career victo- 
ries in just 34 starts, overcame Denver's 
notoriously thin air, which was made 
even thinner by 100-degree tempera- 
tures, to take the Vance & Hines Eagle 
One Suzuki to a 7.82-to-7.88 win over 
Angelle Seeling's Team Winston Suzuki 
in the final round. 

"This weekend was stressful at times, 
and the weather was hot, but it was 
nothing like the last race in St. Louis," 
Hines said. "At that race, we had the 
bike apart after every run. Compared to 
that race, we had it easy here." 

And he made it look easy with a 
track-record 7.80 to qualify on the pole, 
and four straight 7.8-second runs in 
eliminations. ” 

Hines had the quickest bike in every 
round on race day as he used a 7.82 to 
defeat C.J. Smith’s Kawasaki in round 
' one and three-time Winston champ John 
Myers in the second with a 7.83. 

Myers, who ended his nine-year 


association with the Star team earlier 
this season, arrived in Denver with a 
brand-new Suzuki GSX-R that he’s cam- 
paigning with new partner Greg Under- 
dahl. With the help of a lot of friends 
and competitors, including Hines and 
Anoka-Ramsey team owner John 
Noard, who loaned him an engine, 
Myers assembled the bike in the pits, 
qualified eighth with a 7.96, and beat 
Antron Brown in round one with a 7.89. 

“Two weeks ago, this bike was just a 
rolling chassis,” Myers said. “Greg flew 
to my shop in Alabama to help me put it 
together, and we worked day and night 
for nearly a week. The bike still wasn’t 
finished when I got here, but a lot of 
people pitched in to help me. It was 
great to know that I have so many 
friends out here.” 

Hines slowed to a 7.87 in the semis, 
but Underdahl had already left the start- 
ing line too soon on his NCN Communi- 
cations Suzuki, drawing a red light. 

“We made a bad run,” Hines noted. 
“Lucky for me Greg red-lighted, 
because he has the power to run as 
quick as I did.” 

Hines’ slow run in the final-four 
round should have given a glimmer of 
hope to Seeling and the Star team as 
they prepared to face the Vance & Hines 
bike in the final for the fourth time this 
year. However, Seeling and crew chief 
George Bryce were having problems of 
their own with the tricky track condi- 
tions. Seeling made a pair of consistent 
runs in the first two rounds, with 7.88 


and 7.90 wins over Rookie of the Year 
contenders Clarke Paris and Tony 
Mullen, respectively, but she stumbled 
to an 8.09 in the semis and got the win 
only because Gary Tonglet red-lighted. 

“In the second half of the track, we 
are running as fast as Matt is, so I know 
that if we can figure out how to get the 
bike off the starting line quicker, we can 
run with him,” Bryce said. “We changed 
the wheel-and-tire combination before 
the semis, but that slowed us down. I 
honestly believe we have as much 
power as Matt, but I’m not sure what to 
do to get down the track. All we can do 
is throw the whole kitchen sink at it in 
the final and see what happens. At this 
point, I’m willing to try anything.” 

Despite the Star team’s best efforts to 
get the bike up to speed, it didn’t hap- 
pen, as Hines waltzed to his seventh 
win of the season, 7.82 to 7.88, to remain 
unbeaten in three years at Bandimere 
Speedway. 

“I’m disappointed because I’ve never 
seen my team try so hard to win the 
race,” said Seeling, who remains locked 
into second place in the points stand- 
ings, though she is still well behind 
Hines. “This race was very tough on me 
mentally and physically because the 
bike was so violent. It’s hard to go to the 
starting line and concentrate on the 
lights when you have to worry about 
the bike trying to throw you off of it. 
Fortunately, my crew made a lot of 
changes and calmed the bike down in 
the later rounds, and I was able to relax 
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For the fourth time in 1998, Angelle 
Seeling (near lane) came up against Matt 
Hines, and in all four the Team Winston 
bike has come up short. In Denver, 
Seeling's game 7.88 in the final wasn't 
enough to overcome Hines' 7.82.

Points leader Wilkins pulled into the 
box, hoping to regain momentum after a 
seventh-place finish at Hornell. 

ግሜ worked on my clutch after Hornell 
and the motor blew up when I was test- 
ing the clutch," Wilkins said. 

He put in a straight, uneventful run 
for a time of 11.181 seconds, the fastest 
540cc time of round one.

The hill continued to hammer the 
riders, as only seven riders made it over 
the top in round one, so club members 
dressed the hill three-quarters of the 
way through round one. 

Hamilton got out of control over the 
second kicker and went really high off 
the third jump, crashing 30 feet before 
the lights. 

Pinsonnault's first attempt ended 
over the first jump when a chain- 
adjuster bolt broke, derailing his chain. 
After that, Richie Scheurman put in à 
16.308-second ride. 

Terry Thompson ended the 540cc 
first round after he had to shut it down 
about halfway up. 

The hill smoothed out a lot for the 
second round as a groove got worn 
through some of the ruts and times 
dropped dramatically. Pulver put 
together a 10.792-second run for eighth 
overall. 

Libhart's second chance at the hill 
turned into the ride of his pro career. 

"When I left the hole, it came out 
straight and hard," he said. 

Libhart's time of 9.918 would take 
the win. . 

McNeely put together a smooth, 
straight ride for a 10.702 and seventh 
overall. Former 540cc National Champi- 
on Tim Frazier had mechanical prob- 
lems and had to scratch his first ride, 
but he made the most of his second ride. 
Despite a lot of wheel hop over the 
bumps, Frazier held it on for sixth over- 
all at 10.387. Watson also improved with 
a time of 10.067. 

“I messed up over the second jump - 
I wheelied and had to shut it off, so I 
didn't have enough speed over the top," 
Watson said. "I think I could have won 
today. This is my favorite hill." 

Smoot had problems over the second 
breaker, but his 11.725 time got him to 
10th place. Chad Disbennett was the 
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Phil Libhart took his Triumph-powered 
hillclimber to the win on the rain-eroded 
hill in the 540cc class. 


next rider to crack the top 10 with a time 
of 10.865 on his Triumph. 

Then Hamilton pulled the ASAP Rac- 
ing/Get High Racewear/Lanny Zengus 
Triumph to the line, looking for a 
smoother ride. Sometimes you have to 
choose smooth or fast, and Hamilton is 
always charging. 

“I got sideways over the second jump; 
then, 20 feet before the third jump, it 
wheelied and I had to back off,” Hamil- 
ton said. "I cranked it back on and got 
really crossed up over the third jump. 
The forks slammed the steering stop but 1 
held it on and it straightened out." 

Hamilton’s aggression fired him 
through the lights with a 9.960, moving 
him up to second. Pinsonnault repaired 
his bike before his second ride but he 
couldn't run as short a wheelbase as he 
wanted. 

"The bike didn't come out of the hole 
as hard as I wanted," Pinsonnault said. 
^Still, it could have been a lot worse. I 
gained a couple points on Ted." 

Thompson still couldn't put it all 
together, though he did make it over the 
top. 

Then Wilkins came to the line, the 
last rider with a shot at Libhart's time. 
His second run was fast and straight but 
his Rotax just couldn't hook up and he 
ended the day in fourth with a time of 
9.972... - 

“I just missed it a little,” Wilkins said. 
"I couldn't find enough traction. I think 
a chain would have worked better than 
my paddle tire today." 

Libhart had his first win.

Paul Zander, winner in round one of the 
series, seized his BSA 70 feet off the line. 
When Steve Dresser crashed out at the

Jeff Thomas' Yamaha twin seemed to 
have a miss, but he did a good job over 
the jumps to come within .293 of a sec- 
ond of Williams with a 10.239-second 
ride. 

Next up was defending National 
Champion and current points leader 
James Large on the Reiser's Cycle Ser- 
vice/F&S Harley-Davidson XR750. 
Large did a good job on the bottom of 
the hill until he hit the second kicker. 

"We put on a kill-switch system and 
vibration made the connector come 
apart," Large said. 

Harry Denham wasn't as fast as 
“Jammer” on the bottom, but he made it 
over the top in his first attempt at Free- 
mansburg for a time of 14.048, good for 
ninth overall at day's end. 

Glen Petty Jr. trailed Large by one 
point and he put in a solid ride for à 
10.241-second time. 

"I was lucky to get a time," Petty 
said. "I got crooked over the last jump 
and I crashed at the timers." 

After having to go on the clock, Bob 
Castledine had one of his better days at 
Freemansburg and his first ride was 
smooth and just a couple of ticks off the 
pace at 11.537. Mike Debusk really had 
his Kawasaki two-stroke triple scream- 
ing off the line and he was flying when 
he hit the second jump. Debusk was fly- 
ing after the jump, too - unfortunately, 
without his bike. His chain came off, 
throwing him over the bars. Debusk 
would return for his second ride. 

Bobby Templeton got through the 
first two-thirds of the hill in good shape 
but he got a little out of shape near the 
top and had to ease off for an 11.646 
ride. After timing-light problems were 
straightened out, Lou Gerencer was the 
last rider of the first round and he 
picked up a second-place time of 10.198. 

“I got out of the rut off the start and 
wasn't lined up for the first jump,” Ger- 
encer said. "By the time I got it straight, 
I didn't have the momentum at the top 
of the hill for a faster time." 

Price's second ride ended much like 
his first. He came off the line strong but 
ended at the 240-foot mark, victim of a 
mechanical problem. Mark Swem made 
it over the top on his second ride to

Still, the AMA Nationals 
held its share of drama and competitive-

Clark had 
a solo run in the final when Perry 
exploded a manifold on the MRE Suzuki 
during his semifinal bye. With the win 
in hand, Clark and crew chief Rick Stet- 
son took a shot at the track in the final 
and turned in the best lap of the event 
with the injected-alcohol-turbo Koenig 
Kawasaki at a brutal 6.703 at 213.30 
mph. 

Rick Bunting saw his three-race win 
streak snapped in the Fast By Gast Pro 
Modified Series when he broke a 
counter sprocket in round one of elimi- 
nations. Tony Sabino, who was runner- 
up to Bunting at the last two events, 
came through with his first win since 
last season, in Virginia. 

Sabino was the man in qualifying, hit- 
ting the second-quickest Pro Mod pass 
in history at 6.872 at 200.92 mph to 
become the second member of the Fast 
By Gast 200 MPH Club. Qualifying also 
saw Rick Perry become the seventh 
member of the Fast By Gast Six Second 
Club with a 6.964 pass on the MRE Suzu- 
ki. Perry suffered a heartbreaking loss in 
round one when his 6.97 wasn't enough 
to overtake a holeshot-initiated 7.04 by 
rookie sensation Dave Lombardi. 

Sabino broke a transmission in the 
semis, but the Franco's Performance 
team thrashed and made the final, in 
which they met Tony Manning, who 
came off a career-best 7.03 a round earli- 
er. Sabino put up a 6.980 to take the win 
as a faulty solenoid slowed Manning to 
a 7.17.

Funnybike win with a 6.703/213.30-mph 
pass at National Trail Raceway in Ohio. 





A real battle is brewing in the Lec- 
tron Pro Stock Series, in which class 
standout Paul Gast is facing a serious 
challenge from upstart rookie Shawn 
Gann. Gann, who took the previous 
event running low e.t. of every round, 
held the pole in Chicago until the final 
qualifying session, when Gast ripped a 
7.411 at 173 mph to claim the top spot. 
The two met in the final, where Gann 
got the holeshot but was passed by Gast, 
who took the win, 7.44 to 7.49. 

Team Kawasaki rider Rickey Gadson 
remained unchallenged in the 750cc Pro 
Superbike class, taking his fourth 
straight win of the season. The Muzzy 
team qualified number one at 
9.706/138.90 and went on for the win 
over Revlio Tucker, who red-lighted in 
the final. 

Emotions are running high in the 
Kerker 600cc SuperSport class, where 
Keith Dennis, riding Joe Marasco's F&S 
ZX-6R, held a three-race win streak. 
Tech is getting tighter than ever for the 
class, with total engine teardowns of 
finalists and spot checks of all competi- 
tors becoming the norm. 

Dennis qualified number one at 
10.36/133 in Columbus and held a clear 
advantage on the field, running as quick 
at 10.337, but he red-lighted in the final 
against Michael Phillips on the ZX-6R of 
Keith Davis. Phillips, who was runner- 
up to Dennis at the last two events, 








cruised in for his first win in the class 
since the 1996 U.S. Motorcycle Nation- 
als. 

In the Star Performance Parts Top 
Gas Series, Andy Baumbach cut a sharp 
.405 reaction time. in the final to get by 
Stacey Raymond, while Rob McCraw 
took the win in the APE Super Comp 
Series, coming out on top of a double- 
breakout duel with Dean Frantz. Num- 
ber-one plate holder Doug Emge took 
his first RC Components Super Gas 
Series win of the season, getting by Scott 
Sheppard in the final. 

In the Pingel Pro ET Series, number- 
two plate holder Jim Carroll took his 
first win in his second final-round 
appearance of the season, brining Sonny 
Fishpaw's R&S Kawasaki to victory 
over Ricky Stillwell, and Scott Grigaciu- 
nas took the trophy in Street ET, putting 
his Honda F3 past Tracey Fields in the 
final. 

The AMA Nationals is the second of 
three events to contest the Quickest 
Streetbike Shootout for street-legal 
motorcycles in Unlimited, Modified and 
Stock classes. 

The big news in the Shootout came 
prior to the event, when Kawasaki 
rider Rickey Gadson, who won the 
Chicago event in the Modified class on 
Danny Cable's Suzuki, announced that 
he had signed an exclusivity agree- 
ment with Kawasaki and would no 
longer be riding Suzukis in competi- 
tion. Other notable news was that Joe 
Marasco, owner of the 8.190-second 
record-holding GSXR ridden by Keith 
Dennis, would park the bike for the 
Columbus event due to financial rea- 
sons. 

Brock Davidson looked to be the 
man to beat in the Unlimited class, 
qualifying his Suzuki 1200S Bandit on 
the pole with a 8.23/173 and setting low 
e.t. of the event at 8.209 in round one. A 
round later, Davidson bogged and 
stalled the bike just off the line and was 
eliminated. 

Chris Williams, who replaced Gad- 
son on Cable’s Unlimited and Modified 
bikes, took the Unlimited title on 
Cable's '85 Suzuki 1150, running a sharp 
8.25/175 in the final against Tommy 
Miceli on Phil Gonesh's '84 Suzuki. 
Miceli, who fell with a 8.47 against 
Williams, earlier turned the fast lap of 
the event at 181 mph. 

James "Duck" Lauer took the win in 
Modified, qualifying his "90 GSXR num- 
ber one at 8.524 and running a 8.57 in 
the final against Williams, who ran an 
8.67 on Cable's GSXR. Dave Stewart, 
who has the dominant bike in the Stock 
class yet lost to a holeshot in Chicago,

BR /Semoff Brothers Racing piloted 

its Yamaha R1 to victory in:the 

WERA National Endurance Series 
at Grattan Raceway Park, overcoming 
an early crash that placed the team of 
Glenn Szarek, Paul Youngman and 
Evan Semoff two laps down, but 
charged to the lead in the closing min- 
utes of the six-hour event. The win 
stretched the team's overall points lead 
over second-placed Arclight Suzuki. 

Grattan Raceway Park hosted round 
six of the WERA National Endurance 
Series. The two-mile, 11-turn road 
course featured the most technically 
demanding layout of the season. Eleva- 
tion changes, off-camber corners and a 
jump provided teams with a challenging 
venue for the six-hour race. 

The pregrid for the event revealed 
interesting team changes and new local 
teams to add an unfamiliar feel to the 
start. Lee Acree, formerly of the recently 
dissolved Evans Motosport Team, 
joined forces with Arclight Suzuki to 
temporarily replace the injured Mark 
McDaniel. Arclight team owner Chuck 
Warren later made the decision to keep 
Acree as a backup rider for the remain- 
der of the season. Team Great Lakes fea- 
tured two track specialists on a highly 
prepared Kawasaki ZX-7R. Jeff Vos and 
Larry Denning hoped to use track expe- 
rience to push their way to the front of 
the field. 

SBR/Semoff Brothers Racing's 
Szarek jumped to the lead but was 
quickly passed by 1-800-CROTCH 
ROCKET's Ty Howard, also Yamaha 
R1-mounted. Team Great Lakes' Vos got 
a flier of a start, taking third from the 
ninth row just ahead of TKO Racing's 
GSX-R750-mounted Luke Yarbrough. 

Firestorm Racing's GSX-R600 was the 
first causalty of the day when rider Scott 
Brown was forced to enter the pits after 














derailing the chain. Dropping six laps 
on the field, Brown returned to the fray, 
posting 1:24 lap times, easily among g the 
fastest of the day. ። 

Vos took the lead just 20 minutes into 
the first hour, but relinquished it to 
Arclight Suzuki's GSX-R750-mounted 
Chris Hughes. Arclight continued to 
lead at the end of the first hour, with 
SBR/Semoff Brothers Racing just ahead 
of third-placed 1-800-CROTCH ROCK- 
ET. 

"The bike feels good," Vos said. “l 
got a real good start when everybody 
bunched up, and 1 just went around 
them. The pace is really comfortable. 1 
expect that our only problem will be in 
the pits. We'll have to stop more often 
for fuel and make a few tire changes." 

1-800-CROTCH ROCKET was forced 
to pit early in the second hour when the 
shift-linkage rod dropped off its R1 
while the team was in third, giving the 
position to Team Great Lakes and drop- 
ping a lap. 

Race leader Arclight switched riders 
and gave Acree the helm for his first 
stint with the team. The second hour 
ended with Arclight leading and SBR/ 
Semoff Brothers Racing in second, fol- 
lowed by Team Great Lakes. 

Arclight looked set to cruise away 
from the field when electrical problems 
struck during a routine pit stop. The 
bike refused to restart even after 
attempting to push it off. Tracking 
down and replacing a blown fuse forced 
a six-minute pit stop that resulted in the 
team dropping three laps to the new 
leaders, SBR/Semoff Brothers SBR's 
Szarek then crashed out of the lead com- 
ing out of turn six, losing just two laps 
before returning to the race. Team Great 
Lakes inherited the lead at the halfway 
point. 

Team Great Lakes experienced elec- 
trical problems of its own just after the 
halfway point, dropping the team two 
laps. 1-800-CROTCH ROCKET contin- 
ued to suffer shift-linkage problems that 
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forced extra pit stops and cost positions. 
Arclight Suzuki's blown fuse proved to 
be a recurring problem, forcing the crew 
to replace it at every pit stop. This lost 
time that Hughes and Acree were 
unable to make up on the track. TKO's 
Luke Yarbrough and Jamie Lane 
grabbed the lead but lost it when Lane 
high-sided leaving turn nine. Fuel from 
the overflow vent dripping on the rear 
tire was the suspected cause. Tapeworks 
Racing’s GSX-R750-mounted Scott Har- 
well and Russell Masecar rode quickly 
and consistently to take the lead, hold- 
ing it until the final minutes when 
SBR/Semoff Brothers Racing moved 
ahead to take the win. Tapeworks Kac- 
ing finished second, three laps ahead of 
Arclight. 

"This feels great," SBR's Szarek said. 
"We had a little bit of a problem crash- 
ing today, but everybody had problems. 
We just managed to put it all back 
together and keep on going." 

"Round six of the WERA National 
Challenge Series resumed at the Grattan 
Raceway Park, pitting superfast local 
riders against series regulars. Vos, of 
nearby Holland, Michigan, took two vic- 
tories in the GMD Computrack/ Atlanta 
Formula One series and the WERA For- 
mula Two Series, equaling the track 
record in the process. Track specialist 
Larry Denning grabbed the Metzeler 
600cc Superstock Series win to prove the 
local riders can top the regulars. 

Vesrah-backed Mark Junge, both a 
series and track regular, looked to be the 
one to beat in all of the Superstock series 
races but managed victory in only one. 
The Barrington, Illinois, rider cruised to 
victory on his TL1000R Suzuki for his 
second 1100cc Superstock Series win in 
à row. 

Larry Denning, on his Kawasaki ZX- 
6R, took the lead early and held off the 
late-charging, GSX-R600-mounted Junge 
for the win in the Metzeler 600cc Super- 
stock Series. Junge posted the best lap 
times of the race at 1:22.9 but was 
unable to catch Denning. Valvoline/ 

















SBR/Semoff Brothers Racing (22) took the 
win in the six-hour WERA endurance race 
at Grattan Raceway Park after bouncing 
back from an earlier crash. Tapeworks 
Racing (4) was second. 





EMGO Suzuki rider Josh Hayes fought 
from as far back as sixth to eventually 
edge out David Rose for third. 

Bridgestone-backed Vos equaled the 
7-year-old track record held by Rich 
Oliver while winning the WERA For- 
mula Two Series race. Setting the pace at 
1:21.8, Vos beat out Acree after having 
to restart the twice-red-flagged event. 
Once past Joseph Temperato, Scott 
Brown and David Rose, the RS250 
Honda-mounted duo set sail. Vos and 
Acree repeated the feat in the GMD 
Computrack/Atlanta Formula One 
Series race. 

The Michelin 750cc Superstock 
Series resumed with the best battle of 
the weekend. Arclight’s McDaniel and 
Vesrah’s Junge, both on GSX-R750s, 
fought from the drop of the flag. The 
Metzeler-backed McDaniel held off the 
Dunlop-shod machine of Junge corner 
after corner. With laps winding down, 
Junge dived to the inside in turn one, 
while McDaniel held to the middle. 
The two collided, with McDaniel’s 
machine knocking Junge’s rear end 
around, causing the Barrington, Illi- 
nois, rider to slide off the track. 
McDaniel was able to regain control 
and continued to victory. Local rider 
Brian Gibson narrowly led Greg Leffler 
across the line for second. CN

PORTLAND, OR, JULY 19 

, utchman  Racing's. Michael 
‘Barnes proved to be hotter than 
ሼ. M Houston as he burned the com- 
petition at Portland International Race- 
way, taking victories in both Formula 
USA races. 

"Dave Schlosser knows how to make 
power," Barnes said. “The Dutchman 
‘Yamamonster’ is ultra-fast and nothing 
could keep up with it on the straight- 
aways.” 

Local track master Michael Sullivan 
took second place in both races on the 
new Zlock Racing Kawasaki ZX-9. Sulli- 
van applied tremendous pressure on 
Barnes in the second race, forcing him to 
work hard as the two went back and 
forth for the 15 laps. 

"I've been racing here for years and 
I’m comfortable with the track," Sulli- 
van said. "I'll tell you what, though: 
That Yamamonster is flat out the fastest 
bike out here, and I couldn't build up 
enough lead on the last lap." 

In the first race, Sullivan's teammate 
Eric Wood finished third but had to fend 
off fierce attacks from Emgo Valvoline 
Suzuki riders Tray Batey and Grant Lopez. 

"Eric was really driving it in deep," 
Batey said. "He had both the front and 
rear end locked up with the bike side- 
ways as he.dove into turn one." 

Batey applied pressure throughout, 
but Wood calculated his strategy accu- 
rately and rode within his limits to 
secure third. 

In the second Formula USA race of 
the day, Lopez finished third after mak- 
ing the right adjustments to the way the 
motorcycle reacted under heavy braking. 

"During practice I was riding by 
myself and didn't brake aggressively 
into turn one," Lopez said. “In the first 
race, I got surprised when the bike 
wasn't real stable under heavy braking. 
I got that problem fixed and was able to 
go in deeper." 

The adjustments Lopez made 
worked, because he passed Wood and 
Batey on the brakes to secure third. 


RACE ONE 


Sullivan earned pole position for the 
first race with a qualifying lap of 


1:08.271 - two-tenths of a second faster 
than Batey. 

When the green flag fell, it was Zlock 
Racing's Sullivan taking the holeshot. 
But by the time he reached the end of 
the long front straightaway, Barnes had 
zipped by on the Dutchman Yamaha 
and arrived in turn one a hair before 
Sullivan. Wood, meanwhile, was on the 
outside of Sullivan and he used some 
late braking to pull up alongside of his 
teammate entering turn one. The trio 
entered the corner side by side, but the 
two Zlock racers got in a little too hot 
trying to catch Barnes, and both drifted 
wide. 

"Sullivan came around me on the 
first lap with both feet off the pegs, slid- 
ing out towards the edge of the track," 
Barnes said. "It was the most radical 
save I've ever seen." 

With Sullivan collecting himself, 
Barnes put his head down and went to 
work - and by lap three he had built a 
commanding lead over the rest of the 
field. 

With Barnes gone, the real war heat- 
ed up between Zlock Racing and Emgo- 
Valvoline Suzuki as Sullivan and Wood 
had to fend off relentless attacks from 
Batey and Lopez. 

"| got into turn one a little hot," Sulli- 
van said. "When I recovered, I saw 
Barnes was gone and I could hear Eric 
(Wood) behind me. I stepped up the 
pace, but I couldn't shake Eric or catch 
Barnes." 

Wood settled into third behind Sulli- 
van and engaged in a tug of war with 
Batey. After recovering from a Friday 
practice crash, Batey was fortunate to be 
in a position to challenge. 

“I really like Portland," Batey said. 
“It is a very fast track, but I’ve been bit 
here in the past - especially in turn 
four, the only real left-hander. The hot- 
ter it gets, the greasier the track 


- becomes. This makes it hard to get trac- 


tion feedback while the left side of the 
tire is still cold. Once again, I had a 
pretty hard get-off on Friday and 
banged up my knee pretty good." 

Close enough to sniff the exhaust 
fumes from Batey's Suzuki was his 
teammate Lopez, who caboosed the 
four-rider freight train. 

In the second chase pack, Fast By Fer- 
racci/ DKNY Men Racing's Steve Grigg 


led newly recruited Bam Performance 
Racing's Dave Estok. | 

"| had a Formula USA bike available 
and Dave Estok comes highly recom- 
mended," team owner Bruce Labelle 
said. "Vincent Haskovec is coming to 
grips with the bike and I felt he needed 
more time on the Supersport bike." 

Estok quickly acclimated himself to 
the Bam Kawasaki and shadowed Grigg 
around for the entire race. Grigg took 
fifth but had to fight a rear-suspension 
problem that was evident as he exited 
turn nine onto the front straightaway. 
Estok finished fifth. 

"We didn't have enough spring and 
it was hard to get the power to the 
ground," Grigg said. "But once you get 
going, the Ducati top end is incredible." 

Barnes won uncontested, with Sulli- 
van second. E 

"Early on, I knew I had a lot of 
motor," Barnes said. "The Michelin tires 
and EBC brakes combined with Schloss- 
er's motor work made my job a lot easi- 
er." 

Wood filled the last podium spot 
after he finally made a pass stick on 
Batey. 


RACE TWO 


As the green flag dropped for the 
second time, Barnes leaped out in front 
again, but this time there was no three- 
abreast racing into turn one. Sullivan 
followed Barnes closely, even dicing 
back and forth with him in the latter 
stages of the race. 

“I said to myself that I wasn't gonna 
let Barnes get away," Sullivan said. "I'd 
catch him by turn one and pass him in 
turn seven, but once we came onto the 
front straightaway, he'd get an excellent 
drive and blow back by me." 

Barnes, though, couldn't shake Sulli- 
van, and the two pushed the fine edge 
of racing for the entire distance. The tor- 
rid battle between the two brought their 
lap times down into the 1:07s. As their 
lap times dropped, the duo managed to 
pull clear from the rest of the field, leav- 
ing them to do battle among themselves. 

With the leaders gone, the battle for 
third really heated up. Lopez worked 
his way around Batey and Eric Wood, 
jumping into third place. 

"We had to make some adjustments 
to the way the bike was handling under 
hard braking," Lopez said. "We went 
the right way, got that problem fixed 
and I was able to go into one deeper." 

Trailing the lead pack was Estok, but 
he quickly found himself black-flagged 
on the second lap of the race and was 
forced to retire prematurely. 

"There was a great amount of smoke

coming from the Bam Kawasaki," a 
track official said. "If his motor expired 
on track, he could have been a serious 
safety hazard on this very fast speed- 
way." 

Grigg, meanwhile, was hounding 
Batey for fourth place. 

"We got the problem with the rear 
suspension fixed from the first race," 
Grigg said. "I was able to get a much

better drive out of turn nine and was - 


able to pass Batey." 

As the chase pack diced back and 
forth, the battle for first got even hotter. 
Sullivan was slowly reeling in Barnes as 
the race drew to a close. " 

"| couldn't hear anyone behind me in 
the first race," Barnes said. "In this race, 
I could hear Sullivan behind me - but I 
knew I had an advantage over him, so T 
didn't get into a position where I had to 
make a banzai pass. I knew that I could 
get him on the drive out of nine. He 
passed me on the last lap in seven like’ 
he did earlier. I followed and just waited 
for turn nine. I got an excellent drive, 
drafted and pulled around him right at 
the checkered." 

Sullivan put forth an honorable effort 
to finish second to the big Yamaha. " 

"I was definitely stronger entering 
turn seven," Sullivan said, “but there 
was nothing I could do when we hit 
the front straightaway. I came out o 
nine as fast as I could but it wasn't 
quite enough.

out of shape upon landing from a dou- 
ble jump on the opening lap and found 
himself running midpack. 

Garcia was on the move, coming 
from his fourth-place start to snatch the 
"iead away from Collier on the opening 
lap. Garcia started to inch away from 
Collier until his handlebars loosened up 
and his crossbar ended up on his gas 
tank near the halfway point of the race. 
By this time, Shimp was up into second 
piace and double-jumped past the ailing 
Garcia for the lead. Collier took advan- 
tage cf Garcia's problem to make a last- 
lap pass for second. A pretty intense, 
contact-filled fight over fourth between 
Simon and Daryl Ecklund saw Simon 
force his way into the position on the 
final circuit.

The second moto was Shimp's from 
the drop of the gate to the checkered 
flag. 

"It was a really good day," said the

“I’ve been working on 
my starts a lot lately, and I finally got 
them down pretty good today. The track 
was good. They kept it watered pretty 
well." 

Collier gated in second and would 
hold the position all the way up until 
the last lap. 

“He (Garcia) passed me in the back 
sweeper on an inside line; he stuffed 
me," said the Team Green-backed Col- 
lier, who finished third overall, behind 
the 3-2 rides of Garcia. 

Ecklund stuffed Simon on the open- 
ing lap, then motored away to finish 
fourth. Simon still ended up fourth 
overall, beating Ecklund by a single 
point. 

Edward Herring proved he was the 
fastest 80cc (7-11) rider on the track by 
coming from his 10th-place start to win 
the first moto. Robert Memoli led the 
entire moto while holding off a deter- 
mined Ryan Roybal up until a last-lap 
pass by Herring. Roybal double-jumped 
over Memoli to finish second, with 
Michael Parker and Kyle Foltz finishing 
fourth and fifth, respectively. 

The second moto was a repeat of the 
first, with Memoli grabbing the early 
lead over Roybal and Herring back in 
the pack. By the midway point, Herring 
had passed Memoli for the lead. Memoli 
went down hard a short time later, 
handing second place to Roybal. 

Once out front, Herring easily pulled 
away for the win on his Axo/PVK/ 
FMF-backed KX80. 

"They (Memoli and Roybal) went to 
the outside of this turn to do the Over- 
and-Under double jump, and 1 just dove 
to the inside and kind of took their line 
away from them," Herring said of his 
second-moto pass for the lead. "I had to 
pull a lead and then be consistent 
because I didn't want to fall when I'm in 
the lead." 





Second overall belonged to the Chap- 
arral/N-Style/Sinisalo-backed Honda 
of Roybal, who carded 2-2 finishes. 
Parker went 4-4 for the third-place tro- 
phy. Foltz claimed fourth overall, with 
Pablo Quintanilla hounding Roybal in 
the second moto and rounding out the 
top five with 9-3 rides.

Vaughn 
fools 'em

LEXINGTON, OH, JULY 15-16 
id-Ohio held every emotion from 
victory to tragedy for the Two 
Fools Racing team at round six of 
the GLRRA racing series. 

It was hot and humid during both 
days of action, but Charlie Vaughn and 
Eric Twigg, who make up the fast duo 
known as Two Fools Racing, were more 
than equipped to deal with conditions. 

In the first of the eight races that the 
team had entered, Vaughn took the 
point by three bike lengths going into 
turn one. He was followed by the crafty 
and quick Matt Ames, who carries the 
number-one plate for this year out of the 
Dega Racing stable. Twigg was running 
in fifth, looking for his way to the front. 
By the second lap, Twigg had found 
third, with Vaughn leading Ames, who, 
being a veteran, knows how to dispose 
of riders getting in the way of his win. 
But this race was not going to be taken 
from Vaughn, as all of his family was 
present and he had a celebration 
planned for later. With Ames putting a 
wheel next to Vaughn whenever possi- 
ble, Vaughn still took the win and 
refused to give an inch to the master. 
Vaughn went wire to wire, crossing the 
line just ahead of Ames, followed by 
Twigg. 

The Amateur GTU final would be the 
second meeting for Vaughn and Ames, 
the latter knowing he had to get the job 
done fast - and he took the lead coming 
off a great holeshot. There were two rid- 
ers between Ames and Vaughn, who 
was now in fourth - where Ames need- 
ed him to be if Ames was to top him. 
But by the second lap, Vaughn was a 
shadow on the rear of Ames' bike. In a 
radical move, Vaughn took a line that 
cut the loop out of turn seven and took 
the lead from Ames. Twigg was now in 
third and able to give Ames some heat 
from the rear. Lapped traffic gave 
Vaughn a change to stretch his lead. 
Twigg got held up and had to surrender 
to Brent Dudley, who took third. 

In race five, Vaughn again took the 
win, with Ames running second to the 
checkers. Vaughn was now three for 
three, with his friend no worse than fifth 
in the same three races. 

The Amateur GTO would see 
Vaughn and Twigg face 750cc-and-larg- 
er machines; both Vaughn and Twigg 
ride F3 Hondas. Tim Marlowe got out in 
front of Ames and Vaughn at the start. 
Marlowe had won his first race in the 
last round at Road America and wanted 
to repeat. On the back part of the track, 
Marlowe stepped off and was now on 
the track. As he sat up to look at how to 
get out of the way, Ames came into 
view. Ames hit his brakes and started to 
veer to go around Marlowe. Vaughn 
was on Ames' tail, and the two riders 
locked wheels. Ames got free and got 
around Marlowe, but this left Vaughn 


out of control, and he hit Marlowe at 
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speed. Marlowe was airlifted to a near- 
by hospital, while Vaughn was so upset 
that he walked away from the scene. 
Vaughn's front end was totaled, but 
his teammate Twigg started to work on 
the bike, and soon Vaughn was at it, too. 
There were still four more races to be run. 
The race was restarted the following 
morning. Twigg was now going to take 
up the fight his teammate was unable to 
handle. Twigg, the rider who had fin- 
ished 15 lengths behind Ames and third 
at best all the following day, got out in 
front of Ames and stayed there, with 
Ames only a bike length behind him 
until they hit lapped traffic. Ames, a 
cunning and true craftsman at handling 
hazards, took advantage of this chance 
to go for the win. Vaughn was 15 bike 
lengths behind Ames and appeared to be 
no threat. But Twigg was now tired, as 
he had broken his collarbone the round 
before and was weary from the battle. 
From around the last turn Vaughn came 
into view, in the draft left by Ames' bike. 
Vaughn moved around Ames. The 
lapped traffic had given Vaughn a 
chance to catch up ues take the win. 
Ames and Vaughn took to battle 
eight times in two days, with Vaughn 
taking first four times, second one time, 
third two times, and fourth once. Ames 
took first twice, second four times, third 
one time and fourth once. Twigg's best 
finish in the eight races was second. €N

Brown, 
Bentley get 
Muddy

BLOUNTVILLE, TN, JULY 10-12 

onda of Troy's Mike Brown and 
Team Green's Derrick Bentley 
invaded the 14th annual Kawasaki 
Tennessee State Motocross Champi- 
onships and took home the lion's share 
of the $5000 pro purse. 

Brown reeled off three moto wins but 
could not pull off the hat trick, as a first- 
turn crash in the final hampered the 
Tennessee rider. However, for his 
efforts, Brown took home $1000. Bentley 
did not fare as well in the 125cc Pro 
class, with 6-4 moto finishes, but he 
came back with a vengeance in the 250cc 
class, going 3-1 for the overall win. 

The 642 riders who came to do battle 
at Muddy Creek Raceway were greeted 
with sunny skies, temperatures in the 
mid- to upper 80s, a well-prepped race 
track and the added bonus of a cookout 
sponsored by Team Green on Saturday 
evening after the races. The format for 
this event is a little different than usual, 
with the Amateur classes running one 
moto on Saturday and one on Sunday 
and the Pros running a Sunday-only for- 
mat. This allowed all the riders long 
motos on the slightly redesigned race 
track 

The 125cc Pros lined up to do battle 
first on Sunday. It was Honda of Troy's 
Mike Brown grabbing the holeshot, 
with Kawasaki-mounted Aaron Day, 
Yamaha of Kingsport /Tecnoset/Ham- 
merhead's Kevin Walker (who was just 
returning to the fray after about nine 
months off due to. knee surgery) and 
Kingsport KTM/Moto Plane's Jim 
Neese all giving chase. Brown quickly 
established a small lead while the rest 
of the hungry 21-rider field was busy 
sorting itself out. 

Brown led the moto wire to wire. The 
rest of the top five spots were constantly 
up for grabs and positions were chang- 
ing each time by the flag. A couple of 
riders on the move and recovering from 
bad starts were Kawasaki rider Jeff Gib- 
son and Kingsport Suzuki/Fleshgear's 
Jon Boruff. By midmoto, Gibson had 
worked his way into the top five and 
Boruff had just cracked the top 10. 
While Brown cruised out front, Day was 











under extreme pressure from Gibson 
and Neese. As the moto entered the 
final stages, Day began to fade while 
Gibson made his way into the second 
position, taking Neese and Walker along 
with him. At the checkered it was 
Brown, Gibson, Neese, Walker and 
Boruff making a last-lap pass on Day for 
the fifth position. 

Moto two was not quite the same, as 
Thornville, Ohio's, Jeff Gibson grabbed 
the holeshot. Brown was.in second, hot 
on his heels, with Neese, Kawasaki- 
mounted Derrick Bentley, Day and 
Honda rider Matt Walker all close 
behind him. Gibson held Brown off for a 
lap.before succumbing to the constant 
pressure. Brown then established about 
a two-second lead over the Kawasaki 
Team Green rider. Gibson did the same 
over Neese as the top three pulled a lead 
over the rest of the pack. Bentley had 
fourth place all to himself, but Day and 
Matt Walker argued over the fifth posi- 
tion. As the race drew to a close, Brown 
took home his second win of the day, 
holding Gibson and Neese at bay. Bent- 
ley took a lonely fourth, and rounding 
out the top five was Day, who wrestled 
the position away from Walker on the 
final la 

The first 250cc Pro moto saw Brown 
grab his second holeshot of the day. 
Team Green pilot Derrick Bentley gave 
chase in second, with Matt Walker third, 
ahead of Kevin Walker and Husaberg 
rider Jim Neese. By the end of lap one, 
Brown had again established a small 
lead, while Matt Walker took over the 
second position, dropping Bentley to 
third. Neese quietly slipped into fourth, 
with teammate Robbie Horton in fifth. 
The top three remained the same 
throughout the moto. Neese and Horton 
battled over the fourth position, with 
Horton getting the upper hand, but 
Neese kept close, waiting for a mistake 
by Horton. At the finish, it was Brown 
taking yet another moto win, followed 
by Matt Walker, Bentley and Horton, 
with Aaron Day rounding out the top 
five after taking advantage of a Neese 
miscue on the final lap. 

The final Pro moto of the day proved 
to be the best. As the gate fell and the 
pack charged to the first turn, it looked 
as though Brown was going to nab his 
third holeshot of the afternoon. But that 
quickly changed as contact was made 
and Brown and Boruff ended up at the 
bottom of the pile while the rest of the 
pack roosted away. Brown was up 
quickly, but his bike was stuck under 
Boruff's, slowing his remount. Mean- 
while, up front, the leaders were taking 
full advantage of Brown's misfortune. 
Bentley was leading at the end of lap 
one, with two Walkers in tow - Matt and 
Kevin, in that order. Fourth was 
Kawasaki-mounted Jason Fink, with 
Horton giving chase in fifth. 

With Brown out of the picture, both 
front-runners knew the win and the 
overall was up for grabs. The two riders 
kept up a torrid pace, each hoping the 
other would make a mistake. Bentley, 
however, was able to open up a little 
ground on the Georgia rider by the 
middle of the moto. All eyes were 
focused on Brown, as he was quickly 
slicing through the pack like a hot knife 
though butter. Brown was taking very 
unconventional lines, and he was very 
successful with them as well, and he 
broke into the top 10 by the end of lap 
three. 

Bentley would hold on to take a well- 


deserved win and the overall on the 


day. Matt Walker came home second, 
Kevin Walker took third - his best moto 
finish on the day - and fourth went to 








Horton, who stopped Brown's ascent to 
the front, holding off the hard-charging 
Honda rider for the final two laps. €N

In the first moto, Strunk bested Gibson's 
Kawasaki and Buehl's Honda, respectively, in a 
three-way duel for the victory. In the second 








moto, Strunk again pulled the holeshot, ahead of 
Suzuki's Collier and Buehl. The battle for second 
between Collier and Buehl would take them 
right to the rear fender of Strunk's CR125. Dur- 
ing the white-flag lap of the second moto, these 
three riders looked even more like a Honda- 
Suzuki-Honda sandwich, as they were all des- 
perately vying for position. Thev would finish, 
however, in that order. 

Gibson won the 250cc Pro class via his con- 
sistent 2-2 moto finishes. Collier was the man to 
beat in the first moto, while Strunk recovered 
from his fourth-place finish in moto one to cap- 
ture the victory in the second moto. 

Buehl was untouchable in the Over 25 Pro 
class, winning both motos by a wide margin 
over Charlie Layman's Honda and Donnie 
Urban's YZ250. Suzuki-mounted Rod Hook was 
likewise unbeatable in the Over 30 class. 

There were a number of other double moto 
winners. In the 4-6 class, Benjamin Danforth was 
unbeatable. The same was true for Jeffrey Roelle 
in Mini Junior, Chris Ledbetter in Mini Senior, 
Travis Hartshorn in Schoolboy, Tom Moore in 
125cc B, Terry Collins in 250cc B, Barry Taylor in 
250cc C - and Dave Stoneburner, who amazingly 
won every moto of the Woods, 4-Stroke and 
Open classes on his Yamaha four-stroke. 

In all, some 210 riders were treated to a well- 
prepped track, perfect summer-evening weather 
and great motocross racing action.

Bowen not lost at Hollow MX

NELSONVILLE, OH, JULY 12 

Former Yamaha and KTM factory racer Keith 
Bowen returned to his adopted home of Ohio 
for some back-to-basics American motocross at 
this natural-terrain facility. Riding now for F&S 
Suzuki and UFO plastics, the international 
superstar was determined to put in a good 
showing after disappointing results on the pre- 
vious night at the Action Sports-promoted stadi- 
um motocross located nearby. 

With many National- level Pros opting to 
visit this track while in the area for the big- 
money stadium race, this second round of the 
Buckeye State Motocross Championship Series 
took on a whole new flavor. 

In the 15-rider-strong 125cc A class, Bowen 
was his usual fluid self and on a mission - riding 
fast and consistently smooth laps to go 1-1 over 
second overall's Ted Campbell.

How- 
ever, for the record, it should be noted that Bowen 
appeared to be the fastest man on the track. 

Huge classes were evident from top to bottom 
as more than 450 entrants arrived for this presti- 
gious series. With 36 entries in the 125cc B class, 
Michigan's Jason McDonald was still the man to 
beat. Fellow Suzuki rider Mike Mercer rode well 
for second overall with 3-2 finishes over third- 
placed Jason Saunders.

Round two of the New York State Challenge 
Series took place at Silver Springs MX and pre- 
sented close and exciting racing all day long, 
with one of the most exciting classes of the day 
proving to be the Vet division, where Bart 
Lucas, on a Warp Drive Suspension-sponsored 
Honda, won both motos of the Vet class to take 
the overall win. 

The first moto began with a Lucas holeshot, 
followed by Michael Bender, Jeff Fregoe and Jim 
McKeon.

On the last lap, McKeon passed Lucas 
back, while Lucas briefly dropped to third as 
Fregoe took advantage of the situation to move 
up to second. On a fly-off in the back, Lucas was 
able to regain the lead, while McKeon dropped 
to second and Fregoe to third. Lucas ended up 
with the hard-earned win, while McKeon fend- 








ed off a last-ditch effort by Fregoe for the lead 
right before the checkered flag to hold on to sec- 
ond. Fregoe took third. 

In the second moto, Bender got the holeshot, 
followed closely by Lucas and Fregoe. Lucas 
was quickly able to gain the lead, while Bender 


remained in second. An intense battle for third 


took place between Fregoe and McKeon, with 
McKeon making the pass and moving up to try 
to duke it out with Bender. Lucas, meanwhile, 
took this opportunity to open up a lead, and he 
remained unchallenged for the rest of the race. 

After a tough battle, McKeon managed to 
pass Bender. Fregoe also overtook Bender and, 
on the last lap, McKeon. Lucas won the race, fol- 
lowed by Fregoe and McKeon. 

In the 125cc Expert class, Don Schmidt, on 
his 7-S Cycle-sponsored entry, took a double 
moto win for the overall.

The highly anticipated blockbuster of a race 
was organized and promoted by track owner 
Drew Wolfe, who spearheaded the effort to 
reaquaint top-level pro riders with this most 
impressive course. Laid out right alongside Ohio 
State Route 33 near Athens, the jump- and obsta- 
cle-infested course offers challenges for ama- 
teurs and pros alike, as the loamy riparian dirt 
offers excellent traction and competitive racing. 
Hosting riders from California, Arizona and 
Florida as well as surrounding states, the $5000 
purse attracted some of the region's and the 
nation's top riders. 

Brown proved that top-level support and 
top-level talent provide an unbeatable team, 
however, as he was quickly out in front of the 
highly stacked 125 and 250cc Pro motos. Damien 
Plotts was able to keep Brown in sight, taking 
second in-the 125cc class, with Davey Yezek 
third, ahead of Jeromy Buehl. 

In the 250cc main, it was Texas rider Jeff 
Dement on his Yamaha keeping Brown's Honda 
of Troy machine in close proximity, thanks to 
some inspired racing, with Plotts taking a very 
respectable third. Local hotshoe Tommy Collier 
gave a fired-up performance to take fourth over 
Arenacross star Buehl's fifth. 

With 23 pros in the 250cc class and 22 in the 
125s, the estimated crowd of 5000 spectators got 
their fill of professional motocross action at this 
prime facility, and the racers went away with a 
new respect for this jewel of a race track.

Behrle again at

Conlon conquers 
Budds Creek Motocross

Suzuki rider Jason Conlon flew to overall wins 
in the 125cc A and Unlimited A classes, and fin- 
ished second in the hotly contested 250cc A class 
at round nine of the District 7 Expert Motocross 
Series, held at Budds Creek MX Park in Mary- 
land. The hard-charging Pro-Am rider from 
Mount Airy, Maryland, scored five out of six 
moto wins on the day, narrowly missing the 
overall in the 250cc A class by virtue of an 
uncharacteristic fifth-place finish in the first 
moto. Although Conlon came back to take the 
second-moto win in convincing fashion, Tom 
Welch, the defending champion, was able to 
hold on for the overall with his 1-2 ride. 

In the 125cc A class, it was JT Motorsports / 
Boyesen/ Axo/Spectro-backed Conlon rocketing 
to the first-moto holeshot, followed by Suzuki 
rider Nathan Juergens, Yamaha-mounted Billy 
Schlag, Cecil Williams (on a KTM), and Edgar 
Davis (on a Yamaha). Conlon wasted no time in 
pulling away from the pack as he continued to 








build his lead steadily throughout the moto. On 
the second lap, Schlag made an aggressive pass 
on Juergens for second in one of the track's tight 
hairpin turns, dropping the fast-starting Suzuki 
rider to third. 

At the halfway point, it was Conlon solidly 
out front, followed by Schlag, Juergens, 
Williams and Shenandoah Honda /Tucker 
Rocky-backed Ryan Jones, who moved into the 
top five after displacing Davis on the previous 
lap. With one lap to go and the top two positions 
firmly established, Williams forced his Thor/JT 
Motorsports / Boyesen-backed KTM around 
Juergens to secure the third spot. The moto fin- 
ished with Conlon taking the decisive win, fol- 
lowed by Schlag. Williams was third, followed 
closely by Juergens and Jones, who rounded out 
the top five. 

Eager to make up for his sixth-place finish in 
the first moto, JT Motorsports /Smith /Factory 
Connection /Bieffe-backed Tom Welch blasted to 
the holeshot in 125cc A moto two, followed 
closely by Juergens, Schlag, Williams and Con- 
lon. Conlon made quick work of Williams and 
Schlag and then flew past Juergens on a high- 
speed downhill double jump to take the runner- 
up position before the end of the first lap. With 
leader Welch now within his sights, Conlon 
began to up the pace, leaving Juergens to fight 
off the relentless attack of Schlag for third. 

On the next lap, Welch, who led Conlon by 
just a few seconds, made a costly mistake on one 
of the track's steep off-cambers, dropping the 
hard-charging National-level Pro from Charlotte 
Hall, Maryland, to fifth. Conlon went on to take 
the moto win and the overall, followed by 
Welch, who charged back aggressively to take 
second. Schlag was third, followed by a consis- 
tent ride from Juergens. Williams rolled in to 
take the fifth spot. 

After also scoring a commanding 1-1 overall 
win in the Unlimited A class, Conlon went on to 
take the second-moto win and second overall in 
the ultra-competitive 250cc A class. Welch's 1-2 
score was good for the overall, followed by Con- 
lon's 5-1 ride. Kemp's Racing-backed Honda 
rider Jay Kassa was third overall with 4-3 finish- 
es, followed by Pete's Cycle-sponsored Kawasa- 
ki rider Michael Moore, who went 3-4 for fourth 
overall. First-moto runner-up Schlag rounded 
out the top five overall with his 2-6 perfor- 
mance.

Devries tops Canadian 
National Motocross

NANAIMO, BC, CANADA, JULY 19 

With Jean-Sebastien Roy missing round four of 
the Canadian National Motocross Series, a hole 
was opened for many of the West Coast riders to 
move up in the points. Brett Devries, a top west- 
em Canadian rider, stole the show in the 125cc 
class, while Quebec rider Marco Dubé came out 
on top in the 250s. CMRC champ Blair Morgan 
had mixed results due to bad gate picks and tire 
failure. 

The Nanaimo track, despite its beautiful 
landscape, was very harsh to ride on, and riders 
described the experience as akin to "riding on 
marbles." The track base is a mixture of clay and 
shale rock, which remained extremely slippery 
throughout the day. Flat tires and bruises were 
just some of the side effects riders experienced 
on the Nanaimo track that is nicknamed "The 
Wastelands." 

Sunny skies shone on the mountain track for 
the first 125cc Pro moto, with Dubé the first to 
escape from the Wastelands starting gate. The 
Suzuki rider was able to pull a large lead on the 
rest of the pack, which was held up by a first- 
turn crash. Chuck Messley got the worst part of 
the pileup, and more bad luck was all that 
would follow for the Machine Racing Honda

rider. He entered the race with a fractured arm 
and a bruised kidney, and his injuries only 
worsened throughout the day until the young 
up-and-comer from Ontario had to call it quits 
before the day was done. 

Kawasaki's Blair Morgan had a bad start but 
rode an aggressive race to finish in second 
behind Dubé. Morgan's western nemesis, 
Devries, rode à strong moto to finish third. 

The western riders dominated the second 
125cc moto, with Devries taking top honors in 
the moto as well as the overall win. Washington 
State rider Jay Whipple, Calgary native Lane 
Oslanski and British Columbia rider Justin 
Huska followed him in. Blair Morgan missed his 
gate pick before the moto and had to start on the 
far outside; that was only good enough for a 
ninth-place finish. Blackfoot Honda-backed 
rider Lane Oslanski picked up second overall 
behind Devries, while Morgan and Dubé held 
on for third and fourth, respectively. 

In moto number one of the 250cc class, 27- 
year-old Marty Burr grabbed the holeshot but he 
was soon overtaken ኮነ” ‘Flyin’” Ryan Gauld. 

Gauld rode with an open track ahead of him for 
the first few laps until Blair Morgan moved up 
and dismissed the young Yamaha rider from his 
Dubé then squeezed by Gauld a few 
laps later. The moto win was Morgan's s first of 
the series, and although it benefited him that 
Roy was not in attendance, Blair still missed the 
challenge of racing against his teammate. Dubé 
finished the moto in second, with Gauld placing 
third and Devries and Machine Honda rider Bill 
Wallin finishing fourth and fifth. 

In moto number two, it looked like Morgan 
might have his first overall win of the series when 
he passed Jay Whipple for the lead. But rocky 
track conditions destroyed Blair's rear tire, leaving 
him with very little control in the corners. Morgan 
overcame challenges from Marty Burr, but with 
only a few laps to go, Dubé closed the gap on the 
weakened leader and made the pass to take the 
win. Morgan managed to continue the race and 
finish in second behind Dubé, while British 
Columbian native Darcy Lange finished third. 
The 15-year-old Lange has recently received a lot 
of attention due to his top-five finish at round two 
in Moncton, and the added pressure had ham- 
pered his past performance at round three. 

Dubé just eased out Morgan for the overall 
win in the 250cc class, while Devries picked up a 
third and Burr à fourth.

Big turnout for Pine Bluff MX

Pine Bluff Motocross was ready for what turned 
out to be its largest race ever - the annual State 
Championship event. This year brought out a 
large contingent of out-of-state riders from 
Texas, Mississippi, Louisiana, Missouri, Ten- 
nessee, Oklahoma and Arkansas, all trying to 
take home the 5-foot-tall championship trophies. 

Dallas Williams started it out with a big 
holeshot in the Open Mini class. Jeff Burkett and 
Chase Guedry were side by side in second and 
third as they flew over the camelback jump. Bur- 
kett made the pass from the inside as he shut the 
door going into the first whoop section. They 
were followed by E.J. Cox, Stephen Sampley and 
Blair Miller. 

The fastest rider on the track was Jeffrey 
Antwine, as he made his way forward following 





a bad start by passing two and three riders at a 
time. Antwine moved into the top five on the 
third lap as he passed Sampley through the river 
whoops and then Dallas Williams just before the 
camelback. He got by Guedry on the inside of 
the power sweeper and caught sight of Burkett. 
Burkett had a large lead, but Antwine was reel- 
ing him in. It was close at the end, with Burkett 
leading with two turns to go; he held on for the 
win, with Antwine second, Guedry third, 
Williams fourth and Sampley in fifth. 

The second moto brought more great racing, 
with the holeshot this time going to Burkett, 
who was followed closely by Williams and 
Antwine. Antwine wasted no time in getting by 
Williams as they headed into the woods. Burkett 
was out front, but Antwine didn't have any 
trouble making his pass as they went by the fin- 
ish line on the first lap. Antwine had it all in 
hand for the rest of the way, with Burkett being 
challenged by Williams and Nathaniel Benoit. 
Benoit, who only managed a 12th in the first 
moto, showed he had the speed as he passed 
Walliams and Burkett to take a well-deserved 
second place - giving him sixth overall. 

The Over 40 class showed they still can go 
fast, with Texas speedster Douglas Hall, former 
Texan (and now Arkansas resident) Greg Dust, 
and Little Rock’s Jack Horton all on the line. 
Dust made the best start, with Bob Wilson, Rick 
Harris and Horton right behind.

Mooney got the holeshot in the second moto, 
with Dust and Horton right behind him. Dust 
made the pass quickly over the camelback and 
took the lead. Hall had ideas of catching up as 
he again had to pass most of the field before 
finally moving into second in front of Mooney, 
Horton and Perna.

Bobby Hedden, who 
earlier in the night had experienced a horrible- 
looking crash with Faria at the finish line in the 
second Handicap semi, began the race from the 
pole but, along with Hancock, completely 
missed the start and trailed both Faria and Sise- 
more as the two drove down the back straight 
on the first lap. 

Meanwhile, Hancock put his head down and 
was on the gas, driving hard on the outside line. 

"| couldn't believe it when the gate went up,” 
Hancock said after the race. "I knew I had to 
make some near-prefect laps to get back in the 
fight.” 

Perfect laps were exactly what Hancock pro- 
duced, getting around Hedden on lap one, Sise- 
more on lap two, and finally Faria right after 
the last-lap white flag. 

"| haven't raced this track in 10 years, but I 
really like it,” Hancock said. "I grew up riding 
these shorter tracks in Southern California, so it 
didn't take me that long to remember how I had 
to ride them. This Auburn track is bigger than it 
used to be - longer straightaways make it a lot 
faster. I love it. I'm looking forward to returning 
for the National here in September." 

Once in front, Hancock rode ከ15 
PowerBar/Exide Battery /Shoei/Troy Lee GM 
cleanly to the checkered flag. Faria held on to 
second place. Bobby Hedden was third, and 
Sisemore did an impressive 360 in turn four of 
lap three and was credited with fourth. 

Sisemore fared much better in the night's 
other First Division main event; as the veteran 
rider from Woodland rode the inside line to vic- 
tory in the Handicap main. Starting from his 
usual place on the back yardage, Sisemore out- 
gated fellow 50-yarders Bart Bast and Charlie 
Venegas, falling in behind Faria as the pair set 
off to track down 40-yard starters Chad Felicio 
and Tommy Hedden.

Phil Libhart and Bob Sweeten took advantage of 
reduced rider turnout - due to the Amateur 
Nationals occurring during the same time in 
Indy - to claim three wins each at Trail-Way 
Speedway.

With more than 30 regular riders attending 
the Indy event, all classes had reduced turnouts, 
with a few classes combined with other classes, 
and some not run at all. 

Libhart easily won the combined 600 
Pro/600 A on his Howell's Harley-Davidson / 
Triumph Rotax over another Pro, John Winsett, 
and 600cc A riders Jake Johnson and Ed Hyde. 
He also easily won the Sportsman class over 
250cc rider Raun Wood. 

The 750cc A race had Nick Taylor leading

When Winsett's bike broke and he raised his 
arm, those behind him checked up and really let 
the front duo get further away than they nor- 
mally would have. Libhart took the lead off the 
fourth turn and kept Taylor's Yamaha several 
lengths behind.

While Sweeten 
easily disposed of his similarly aged competi- 
tors, Jake "The Kid" Johnson kept up with him 
throughout the 250cc A final.

In the final lap, Hopkins finally moved 
around the outside of Vincent in turn five, but 
Vincent passed him down the back straight and 
Hopkins was unable to catch him before the line. 
Graves took the win, with Aragaki second and 
Vincent third. 

The Tom Sera Racing/XYZ Clothing Co.- 
sponsored Formula Two event was a race of 
attrition, as two of the leaders left the race early. 
Aragaki was the fastest off the line but lost the 
front end of his motorcycle going into the first 
turn and crashed. That put John Hopkins up 
into the early lead, with Jeremy Toye in second 
and Ken Chase third. Over the next several laps 
of the 10-lap event, Toye opened up a gap on the 
rest of the field. However, the battle for third 
was fierce between Chase and Bryan Kovarick. 
Midway through lap three, Kovarick managed 
to power past Chase to move into third. At the 
same time, veteran racer Nick lenatsch suddenly 
joined the fray for third after he had threaded 
his way from the back of the starting grid. 

Rounding turn four on the next lap, Ienatsch 
made a daring pass to get past both Kovarick 
and Chase, moving himself into possession of 
third. That done, Ienatsch began chasing race 
leaders Hopkins and Toye. 

On lap seven, lenatsch's job got easier when 
Hopkins was forced to pull out of the race with 
a mechanical problem. Toye, riding his Lee's 
Cycles-sponsored Suzuki GSXR600, faced two 
more laps to finish the race with the win. On lap 
nine, lenatsch closed dramatically on Toye and 
attempted to move past him in turn four but 
came up short. 

As the final lap got under way, lenatsch was 
sitting in Toye's draft down the front straight. 
Rounding turn four, lenatsch dropped to the 
inside and momentarily had the lead, but was 
repassed by Toye as the racers entered turn five. 
For the final half lap, lenatsch did everything he 
could to get past Toye, but his efforts fell just short. 

At the line, it was Toye over Ienatsch, with 
Kovarick rounding out the top three.

Fisher reels in two 
at Neoga Hillclimb

NEOGA, IL, JULY 11 

The Vintage bikes took the spotlight at the Cen- 
tral Illinois Motorcycle Club night hillclimb near 
Neoga, Illinois, on July 11, where "Flyin"" Bob 
Fisher rode his Superior Cycle-sponsored 
Harley Sportster to wins in the Open and 
Pushrod classes, while Kevin Tilson drove all the 
way in from Plattsmouth, Nebraska, to capture 
the fast-time award on his vintage Triumph. 

Fisher was consistently fast, posting a fine 
3.302-second time on the new 100-foot hill to 
win the Open class, then nearly duplicated the 
ride with a 3.307-second charge to win the 
Pushrod class. Randy "Buzz" Green was Fish- 
er's closest challenger in the Open class, nailing 
a good 3.492-second run on his Harley for sec- 
ond place, with Steve Shafer and his Harley 
close behind him, taking third with a 3.534-sec- 
ond run. 

Tilson was closest to Fisher in the Pushrod 
class, turning a good 3.406 on his Triumph for 
second place, as Steve Shafer brought his Harley 
in for another third-place finish, with a 3.449- 
second run. 

Tilson's fast time came in the 750cc class, 
where his blistering 3.110-second time not only 
claimed the class win and took the fast-time 
award, it also set the season record on the newly 
rebuilt hill. Georgetown's John Hillard rode his 
brother Jim's fast Kawasaki triple over in 3.273 
seconds for second place, and the second-fastest 
time of the night. Andy Fortner placed third on 
his Kawasaki triple with a 3.580-second run. Eric 
Sieh, Tilson's traveling buddy from Nebraska, 
stopped the clocks in 3.777 seconds on his classic 
BSA for the fourth spot. 

Mark Goodman Jr. had another of his typi- 
cally good events, winning two classes also. 
Goodman claimed the 200cc-class win on his 


KX125, with a 4.098-second run, just barely edg- 
ing Kevin Ryan by seven-thousandths of a sec- 
ond. Ryan, also riding a KX125, topped the hill 
in 4.105 seconds, while Scott Sheets picked up 
third place on his KDX200 with a 4.259-second 
run.

Pokey best at Delta Motcross

Anthony "Pokey" Pocorobba claimed the title of 
the "MRA Best in the Midwest" for the second 
straight year by motoring to a perfect six motos 
at the premier MRA event of the year at Delta 
Raceway. 

"Pokey" dominated the three-moto format 
for the Pros, leading each from start to finish, as 
the talented Suzuki rider claimed the top money 
and Suzuki contingencies. 

In the 125cc Pro class, Pocorobba's stiffest 
competition came from fellow Suzuki rider 
Jimmy Wilson of Milan, Michigan. Wilson's 
first moto was a disaster: He was spit over the 
bars and lay unconscious in the back part of the 
track. Wilson rebounded to record the second- 
and third-moto second-place finishes in very 
good rides. "Tornado Tom" Barron took second 
overall with consistent moto scores of 4-3-3, 
while "Flean lan” Hammond completed his 
major Pro-class debut in third. overall. Ham- 
mond was visibly nervous in anticipation of 
dicing it out with some of the National-caliber 
riders in moto one, but he made the most of it, 
claiming the mota-one runner-up position 








along with two fourths for third overall. Wilson 
took fourth overall, and Jake Davis took fifth. 

The 250ce Pros put on an awesome show for 
the packed house of Delta Raceway fans. It was 
again Pocorobba in control, with Kawasaki 
charger David Gaylord keeping the pressure on 
him throughout the day of 250cc action. Wilson 
steadily improved his results, taking second 
overall with 4-3-2 moto scores. Gaylord went 
down: early in moto three, thus ruining his 
chance at the overall, but, ever the charger, Gay- 
lord got up last and motored his Kawasaki at a 
wicked pace. By the last lap, Gaylord was stalk- 
ing Joe Oehlhof for third. Oehlhof turned it up a 
notch to hold off Gaylord by a bike length at the 
finish. Oehlhof took fourth overall, with Davis 
again claiming fifth overall.

At the race start, 
Manusuthakis took the holeshot on the outside 
and led the race for the first four laps, followed 
by Brett Ray and Rick Narup. Prieto moved up to 
second place but was unable to work his way 
around the leader. And with only two laps to go, 
the crowd was not certain if they could expect the 
reigning champion to be dethroned. But Prieto 
pulled out in the end, swinging by Manusuthakis 
to take the lead at the white flag and ultimately 
taking his ninth victory. 

Cycles of Palm Beach/Throttle Up 
Racing /Dunlop/Dyno-Jet / Ferodo /GP Compos- 
ites/Dad-sponsored Manusuthakis stood on the 
podium - for the first time ever - for his second- 
place finish in the Shootout. And his Shootout 
battle with Prieto was not his only tense 
moment that day. He also took home first-place 
trophies for Expert Middleweight Sport Bike, 
Heavyweight Sport Bike and Middleweight 
Sport Bike; and earned second in Middleweight 
Superbike and Unlimited Grand Prix; as well as 
third place in the GT1 and GT2. 

Manusuthakis was involved in a three-way 
scramble for the lead in the Expert Heavyweight 
Sport Bike race with Joseph Fletcher and Ray. 


Ray started off in first place, and then Fletcher 


took over. By the third lap, Manusuthakis had 
claimed the lead, and he was able to hold back 
the competition all the way to the checkered 
flag. 

The battle for victory in the Expert GT2 class 
was even more fierce. There was a mad scram- 
ble for the lead at the start, and by lap two 
Manusuthakis was out front, leading Fletcher 
and Mike Ciccotto. That three-way battle for the 
lead lasted for the entire first half of the race, 
with the three leaders constantly swapping posi- 
tions. Colin Gilbert, meanwhile, had picked his 
way up through the pack and passed both 
Manusuthakis and Fletcher, and had now set his 
sights on Ciccotto. 

Positions continued to be swapped behind 
Ciccotto until he went into turn five too hot and 
low-sided, sending both himself and his bike 
sliding off the track. He was out of the lead - and 
out of the race. Gilbert tucked his bike in under- 
neath to take the lead as he continued to pull 
away from Fletcher and Manusuthakis. With 
less than five minutes to go, the battle for second 
place was raging between Manusuthakis and 
Fletcher. On the final lap, Fletcher took over the 
second spot and held it to the flag, with 
Manusuthakis finishing third.

Prieto slipped by Narup in the front turns 
but couldn't widen the gap between the two as 





they left the others behind. Prieto has sold his 
Shootout-winning ZX7/9, and he will be going 
for a record-breaking ride next month on his 
new ZX9.

Schultz, Wheelwright fly high 
at Ottawa Hillclimb

OTTAWA, IL, JULY 12 

Wade Schultz and Eric Wheelwright put on a 
high-flying, fast show at the Variety Riders hill- 
climb near Ottawa, Illinois. 

Schultz, from Marion, Iowa, entered his bad 
and beautiful Harley in three classes and won 
them all while taking only one ride in each 
class. His time in the Pushrod class, moreover, 
was the fastest time of the day in amateur com- 
petition. Wheelwright had an even better day, 
as he picked up four class wins on three differ- 
ent bikes while setting new altitude records on 
his patented full-throttle jumps over the top. 
Wheelwright's time in the Open Two-Stroke 
Exhibition class was the overall fast time for the 
day. 

"Schultz's first win on his 1235cc fire-breath- 
ing stroker in the Open class came after a star- 
tling 2.776-second run on the 130-foot hill on his 
first attempt of the day, which allowed him to 
take the class lead and set a new fast time at that 
point of the action. Bob Fisher was the only 
other rider in the class to break the three-second 
barrier, and he did it on his first ride on his 
Superior Cycle Sportster with a 2.912 for second 
place. 

It was to be a Harley day in the Pushrod 
class also, as Schultz blitzed the hill even faster, 
flying his Sportster high and far over the top in a 
breathtaking 2.750 seconds to take that class win 
and set an even faster time for the day. "Flyin'" 
Bob Fisher came within a hundredth of a second 
of matching Schultz, however, as he launched a 
high-flying ride of his own, stopping the clock in 
2.760 seconds on his hot-rod Harley. Kaleb 
Northrup had not yet been beaten in the district 
Pushrod class in 1998, and he was fast on his 
Triumph twin also, turning an excellent 2.856 
seconds, but he had to settle for third place on 
this day. Kevin Tilson was also very fast on his 
Triumph and very close to Northrup with a 
2.869-second time for fourth place. Terry Bailey 
finished fifth on his massive 1608cc Harley for 
fifth place. 

It may be interesting to note that the Schultz 
and Fisher engines were both originally 1964 
900cc Sportsters, and the Tilson and Northrup 
Triumphs have nearly identically modified 
engines. This Pushrod class is not slow and can 
be a heck of a lot of fun to watch. Rider interest 
is up, as was evidenced by the turnout of 
Harleys, Triumphs, BSAs and Nortons, which 
made up the largest class of the day.

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his year's International Six Day 
Enduro, which is scheduled to get 
under way in Traralgon, Australia, 
November 20-15, is looking a little brit- 
tle at the ends following some major 
changes that have taken place over the 
past few weeks. 

This year's running of the Australian 
ISDE looks likely to be one of the great 
Six Days of this decade - much of which 
has to do with the brilliant landscape in 
the Traralgon area, the friendly nature 
of the Australian people, and the fact 
that the event will be on somewhat even 
ground for the American and European 
teams (only the Aussies will have the 
upper hand). Additionally, the event 
will be run in the month of November, 
leaving air-ticket prices to Oz at an all- 
time low and weather conditions (hope- 
fully) nearly perfect. And Australian 
enduro supporters are looking forward 
to the return of their own World Enduro 
Champion, Shane Watts, who has spent 
the past few months sitting out with a 
knee injury. 

Also piquing Aussie interest is the 
fact that four young Australians have 
followed the lead of Watts and contested 
the 1998 World Enduro Championships, 
and they will all be ready for action 
come November, giving the once-soft 
Australian team the look of real winners. 

For Americans, this ISDE will run 
after the AMA National off-road season 
is over (the last round will be the Grand 
National Cross Country Series in Octo- 
ber), giving the American riders the 
chance to go all out at the ISDE, without 
the worry of sustaining injury and the 
possibility of losing a USA number-one

In the month of June, Australia's 
leading enduro course designer, Norm 
Watts (father of World 125cc Enduro 
Champion Shane Watts), resigned from 
his role after being unable to come to 
terms with the organizers of the event. 
Now comes the news that event director 
Daryl Broadbent has stepped down, giv- 
ing the role of events director to one of 
Australia's leading enduro lights, John 
Hall. 

With the event only three months 
away, the course is not complete, and 
several major problems are being 
addressed by Hall, who ran the very 
successful 1992 ISDE in Cessnock, Aus- 
tralia. That event was considered to be 
one of the best, and a lot of the credit 
must fall on the shoulders of Hall and 
his fellow Aussie crew - many of whom 
were not involved with the organization 
of this 1998 Six Days. 

Broadbent, who had been the event 
director since the event was first 
assigned to Australia some three years 
ago, was not a motorcycle enthusiast, 
and many of the problems occurred due 
to his lack of knowledge of the way 
enduro people should be treated. 

When Watts resigned from the 
course-designer job, his press statement 
was anything but friendly.

"I will leave this ship,” Watts said, 
"before it sinks.' 

Watts was also worried the treatment 
he received would trouble other ISDE 
volunteers. 

“I am worried that the other volun- 
teers will suffer the same way I did," he 
said. "I have put many hours into this 
course, and I will no longer work with 
these inconsiderate people who appear 
to be in this for their own selfish gains." 

Watts left no doubt that he would not 
be coming back to finish the job. It was, 
to say the least, a savage blow to the 
event. Watts had put in some serious 
hours to prepare the sections of the 
course that were completed. Mentioning 
that the event was about to shatter into a 
thousand pieces was not something any- 
one involved in the ISDE wanted to 
hear. 

Only weeks after Watts resigned, 
Broadbent - the person many considered 
to be the big problem - was also gone. 
Many were wondering if at this point 
the damage to the event could be cor- 
rected. 

One of the greatest problems to occur 
has been the combination of paid work- 
ers and volunteers. Hall, though, is opti- 
mistic that the troubles are a thing of the 
past. 

"]t is critical to avoid conflict; it's the 
one thing that can destroy an event like 
the ISDE," Hall said. "The ISDE is about 
to realize more than two years of hard 
work and... the groundwork has not 
been able to be realized. Issues such as 
sponsorship and land access cannot be 
locked down overnight. There are a lot 
of loose ends that need to be tied down.

It is vital that the volunteers are respect- 
ed and the professional team can do its 
job." 

Late last year, another respected 
Aussie enduro figurehead, Graeme 
Anderson (who, like Hall, is a major 
player in the organization of the Aus- 
tralian ISDE), was assigned the position 
of operations manager. It was a way of 
saying the local enduro fanatics did in 
fact have some of their guys running the 
show, yet still the position of the man- 
agement was questionable. With a pub- 
lic meeting finally called in May of this 
year (just prior to Watts' resignation), it 
was also expected that the problems 
would be addressed. 

Since that May meeting, many 
changes have occurred, with the great- 
est piece of news being the appointment 
of Hall into the lead role. While the Aus- 
tralian-held ISDE looks like it's back on 
track, it will take a huge effort by Hall 
and his merry men to get it into the 
same shape as the brilliantly run 1992 
event, and Hall knows this. 

“I can see all the groundwork that 
has been done," he said, "and with 
everyone making an effort to work 
together, the last pieces of the ISDE jig- 
saw puzzle are all set to fall into place." 

So now it's time for the likes of Gio- 
vanni Sala, Ty Davis, Shane Watts, Scott 
Summer, Anders Eriksson and Kari 
Tiainen to get prepared for what hope- 
fully will live up to the expectations we 
all had some three years ago, when we 
first heard that the ISDE was returning 
to Australia. Then maybe we can all say, 
"G'day, mate - how's it going?" without 
getting the reply, "It's not." CN
